The fame loyal and refolute fpirit, to oppofe 
and defeat the attempts of the pretender, and his 
French abettors, in this rebellion and invaOon, ap- 
peared not only in thefe addrefles, and others pre- 
fented to his majefty by the London clergy of the 
eftabliOied church, and of the diflenting mini- 
fters : but by the neceflary precautions taken by 
the citizens, in their corporate capacity, to main- 
uin their juft rights, privileges, and properties, 
Miiiria againft all invalion and force.

utmoft confternatkm. The city confulted tevery Condua of 
Bieafiur to ftmigthen the hands of governmenr, ^^^ ^^'^\ 
and to prepare agnnft the word : nothing feemed 
tO€mploy their thoughts buttheartof war, and 
their internal means of defence. At laft matters Ciiiii. 
came to fuch a crifts, that a camp was ordered to 
be foooifid on FincbUy-€ommon^ about fix miles 
from London^ on the northroad, to cover the 
mets'oporis, and to make a ftand in oafe of need : 
and a hrge train of artillery fetouton the 6ck of 
December for that place, with a profun^ion that 
his majefty cfid intend in perfonto repair thither, 
andie^ed his rayal ftandacd for aflbmbliiig togethcr 
all his. £uthfiiljfi3bga£ts. able to heap arms.

The defeat of the rebels was followed by many Executi»iif 
executions. The principal of which at London 
were the ear] of Kilmarnock and lord Balmerimf^ 
beheaded on great Tower-bill^ on that part which 
lies between the ^ower and Seeibing-lam : and 
Cbarks RaicUff, Efq; on Utile- Tower-bill^ that 
part facing the MnmeSj or on the eaft fide of 
Poftern-row. At both which places the fherifis of 
London received the prifoners from the lieutenant* 
governor of the Tower^ (the two lords at the weft 
gate, and Mr. Ratcliff at the eaft gate of the 
"Tower) and attended the executions by their 
office ; both places being within the fheriffwick of 
the city of London. 

Mr. Alderman Perry^ who had paft through Alderman 
every office of this city with dignity, defired, and ]?"'"> "" 
was permitted, to refign his gown.

This year, 1746, gave foundation to the hof- 
pital for rclicring poor people affliAed with the 
fmall pox, and for innoculation ; and this was the 
firft of the kind in Europe: an hofpital the more 
wanted, as it is calculated to receive thofe mifera- 
ble creatures^ whom the rules of all other chari- 
ties exprefsly and prudently exclude. This mod 
ufeftil charity was begun with two houfes, at a 
due diftance from each other, in airy fituations. 
That for preparing patients for innoculation^ being 
fituate in thie Lower-Jlreet^ Ifltngton ; and that for 
receiving them when the difeafe appears, and for 
the reception of patients in the natural way, at 
the north-weft comer oi Cold- Bath- fields. 

On the 9th of ApriU 1 747> Simon^ lord Lovat^ 
another rebel convift, was beheaded on Tower^ 
hill. A little after 10 o^clock that morning, a 
large high fcafFold, at the fouth fide of the hill, 
ftippofed to contain 400 perfons and upwards, 
fell down at once, without giving the leaft warn- 
ing : by which accident about 20 perfons were 
killed on the fpot, or died of their wounds : and 
many more had their ]i(nbs and bones broke, or 
were otherwife greatly maimed or wounded. His 
lordfhip, who had in France profefled himfclf a 
papift, and in Scotland was defirous to be deemed 
a proteftant, pulled off the mafk, after his dead 
warrant came down, and profefled himfelf a pa- 
pift. As he fat in a chair provided for him on 
the fcaffold, his lordlhip repeated from Horace^ 

Dulce et decorum ejl prop^trfa tnori.

The 
pi&ures were ia number elghtten in the front, 
each painted doujble : fo that though at firft they 
appeared ai marblb baflo relievos, they, after tht 
. fire^works Were played- off, being moved by mar 
chinery, difcovered the fame pidures in colours^ 
and were rendered tranfparent, by a great number 
of lampions. 

The great figure over the cornice in the center 
of the machine, was 28 fee; by, 10, and repre- 
fcntcd. 

His Majesty giving Peace to BriiMnia, The 
attendants on Peace, v/ertPlentyy Riches^ Hfippi^ 
nefs^ Trade^ and Commerce. Th$ attendants on 
Britannia, were Liber ty^ Hfffhmdryi ^/j, and 
Sciences. 

On the right of thjs, below the . entablature, 
was a^pifturc of 15 feet by 8, reprefenting the 
return pf Neptune drawn by fca horfes, conduced 
by the Genius of Peace, and Attended by Tritons^ 
Sea-nympbs^ &c. On the left of the central arch 
was the return of Mars drawn with lions, the arms 
of England^ and conduced by Fame with an olive 
branch, proclaiming Peace.*

Th^ 
defendant pleaded, and made it appear by evi- 
dence, that the fummer buQnefs in the city of Loip* 
dm cannot pofBbly be done with the afllilance of 
at lead an equal number of non-freemen : that 
no freeman was ever refufed^ or tould fometime^ 
be got on any terms. To which the counfel for 
the plaintiffs replied with a very learned argument, 
upon a by-law made by the city in the reign of 
queen Anne. After ^hich the jury went out, at 
2 o'clock in the afternoon ; returned twice with- 
out agreeing on the verdid : and being ient out 
again, and continuing a long time, the court or- 
dered them to be locked up in the room, without 
iire,^ca|idj|e, or any fuftenance, by an officer fworn 
to obf^vQ. j^lvi &iQe» and to attend them. They 
remniitied in ' this fituation dll fix next morning ; 
when tliey brought in averdlft for the plaintiffs.

Oh which occafion 

there vras a grand procefilon ofgeotlemep^, and the 

chief artificers belohging to the workji pnxeded 

by trumpets, kettle-drums, &a 

Defcribed. This bridge is allowed to be one of.ithe fineft 

in the world. It is built in* a neat and eltag^nt 

tafte, and with fuch finnplicity and grandeur, that 

whether viewed from thp water, or by the ptflkn- 

ger who. .walks over it, it fills the mind with ah 

agreeable furprize. The femi-oftangular towers 

which form the recefles . of ^ the foot-way, the 

manner of placing the lamps, and the. height of 

the baluftrade, are. at once the moft beauiiiful^ 

and in every other rcfpcd the beft contrived. 

Ic is 44 feet wide, a commodious foot. way is 
allowed for paflengers, about (even feet, faroad on 
each fide, raiftd abovfe the road allowed fir (^ar« 
riages, and paved with broad Moor ftoncs, while 
the fpaee left between them is fufficient to admit 
three carriages, and two horfes to go a-brfcaft, 
. ^ without the'iciaft damage. 

From wharf to wharf, its extent is 1223 feet, 
which is above 300 fpct wider than the fame river 
at LondoH'briJ^c* 

The free, water way, under the arches of this 
bridge, is 870 feet, >\hich is more than four times 
gs much as the free water way l^ft between the 

fterling^ 
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fterlings of Lmt^n-iridge \ which, together with ^j J^» 
t(he gentlenefs of the ftream, arc the chief rea* 
Ions why no fcnfible fall of water can ever ftqp, 
or in the leaft endanger the foia^left boats, in their 
paflbge through the arches. 

Icconfifts of 14 piers, 13 large and twofmall 
arches, all femi-circular, and two abutments. 

The length of every pier is about 70 feet from 
point to point, and each end terminated with a 
ialiant right angle againft either ftream. 
- The two middle piers are each 1 7 feet wide at 
the fpringing of the arches, and contain 3000 
cubic feet, or near 200 tons of folid done ; and 
the others decreafe in breadth, equally on each 
fide by one foot -, fo that the two next to the largeft 
are each 1 6 feet wide ; and fo on to the two leaft on 
each iide, which are 12 feet wide at the fpringing 
of the archbs. 

Each of tbefe piers are four feet wider at their 
foundation, than at the top ; and each of them ii 
laid on a ftrpng bed of timber, of the fame fhape 
as the pier, about 80 feet long, 28 feet wide, and 
two feet thick. 

The value of 40,0001. is computed to be al- 
ways under water in ftone and other materials. 
And here it may not be imiproper to obferve, that 
the caiflbn on which the Brft pier was funk, con- 
tained 150 toa^s of timber : for it is a precaution 
ufed in moft Jieavy buildings, to lay tWir fpundar 
lions on planks, or beds of timber^ wljiich (if 
found when laid, and' always kept wejji) wri) nof 
only remain found, but grow harder by fifnct

lower, and is more difficult to come at, on the 
Surry fide, than on the Wnfimfifier fide. 

All the piers are built the fame in the infide as 
on the outfide, of folid Pt^tbnd bbok ftenes, none 
lefs than one ton, or aooo weight, unlefs here 
and there a fmaller called a clofer, placed between 
four other larger ftones ; but moft of them are 

* two or three tons weight, and fevcral of four or 
five tons. All the ftones are fet in (and their 
joints filled with) a cement called Duttb tarris, 
and they are befides faftened together with iron 
cramps run in with lead^ and fo placed that none 
of thofe cramps can be feen, or ever be zStSitd 
by the water.

Porthmd blocks ; over which is built (bonded in 
with the Pcrtland) another -^rch of Purhick^r^i 
four or five times thicker on the ^rins than Over 
the key, fo calculated and built, ^that by the help 
of this iecondary arch, together with the incum- 
httit load of materials, all the pans of every arch 
are in equiltbrio : fo that each arch can ftand (in^ 
jgle without affeding, or being affected by, any 
of the other arches. 

• Moreover, between every two arches a drain » 
managed to carry off the water and filth, which, 
in time, might penetrate and accumulate in thoft 
Iplaces, to the great detriment of the arches^ Some 
bridges having been ruined foi? want of tWk -pr^ 
caution ; which fhould be Obfefved in lAl con(i>- 
derabk ftone or brick bridget: and yet (as far as 
} have been able to learn) it has been' always 
om'icted. 

Laftly, jtrfl: above and below each abutment, 
there are iar^ and commodious flights of M9or 
^bne Rtpi, for the Ihippih^ and landing of goods 
fkTld paffengers.

The materials arethe bed four kinds of done 
(for the fcveral ufes to which they are employed) 
that can be had in London \ ar)d they are all, noc 
only very durable, but fome of the heavieft in 
England^ fome. kinds of marble only excepted. 
And the fize and difpofition pf thpfe materials aje 
fuch, that there is no falfe bearing, or fo much 
as a falfe joint, in the whole bridge; fo that every 
part is fully and properly fupported \ and what^ 
ever ;oCigbt to be of one fionc^ is not made of 
feverai fmaU onps, .as is but too cQmmon in other 
buildings, : 

Inftead of chalk, fmall (tones, or rubbifti, with 
which the inGdes of mqft buildings are filled, the 
piers are entirely built with folid blocks pf Port^ 
land, and fecured a$ I have explained above : zn^ 
in building the arches, fuch precautions haye beep 
ufed as h^ve been fcarcely ever before obfcrved,

Nothing is more common in the conftradion 
of bridgos, than for ibme of the pisrsto fink, or 
at kaft fo far gnrb way, as to occafion tha ncceflltjr 
of .sebuiUingibme of them even befert thcfirfNia 
b paflafale ; .this has been the cafe with one of ctho 
pi^rs of ^^swi^^-M£^ ; which, by finkiog,- 
damaged the arch to whkh it bdonged fo much, 
that the commtfiioners thought fit to have it poii- 
bi down ^ when by laying prodigious weights on 
the k>wer part of the pier» the foundation was 
fetdaf and fet to rights, in fuch a manner as to 
render it completely (ecure from all accidents of 
thehke kind for the future. This misfortune 
happening in 1747, when this noble ftrufkure was 
^m6ft cdqip]eated^ prevented Jp being finifhcd 
before the |oth of Jfovemb^ \ when the laft ftoqe 
was laid by Thomas Lediardj Efq; in the prefence 
q£ feveral of the couuiiifiloners : and on the 17th, 
at about 12 at night, it was opened by a procef* 
fion of feveral ^ntlemen of that city, the chief 
artificers* of the work, and a crowd of fpedators^ 
preceded by trumpets, kettle-drums, &^« and 
guns firing during the ceremony. 

As to the time that has been employed iA ereft*

The perlbns 
that made this application were feveral eminent 
mafters of livery-ftables, and inn<keepers ; and the 
opponents thereto were the corn-faftors ^ and, af- 
ter a hearing, which lafted from nine o'clock in the 
morning till fix in the evening, it wa^ decided in 
favour of the corn-faAors, there being five alder* 
men for laying it open, and fix againft it. 

There happened a violent fiorm of wind on violent 
Sunday the 15th of Marcb^ ^75^^ which did a ^a?D. 
great deal of damage both in and about London i75>* 
and upon the Thames. Chimnies were blown 
down and roofs of houfes beat in, which wounded 
many and killed fome people. The head of Levi 
and the feet of Abraham^ in the curioufly painted 
window in Wejlminjter-abbej^ were blown out. 
Windows were damaged in many places, and trees 
torn up by their roots ^ (hips were driven from 
their moorings, lighters and wherries funk, and 
many lives loft upon the water. 

On the 20th of the fame month, at about feven Pnfonerf 
o^clock at night, three of the prifoners under fen* efttl^^^UT 
tence of death in Nnvgate^ and ordered for execu- ^^ Newgate 
tion, viz. Hayes^ Agnew^ and Broughton^ (who had 
found means to faw off their irons) attacked Mr. 
Sinclair the turnkey, when he went to lock them 
up in the cells, and dabbed him in feveral places 
of the belly, in fo defperate a manner, that there 
were no hopes of his recovery. After this, two 
of them ftripped Darby (who was confined there 
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A. D. for robbing the mail) of his deaths, when one 
^^ * put on his great coat, and the other his clofe* 
bodied coat, and infifted on Sinclair's calling to 
fFbodj the other turnkey, to open the door to ]et - 
the two gentlemen out 5 but, upon hearing a 
ftruggle» he began to fufpect fomething more 
than ordinary, and made an alarm ; when the pri- 
soners ran to fecure Darby^ whom they fufpefted 
of betraying them; and jjgnew^ whofe poft it was 
to keep the door, upon hearing a ftrugglc between 
htsr confederates and two afliftant turnkeys, (who 
were with Sinclair at the Brft onfer, and whom they 
had hawled into the cells) forgot his charge of 
door-keeper and ran to their affiftance, when Darby 
immediately (hut the cell-door and bolted it on 
the outfide, which faftened them all together in 
the cell. Mr. Aherman^ the keeper, immediately 
applied to the fheriffs, and a guard was prefently 
had from the Tjb^yard. The lord-mayor, Sir 
William Cahertj alderman Gafcoigne^ and feveral 
other gentlemen, came foon after*, and the guard 
was reinforced with another from the TVte?^. The 
fellows being quite defperate, his lordfhip waited 
on tlie duke of Newcaftkj and got an order to fire 
on them, in cafe they refufed to furrender. How- 
ever, upon being furrounded in their cdls^ and 
having a parley with his lordfhip throidgh the cell 
doors, they furrendered, and were imlncdlatcly, 
with the reft of the prifoners, double-ironed and 
hand-cufied.

Warrea for the city of Weftnunftery having been prefented 
chj^e alder. ^.^^ thc freedom of the city oi London for the 

iignal fervices he had done his country in the late 
war> and made free of the company of GoUfimtbs^ 
was put in nomination to fucceed the late lord- 
mayor as alderman of BilUngfgate ward. An ho- 
nour which Sir Peter declined \ but at the fame 
* time fent the common-council oi BilUngfgate 200 K 
one to be diftributed amongft the poor of the faiid 
ward, and the other hundred to be at the difpofal 
of the inhabitants. Neverthelels the deputy and 
common-council would not be faid nay : they 
waited again upon him, hoping to prevail with the 
admiral tb accept of that office. He received them 
with great politenefs; but faid it was incompatible 
with the duty he owed to his king and country as 
a military officer. However the inhabitants did 
Fines. clc£t him. And on the 23d of June Sir Piter fent 
a meflage to the court of aldermen, defiring to be 
excufed from ferving the office of an alderman, 
„,.„. to which he had been elefbed, and paid his fine 
Beckford of 500I. for that purpofe; and was fucceeded by 
fecllt him. fyiUiam Beckford^ Elij; 

Cafe of the '^^ poultcrcrs Company, imagining themlelves 
poulterers, within the a& of the 5th of Elizabeth^ brought an 
a£tion' agsunft a poulterer at Kenjingtony upon the 
faid ad, for exercifing the trade of a poulterer, 
not having ferved feven years apprenticeihip there* 
unto. But, after a trial of near three hours, nei* 
ther the court nor juiy underftanding it at all ne* 
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ceflkty to be obligod^o fcnrc fcven years to learn A- ^^ 
the myftery or fkill of plucking a goofe or jfkin- ^ ' 
ning a rabbit, the jury gave a verdifk for the de- 
fendant. 

On the 27th of June afire broke our, about FiremLm- 
one o'clock in the morning, at No. 10. in Lincoln' j* 
inn New Square % and, for want of water, did, in 
a fhort time, confume both that- and No. 1 1. The 
Hon. Cbarlis 2crke and Mr. Hojkjns^ who lay up 
one pair of ftairs in No. 10. were both afleep, 
and efcaped in their breeches and (hirts only, at 
Che mod eminent hazard of their lives. They 
faved neither papers, nor books, nor plate, nor 
furniture, nor apparel, both in their chambers and 
in the others under the fame roof. But they were 
more fortunate in No. 11. who faved moft things 
of confequence from the flames. 

The city oi London and the environs thereof were ^}^1 ^^V"^ 
greatly agitated by the part which every body took A. D. • 
in the debate about Elizabeth Canning. She was '^^^* 
about eighteen years old, and having been miffing 
from her (ervice for the fpace of twenty-eight 
days, came home- to her mother's in a deplorable, 
naked, and emaciated condition. Her ftory was, 
that, in her return home on the i ft of January^ 
1753, from yifiting her uncle and aunt, who lived 
at Saltpetre-bank^ fhe was feized upon by two men, 
after nine at night, oppoSite BetbUbem^gate in MocT" 
fields. That they robbed her of ids. 6d. in gold, 
3 s. infiWer, her hat, gown, and apron, and then 
violently dragged her into the gravel -walk lead- 
ing down, to the faid gate of Bablehem. That, 

F a about 
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A. D. about the middle of this walk, one of the men 
'•^^^* threatened to do for her, and gave her fuch a blow 
on her right temple with his fid, as threw her into 
a Bt and deprived her of her (enies ; to which (he 
had been fubjeA upon any fudden fright. That, 
when (he came to herfelf, (he perceived that two 
men were hurrying her along in a large road-way, 
who continued ftili to hurry and drag her alongv 
though (he was fo well recovered out of her fit as 
to be able to walk alone; and that in half an hour's 
time, after the recovering of her fenfes, they car- 
ried her into a houfe, where (he faw an old gipfey 
and two young women in the kitchen* That the 
old gipfey took her by the hand, and faid (he 
would give her fine cloaths, if (he would go their 
way [that is, become a proftitute]« But, upon 
Elizabeth's anfwering in the negative, the old gip- 
fey took a knife out of a drawer, cut Carmwg^s 
fiays off and took them from her, aod one of the 
men took off her cap. That both the men went 
away ; and then the old gipfey forced her up an old 
pair of (lairs, and locked her up in a back-room, 
like a hayloft, declaring, that, if (he made any 
noife, (he would come up and cut her throat. 
That (he found in this loft a large black jug, with 
a very broken neck, full of water, a parcel of hay, 
and as much bread in pieces, fcattered about the 
floor, as might amount to a quartern loaf. That 
(he continued in this room from this time, before 
day-light on the 2d of Januaryj to about half an 
hour after four o'clock in the afternoon of Monday 
the 29th of the fame month, or twenty-eight days

and upwards, without any other fuftenance than A- ^' 
the laid bread and* water, and a minced pye (he '^^' 
had in her pocket, which' (he was carrying home 
to her brother. That (he efcaped from this lofc 
by breaking out of a window, and was about (ix 
hours in getting back to her friends, almoft ftarv- 
ed to death. That (he did not fee any body dur- 
ing her whole confinement, except one of the wo- 
men, who once peeped through a hole in the 
door ; and that (he never went to (tool during the 
whole time, but only made water, 
' This ftory being propagated by her mother and 
friends, and her wretched appearance moving com- 
paflion, feveral worthy and well-difpofed neigh- 
bours, (ired with refentment againit the a£tors in 
this cruel fcene, raifed a contribution to find out 
and to bring the villains complained of to exem- 
plary punifhment ; and by her faying that (he had 
through the chinks of the boards of the loft feen 
the Hereford ftage at a diftance, the driver of 
which (he knew, they found out that (he had been 
conBned on the Hertford road 1 and, as foon as in 
a condition to move, they took her in a chaife to 
fix upon the houfe. She lighted at the houfe of 
one ^ells ; and there they found an old gipfey, 
whom (he charged, and alfo one Firiue Hall. 
Upon this the whole family were put into a cart, 
though Canning charged no more than thefc two, 
and carried them before a juftice of the peace in 
the county of Mddlefexy who, without taking 
any information in writing, did, after examina- 
tion of the parties, commit the gipfey for taking 
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A. D. away CamingU ftays, and Mrs. H^elh for keeping 
'^^^' a diforderly boufe« The affair came to the Old 
Bailey^ yihtre Mary Squires^ thegipfey, was found 
guilty death ; and Mrs. IFelis was ordered to be 
branded, and kept prifoner in Newgale for fix 
months \ upon the evidence of Firiue Hall^ who 
appears to have been a woman of very indifferent 
chara&er. 

But Sir Crifpi Gafcoigne^ then lord- mayor, and 
juftice Gundry^ the judge upon the trial, dilTatis- 
fied with the verdi6b, thought it their duty to 
enquire into the fa£t of Squires* s being at Abbotf-- 
bury from the ift to the 9th of January^ as (he 
had pleaded in her own defence \ and doubting of 
the whole ftory as related by Cannings obuined 
divers letters and certificates from the under-lheriff 
of Derfetjbire^ and from the church- wardens, 
cverfeers, and feveral principal inhabitants of 
Abbot/bury^ to prove that Mary Squires was at 
Abbotjbury at the time above-mentioned : and fur- 
ther, they produced two men of charader to 
prove the identity of her perfon. Virtue Hall did 
alfo recant her evidence, and faid, that (he had 
been threatned and frightened into what fhe had 
fworn before juftice Fielding and at the trial of 
Wells and Squires^ to fave herlelf fr9m being pro- 
fecutedi as an accefiary to the felony. 

Thefe proofs in favour of the gipfey ftaggered 
the caufe of Canning ; and had their due influence 
at the report made of the convifts under fentence 
of death; when Afary Squires was refpited, and 
afterwards fhe received a free pardon, on the re- 
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port made to his oiajefty by the attorney and foli- A* !>• 
citor-general» that the weight of evidence was in ''^^' 
the convift's favour. 

Sir Crifpi Gafcoigne * preferred a bill of indid- Canniiig 
ment againil EMz^betb dinning for perjury* Her l^rjury. ^' 
friends did the like againft the witnefles from 
jOtbotJkwy in favour of Squira. The Abhotfimj 
people appeared ; and no evidence coming againft 
them, they were acquitted. Cantdfig was admit- 
ted to bail, and fufiered an out-la wry almoft to 
take place againft her before (he would appear to 
take her trial. Yitx trial continued by adjourn- Long trial. 
fnent five days, viz. the ift, ^, 4th, 6th, and 
7th of May \ and (he was convi^ed of perjury, ConYiacf). 
wd committed to Newgate. 

There were great mobs and riots during the Mobt. 
time of this long trial, about the feffions houle ; 
and Sir Orifpt Qofcaigne was greatly infulted and 
abufed by the opprobrious title of King of th Gyp- 
fies^ infomuch that the coi^rt of aldermen thought 
it incumbent upon then) to offer a reward for 
difcovering any of the rioters. 

But when Qanmng was brought up to the Old Anreft of 
pailey to receive ientencci her council moved £k '" ^*"*"

The Jew The HCKt commotion was occafioned by an af- 
fair of a more public nature. The lords had, 
with great difpatch, and without any great oppo*- 
filion, paflcd a bill " to permit perfons profeffing 
the Jewijh religion, to be naturalized by parlia- 
ment, &c;** and fcnt it down to the commons.

feveral of his fellow citizefis refiding in London^ that they 
were determined to oppofe the oj^preflive mdafures of the far- 
mers of the feveral markets in this city, in exacting tolls from 
them, which annaally amount to a very confiderable fum. 

The oppofition was firft made in Nt^uti-marhtt^ by one 
Mr. Ralph T'wjford, by trade a butcher, and a freeman of the 
city ; but for fome years had declined that bnfinefs, and car- 
ried on that of felling dead viduals by coittmiflion, which were 
fent up to him from different counties by common carriers, 
and were brought to his houfe in Newgate-vHtr^et by porters, 
in packs, hampers and baikets, the rent of which houfe was 
* • 30 1. perann. 

The toll demanded by the farmers, of the houfekeepers who 
fold fuch goods by commiflion, was 4d. for every pack Of 
viduals, and i d. for every hamper, bafket, or ped. The 
manner of collefUng this money was very uncertain, fome- 
times they would demand a fum in grofs,, and to afcertain it 
would form fuch a number of packs, baroptrs and peds, to 
make it up the fum demanded ; whereas the people of 
whom thcfe demands were made might have, nay, often had, 
more or Itfs ; of fome they took no more than 4d. a pack, 
of others 6d. of others what they would be pleafed to give 
them, and of others nothing at all. 

Thefe exaflions naturally led the people to refiefi on their 
fituation: firft, they were freemen of London: fecondly, they 
were houfekeepers, and paid large rents : and, thirdly, as 
freemen and houfekeepers they had, (agreeable to the method 
Mr. Holland viK% then • taking) an indifpenfable right to fell 
their commodities free, and exempt from any kind of toll 
whatfpever, and therefore they determined to pay no toll for 
the future.

A bill was brought in and pafled, and is a proof 
of what has been often obfcrved, that ofperiencc 
is the pnly te(l of the expediency and prafticability 
of every new law or political regulation ; for, in 
1710-1I1 being the ninth, .or rather the ninth 
and tenth of Queen Jniie^ an a^ was made For 
the better prefervation and improvement of the fifbery 
untbin ibe river of Thames, and for regulating and 
governing tbe company of fifhermen of the faid river \ 
by which it was cnafted, that, after June 10^ 
171 1, it Ihould be lawful for the court of affift- 
ants of ^e fifhmonger's company, or the major

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part of them» to make fuch by-laws for the govern* A. D.

as the fame be approved by the lord*mayor and 
aldermen of Ijmdan^ and likewife allowed and con- 
firmed as therein provided } and that every year^

Many perfons were burnt; others buried in the 
ruins i and the firemen fuffered very much in their 
limbs, &fr. 

The debates, which had fo long engaged the Refoiutloii 
common-council about the new bridge, at laft the'dty?^* 
opened the underftandings of the ruling part of -^^ '^• 
the city; who foon perceived that, unlefs proper 
meafures (hould be taken to make the city of 
London more airy and commodious for the mercan- 
tile and genteel part of its inhabitants, before 
that new bridge fhoufcl be finiOied, they might 
be invited into the new buildings on the Surry 
fide; whereby the eftates in the city would in» 
evitably be ruined.

be allied to him. To die at the place for executing common 
felons he thought hard : and observed, that the apparatus of 
deaths and the being made a fpedacle to fuch multitudes, waa 
worfe than death itielf. Mr. Humphreys had never feen him till 
that morning ; and that gentleman fignifying to him that fome 
account of his religious fentiments would be expe^ed, he made 
nnfwer. That he did not think bimfelf accountable for thefe 
CO the public. That he had always adored one God, the 
maker of the world ; and for any peculiar notions of his own, 
he had never propagated them, or endeavoured to make pio- 
felytes ; that he thought it wrong to difturb any national form 
of religion, as lord BoUnghr^ke had done by the publication 
of his writings. He added, that the multitude of feds, and 
tbe many difputes about religion, had almoft banifhed moral- 
icy. (Did ever thefe hurt the morals of any finceic enquirer 
aAer truth?] His fhootiog Mr. T^^^^/r, againil whom he de> 
dared that he had no malice, he afcribed to his not knowing 
what he did, which diforder was occafioned, he faid, by man/ 
crofTes and vexations he had met with at that particular time. 
As he approached Tyburn^ he exprelTed a delire to fee a peifon 
(whether male or female is not mentioned) who waited there 
in a coach, and for whom he faid he had a very iinccre regard ; 
but, being told that parting with this perfon might give him 
too great a ihock,. he declined it, and delivered to the (heriff 
a bank*note in a pockec»book, with a ring, and a purfe with 
fome guineas, to be i^ven thb perfon.

his charge on the fire to gratify his curiofity with * 

the 

' Being amved at the place of execation^ his lordfliip alighted 
ind afcended the fcafibid with the fame compofure he had 
ihewn hitherto, where, after a (hort ftay, he was aiked by the 
clergyman to join in prayer with him, which he declined ; but* 
kneeling on blaek cufhions, readily joined with him in the 
Lord's prayer, v^ich, he faid, he had always admired. After 
It was OTer he added, with great energy, << O Lord, forgive 
** me all my errors ; pardon all my fins.*' He then rofe and 
prefented his watch to Mr. (ticnW FaiUant, thanked him and 
the reft of the gentlemen for their civilities, and fignified hit 
defire to be buried at Brnhn^ or Stanton^ in Ldctfinfiire. 
Then Jack KeicFs man came to tie his lordihip's hands; and 
his lordihip, miftaking him* for the executioner, gave him his 
purfe with five guineas, which the executioner demanded of 
his man, and he refufed to deliver it.

He 
then fiepped upon the little ftage in the middle of the fcaffold, 
and it was explained to him in what manner it would fink. 
His cap being pulled .over his eyes, Mr.. (h^iiff FtttUant gave 
the fignal for removing the board by ftamping with his foot. 
. His Jordfiiip was turned off about two minutes before twelve^ 
and feemed to die very eafy ; but his hands -turned prefently 
remarkably black. Soon afcer he was turned off, the hearfe 
and mourning-coach drew, up to the fcaffold, and a fliell, co- 
vered with black, . was taken ont of th^ hearfe : his lord(hip*s 
body, after hanging one honr and five minutes, was^ut down;

KING George II. greatly regretted by his 
faithful fubjedts, departed this life on the 
Gcwgeil. 2^th of Oaoierj 1760, in the 34th year of his 
reign^ aged 77. He was feized fuddenly, at his 
palace at Kenfington^ by a violent difbrder, which 
was afterwards found to be a rupture of the ven- 
tricle ; be fell down fpeechlefs, and expired very 
foon.

The pfoccffioa being ended, the roy df amily were coMu&ed 
by the fherifis to Guildball^ at the entrance of which they were 
leoeiTed by die loed^mayor, 'who, knteUng, preien^ the city 
fword to theUiig, which being retnmed, itwas carried before 
bi« m^efty by his.llordfiup lo the 'coQncil«chamber, where the 
compliments of the city were made, and where his majefty 
conferred the honour of knighthood on N^ihamil N^ and 
J$lm CarMurigbif Efqrs. the two (herifi, and on Timmas FM* 
jiTy Efq} brotlier to the lord-mayor. From thence, in like 
manner, the royal fasuly proceeded to the Hujtingsy where a 
moft magnificent and fumptuous entertainment was provided. 
Their majefties were attended, as they pafiSed from St, James't 
to thecity , with the londeft acdamadons of joy. ScaAldings 
were built at many of the houies in the city, and the cooooorfe 
of people who were aficmbled waa abnoft incxedibie. Foot

The entertainment was elegant, fumptuous, and well con- 
duded. His majefty and all the royal family exprefTed their 
entire approbation of it ; and the nobility and foreign minifters 
acknowledged it was beyond any thing they had ever feen. 

In the evening the ball was opened by his royal highnefs 
the duke of Tork and the ladymayoreTs; and minuets were 
danced by fome others of the royal family, the nobility, &r. 
till one o*dock. 

Their ni^eiies racumed to 5/. Jams's about one o*clock, 
and the reft of the royal family followed them as faft as their 
coadies could be brought up; the lord mayor, with the 
Iword of ftate carried before him, the (herilFs, and gentlemen 
of th%committee, condn£Ung ihem to the hall-gate. 

Our late patriot-minifter too might learn the fenfe this dty 
letains of bis paft fervices from the reception they gave him, 
which was fach as muft afibrd the higheft fatisfadion, and be 
con£dered as the moft acceptable reward to a generous and 
noble mind. At his departure he was faluted with the accla- 
mations of the people, which continued to furround his chariot 
all the way to his honfe. The reft of the company did not 
fcparate till fiter three, and the whole was eoBCladed with 
the otmoft regularity and decMmm.

ftood, fet fire to a (hip in the dock ; and the wind 
being at W. S. W. the flames immediately catch- 
ed the back-fronts and out-buildings, which were 
chiefly of wood, and very old knd dry, of the 
houfes next the w^ter in the ftreet called fFappittg- 
wall\ and they raged with fuch rapidity and fury, 
that before proper help of iiJater and engines could 
be brought, the fire croflfcrd the ftreet, and, in a 
few hours, the houfes on both the fouth and the 
north fides of fTapping-wallj were entirely con- 
fumed. This fire, on the fouth fide, pafied King 
yames*S'JiairSy and ftopt within two houfes of the 
weft extremity of the late fire at Pelican-ftairs^ as 
mentioned before. The fire, on the north fide, 
ftopt at the turning up to Sbake/pear^swalk -, but 
not without doing confiderable damage to feveral 
houfes at the bottom of JVw Gravel-lane^ and de- 
ftroying many houfes that ftood back to the north- 
ward ;

About 12 at noon, on the 19th of Augujl, the Great

At Brighiheltnfimt^ the ftorm 
was very awful, and the oldeft filhcrmen fay, nothing had 
been feen like it in their memories. About Mmdfiont in Ktnt^ 
the hops fuffered confiderably by the ftorm. The fame at 
Fambam and about Canitrhury. But the moft furprifing cir^ 
cumftance that attended this phopnomenon. was the fudden 
flax and reflux of the tide in Plymouth pool, exadly corre-* 
fponding with the like agitation in the fame place at the time 
of the great earthquake at IJjbon.

With thenr, or to procure thekn a fettlement in any of dur 
American plantations ; chough thd !ftilbx deluded pebple bad 
great reafon to hearken to fuch propofah, as were lendered 10 
them* iff the naofe of a nation, which had always given them 
the preference in fuch cafes* and could not poifibly people and 
cultivate their new acquired dcferts, without a vaft number of 
new hands. However, ' they were deceived, and being em* 
barked by the contraAor*s contrivance, and brought to fhe 
port of Ltmdwy they who were in a oondicion to pay their 
paflage* were permitted to land \ fuch as had no moaey, were 
kept on board, and both were reduced to a ftarving condition ; 
the contraflor being left behind* and caft into a T>utcb prifon, 
for debts he imprudently contracted to carry this chimeHtal 
fcheme into execution, without the lead couhtensmce eV^n of 
a ptt>mife from the Bntt/f coim^ to realize his agre^mefit with 
the Oermah emigrants : of which incident there appeared riie 
following intelligence from the Hague gazette, 9A the 3 id of 
Auguft lail.

The poor balf-ftarved PaJaHn9s% who were put a(hore with- 
ont a patron to provide for them, were not able to get enter* 
caifi^ient or (belter from the intemperatnre of the rainy feafonji 
which, juft at that time« (abput the middle o( Auguft) was 
very heavy< The men, with their wives, children^ and ^n- 
fiints, even their very women in labonr, were driven to the 
neceffity of lying in the open fields, without proviiions, with- 
PHt cover, and without any friend or affiftapce, but what 
couU be coUe^ed during this exigency for them in German 
churches and chapels about this metropolis. All which is 
more fully and publicly defcribed by the clergyman, whofc 
piety led him to miniiler to them in their great diHrefs, and (o 
make their cafe known to the great and good, who had ic in 
their power, and were ready to relieve their almoft defpairing 
Girman brethren. 

This clergyman wrote a letter to the printer of the Daily 
Aduerti/tr^ who publilhed it on thp 30th of Auouji^ in thefe 
words : 

I hope you will permit roe, by means of your paper, to in^ 
form thofe who have the power to redrcls it, of the very de- 
plorable fituation of the poor unhappy Paiatmti lately arrived 
here from Germany, They are in number, men, women, and 
children, about 600, confiding of IVurtTiJburghtrt and FaU' 
tines ^ all proteilants, and were brought hither from their na- 
tive country by a German ofhcf r, with a promij'e of being 
immediately fent to fettle^ at his own expeQce« in the iiland of

has been obliged to decline the undertaking ; fo that inftead of 
cbeir being fliipped off for thofe places, fome of them have 
lain, during the late heavy rains, and are now lying in the 
open fields adjacent to this metropolis, without covering, with- 
out money, and in (hort, without the common neceflaries of 
life ; others lie languifhing under the complicated evils of fick- 
nefs and extreme want, at the Statute- ball in Gtodmai^$-fieUU\ 
and more than 2co remain on board the (hip, which brought 
them over, on account of their paiTage not being paid for, where 
they are perifhing for want of food, and rotting in filth and 
naftinefs. Colledlions have been made at the German churches 
and chapels here feveral times, to afford them fome relief; 
but as the number of thefe poor creatures is fo confiderable, 
it is impoiTible, by fuch means, to furnifh them with a regular 
and continual fupply, adequate to their wants ; (o that unleii 
fome provifion is very fpeedily made for them, they muil in- 
evitably perifh. Thefe unfortunate people would think them- 
felves inexprelfibly happy, if the Englijh government would 
be gracioufly pleafed to take them under its protedion, to al- 
low them, for the prefent, fome ground to lie on, tents to 
cover them, and any manner of fubfiftence, till it (hall be 
thopght proper to fhip them off, and fettle them in any Englijh 
colonies in 4^erica ; where, I doubt not, they will give their 
prote£lor8 and benefa^ors conftant proofs of their afie6Hon 
and gratitude for fuch kindnefs, by behaving as becometh 
honed, indudiious, and dutiful fubje^s, to the J?rrV/^ govern- 
ment. I take the liberty of thus exprefiing th^ hopes and 
widici) of thefe wretched beings, as they have no friend to in- 
tercede for them, who has intered fufficient for fqch an under- 
taking, or even a knowledge of che proper method of appli- 
cation. 

That their didrefles are unutterably great, I myfelf have 
been too often a mournful witnefs of, in my attendance on 

them 
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to a fnuflf-makera on the t>ack of the caft fide A^D. 
of JlderfgaU-firecit facing JLittk Britain^ which ^^ ^' 

confumed 

Uiem to adminifter the da4es of my fanfiion ; with one in. 
fiance of whkh I (hall conclude this melancholy detail. One 
of the poor won^n was feizcd with the panga of laboar in 
t^e open fields^ and was delivered by the ignorant people aboat 
her 19 the |^ft nouuiner they were able ; but fipin the injury 
the tender infant received in the operancvi, il died foon afuf 
I baptized it; and the wretched mother, after receiving the 
facrament at jay hands, expired, from the want of proper 
care, and neceiTaiics raitat>Ie (oher affiiding and truly lameot- 
abi.e condition. 

Thzi%\t al;nighty may, of hu infinite mercy, indjAe.th^

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They afiembled again on the 16th, and went to A, D. 
St. Jameses ; and, poflleflfed with'an opinion that the ^^ ^* 
good effe£t of their petition had been prevented 
in a great meafure by his grace the duke of Bed- 
fard^ they proceeded in a very riotous manner to 
Bloomjburf'fquare^ with fuch threatnings of ven- 
geance, that it was necefTary to fend for a ftrong 
military force to prevent their mifchievous inten- 
tions. They by this means were difperfed : but Their 
on the 17th, in the morning, they aflcmbled """' *"' 
agam, by beat of drum, in Spittalfields^ to . the 
number, as fuppofed, of upwards of 30,000, 
fvom whence they proceeded in three large bodies 
to fVeftminfter. One corps took the rout of Grace- ProceOion. 
cburcb'finet and London-hridge^ from whence they 
pailed <nrcr St. George* s-fields. Another corpa 
marched along L/^^tf/^-i&iV/, znA the Strand \ whi^e 
the third proceeded by way of Holboum and C<?- 
*vent'garden. When united again in Wtfiminfttr^ 
the crowd was fo gfeat that the members could 
fcarce get to their rcfpeftive houfes. All Old Pa- 
laci-yardj New-Palace-yafd^ and the ftreets ad- 
joining, quite as far up as JVeftminfttr-bridge^ were 
filled with thefe poor petitioners, befides multi- 
tudes of others that were in the Park. Before 
them, in their march, flags of vario\is colours 
were borne by the women, particularly a French 
iilk handkerchief, with a golden border on it, and 
a crofs of gold in the middle; a large piece of 
French fpotted filk, faid to hav€ been procured 
from the (hop of a mercer in town, and three or 
-four pieces of French lace, &c. &c. The men

alfo a conference between the chieftains of the 
' weavers, to the number of about 400^ their ma^^ 
fiers, and the mercers, when it was agreed by the 
latter immediately to recall all their contra^ for 
foreign goods and to fet the journeymen inftantly 
to work. But chough this had fo good an effect, 
that it contributed, perhaps, more than any thing 
elfe^ to difperfe them \ yet ia their return they 
faid they (hould not depend entirely upon pro- 
5 mifes. 
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mifes, and talked of getting the watermen to join A. D. 
them, &c, A body of them even went to Bloomf- ' ^"' 
iury-fquare^ where they pulled down the ftone 
pofts, and part of the wall, before the duke of 
Bedforff^ houfe, with the rails in the road to Fig-' 
langy beiides ploughing up the ground in the mid- 
dle of the fquare and doing other damage. Thefe 
outrages being apprehended to be dangerous, a party 
of the horfe^guards had been added to the foot, 
which had been placed there the night before ; but 
the mob were fo unruly, that they tore up the very- 
pavement to fupply them wich ftones, to pelt the 
guards : in confequence of which much mifchief 
was done, many of the foldiery were cut and 
wounded, and fcveral of . the people trampled 
down by the horfes. Thefe outrages co;icinued a 
great part of the night. 

Another body went to Mr. Carr^s^ a filk-mer- 
cer, on Ludgate-hfll^ where they dcmolifhed the 
windows, broke the lamps at the door, axid did 
other mifchief. In confequence of this, between 
feven and eight o'clock, the lord-mayor, attend- 
ed by the Iheriffs, recorder, city-mar(hal, and 
fword-bcarer, with a number of peace- officers, 
repaired to the fpot ; but his lordJQiip was obliged 
to leave his coach in St. PauPs church yard : from 
whence he proceeded on foot to Mr. C^rr's -, when 
the recorder told the populace, that unlefs they dif« 
perfed, the riot a£t (hould be read. His lordfhip 
then repaired to the Globe tavern, in Eeet-ftreet^ 
and attended there with his brethren for fome 
time.

had been fcnt for the fame night to Spiitalfieldsy on 
account of the mob breaking the windows there of 
feme mafter-wcavcrs, who were reported to have 
had French filks in their houfcs, particularly of 
one in Princefs-fireety whofc windows were entirely 
demolilhed from the top to the bottom. 

And early on the 17th another party of guards, 
attended by a great number of conftablcs, head- 
boroughs, &c. marched from nicks^s-ball to Moor^ 
fields^ to be at hand againft any further riots. 

Their principal orator was one Jones^ a wefch- 
man. This pcrfon received the meflage when 
they were at 5/. James^s^ after which he drew his 
brethren off to the Green-park^ and fignificd what 
had paffed from a tree. He alfo made a long 
harangue to them in OldPalace-yardy perfuading 
them to difpcrfe, and feemcd to condudb himfelf 
with a good deal of modefty and decorum -, be 
pcrfonally having no other view in taking the lead 
on that occafion, but to keep his brethren from 
running into any excefs that might be conftrucd 
a breach of the laws, or difaffe^tkm to the govern^

On the ift oi June^ bdtween fix and fevehFireati^ldi 
6'clock in the evening, a dreadful fire broke out^*'''''"^'- 
in a mslft*yard near Rptberbitbe church, which in 
a few hours cdnfumed a fpot of ground, comput- 
ed near as big as the four quarters of the Lower 
Moorfields^ containing by the pariih books 206 
houfes. It alfo btirnt the inflde of a brig ; but 
the wind driving the flames off from the water- 
iide^ there was no other damage done to the fhip^ 
pingi which otherwife would probably have great- 
ly fuffered.

" to obtain fuch prohibition, or fueh other wholefqme law as 
" the body of the legiflature Ihall in its wifdom judge moft

" In giving you thefe inllrudions, gentlemen, we firmly 
*' believe that we fpeak your own fentiments, who, as pcrfons 
f* of generofity and humanity, cannot but feel for the diftrefle) 
M of the poojr.

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•A. D. the parfonage houfc, were confumcd ; and tht 
' ^* faid church likewifc taking firtf, a part of the 
ftccplc was foon burnt down, whereby the great 
bell in it fell with a prodigious noife ; the infide 
of the church was next confumed, and the flames 
fpread to the back of 7breadneedle Jlreety where fe- 
veral houfes were entirely burnt to the ground. 

From the corner of Leadenball jlrtet^ on both 
fides, all along the faid ftreet to the market-gate, 
the buildings were deftroyed \ fo that on the whole 
it is computed, that about Gxty houfes were con- 
fumed. And what added to this calamity was the 
unfortunate affair on the 9th of December^ when 
eight perfons venturing too far amongft the ruins, 
were killed by the fall of a large ftack of chim- 
nies. 
Rcprefcn. It having been left to the commiflloncrs of th»e 
cernhig^hcfcwers and pavements to confider of the moft 
paving of ^^Q^2\ way to corrcft the complaints oi bad

&c. pavements and other nuifances within the limits of 

the city jurifdiftion, they made a reprefcnration of 
what they had confidered in the manner and form 
following : 

T^o the right honourable the lord-may cr^ aldermen^ and 
cctmmons of the city (j/^ London, in common council 
ajfembled. 

The humble reprefentation of the commifTjoncrs of 
the fewers and pavements wiihin the faid city 
and liberties, 

Sheiveth, 
** Tbat they, the commiflioners of the fewers, 
having received frequent complaints of bad pave- 
ments, 
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mcnt?, and other nuifances, within the limits of A. D. 
our jurifdidion, and having found our repeated ^^ ^* 
endeavours to corredt the fame ineffcftual, we 
think it incumbent on us to reprcfent to this ho-' 
nourable court: 

1. That the pavements are in general rough 
and irregular, and in many of (he principal ftreets 
very defcftive and bad, chiefly owing, as we con- 
ceive, to their being partially and at different 
times, and with different materials, repaired by 
the feveral inhabitants themfclves, to the frequent 
breaches made therein by the difiirent water com- 
panies, and to their flight and infu/Ecient manner 
of patching up the fame. 

2. That the prevailing method of placing the 
channels in the middle of the ftreets, which arc 
generally made very deep, and in many cafes 
(ibmetimes neceflfarily) attended with crofs chan- 
nels, renders the coach-'vay very difagreeable and 
unfafe to pafTengers, as well as highly detrimental 
to horfes and carriages. 

3. That the too common praftice of the lower 
fort of inhabitants, and fervants, throwing afhes, 
rubbifh, broken glafs, and earthen-ware, oflfals, 
and other oflFenfivc things, into the ftreets, flops 
the current of the channels, makes the highway 
very inconvenient, and fometimes dangerous to 
coach, horfe, and foot palfengers, and even to the 
health of die neighbouring inhabitants. 

4. That the paflage of fome of the greatefl 
thoroughfares is often obftrufted by the loading 
and unloading of ftage-coaches, ftage-waggons, 

and 
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A. D. and country carts, and by the wafhing of butts, 
'^ ^* calks, and barrels, in the high«way. 

5. That the foot-ways, by not being railed 
above the level of the ftrects, are much annoyed 
with mud, and frequently overflowed with water, 
which renders them difagreeable and Ilippery in 
moift and very dangerous in frofty weather; a 
nuifance every day accumulated by the negleft 
of the houfeholders to caufe their fervants to fcrape 
and fwecp away the mud from before their houfcs. 

%. That polls, intended for the fccurity of paf- 
fengcrs, do but in part anfwer that intention, con- 
fiderably lelTen the palTage on both fides, in ftreets 
already too narrow, and, by their irregularity and 
aptnefs to decay, offend the eye, at the fame time 
that they occafion an expence which might be 
entirely faved by raifing the foot-way a little 
higher. 

7. That feveral of the foot-ways arc encumbered 
with goods and packages, and others of them 
ftreightened by the unwarrantable projection of 
(hop-windows, bulks, and Ihew-boards, or the 
more dangerous encroachments of vaults andcellar- 
doors. 

8. That the daily incrcafing rivalfliip in the fizc 
and projeftion of Cgns in a great meafure defeats 
the purpofe of them, obllrufts the free circulation 
of the air, (fo defirable in a large and populous 
city) in times of high wind often proves danger- 
pus, and in rain always an annoyance to foot- 
palftngcrs, and at night, more or lefs, intercepts 
the light of the lamps. 

5 9.. Th« 
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9. That foot-paflcDgers arc likewiie greatly aiK AD. 
poyed, in rainy weather, by the water conveyed '^^' 
from the tops of old houfes throu^ fpouts project- 
ing into the ftreets. 

10. That for want of the (treets and courts be- 
ing properly marked and diftinguiihed, and the 
houies regularly numbered, ftrangers are often 
put to great trouble and difficulty to 6nd their 
way to places and •perfons they have occafion to 
refort to. 

From this view of the many nuifances and de« 
fc£t$ which lefTeq the beauty, neatnefs, and con- 
venience of this great and famous metropolis, we 
)iumbly conceive, that every perfoo (not bigptced 
(o ancient forms and cuftoms, • or biafied by nar* 
row confiderations of immediate interefl) muft be 
convinced of the iiecefllty of a fpeedy reformaaon, 
without which the little of our retail trade that 
remains will in time be totally loft, our wards and ' 
parifhes depopulated, and the burthen of our offices 
^nd taxes proportionably increafed. 

To obviate the objedlion which, in the minds 
pf fome, may arife from a dread of the expence 
attending the propofed regulations, and which can 
onfy be defrayed by a new tax, we beg leave hum? 
biy to offer it as our opinion, that a very moderate 
tax, little exceeding the average of the prefent 
prdinary repairs, might, by borrowing a fum of 
money upon the credit of it, be fufficient to anfwer 
the expence, not only of the firft outlet, but of all 
pccelTary reparations for many years to come; that 
|lie difference (if aqy) would be more than amply 

comperj- 
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A. D. compenfated by the prefcrvation, not to fay rcco- 
'*' ^' very, of our retail trade, and that every ground 
of complaint of oppreffion or partiality might be 
eflfedtually removed, if the propofed reformation 
was limited to ftreets, the major part of whofe in- 
habitants (hould apply for and requeft it. 

To enable ourfelves to form this conje&ure, as 
well as others to judge of its probability, we have 
enquired the prices contrafted for by the commif- 
fioners for the new pavement at Weftmtnfier^ have 
caufed the ftreets from Temple-bar to Aldgate church 
to be furveyed and meafured, and different edi- 
mates to be made of the propofed improvements 
within that diftance, (copies of which eftimates 
are iet forth in the margin ^) and have had returns 
made to us of the number and rents of the front 
houfes; on all which data we have farmed the 
following computation :

4. That we have no authority to pull up or re- 
move any pofts, though found to be ever fo in- 
convenient to the public. 

5. That we have no kind of jurifdiftion over 
figns, nor authority to affix any n>arks to houfes, 
whereby to diftinguilh them or the ftreets they

Having prefumed to trouble this honourable 
court with our fentiments upon a fubjeft with 
which ihe duty of our office feems in fome fcH-t

That this city has always been 
the chief fupport of the crown, and of the con- 
ftitiition of the nation when attacked by arbitrary 

power. That no city was ever cnfranchifed with

That the magiftrates are invifted with fufficient 
authority;to 1-egulate the price of provjfions, ^c; 
and haveahirays exerciled that authority when the 
poor have {ufiered by mpnojtolizers, foreftallers, 
&r« and that there wants nothing to enforce that 
authority ^t this time of artificial fcarcity, that 
has been advancingupon us, in the i>;7^^» markets, 
for ieveral years, but a vigorous enforcement of 
thofe chartered privileges confirmed by a£ts of 
parliament to the mayor, commonalty, and citi- 
zens of Lotubfiy and in fuch cafes made and pro* 
vided. AnA I muft add. That all the improve- 
ments that have been devifed, and are now in hand, 
for rendering the city more airy and commodious, 
though in their nature highly commendable, are 
far from being of that confideration^ as a due at- 
tention to the neccffities of the public, the regula- 
tion of the markets, and a (tri£l infpedion into^ 
and maintenance of the rights and privileges of thel 
citizens, would be. For the want of which care^ 
monopolizers, foreftallers, and regraters, opprefs 
the people, and many of the city's ancient rights 
have been called in queftion^ and many more lie 
dormant, to the great prejudice of the inhabitants 
of this metropolis.

Several have attempted to afcertain the number Number of 
of inhabitants within thefe capacious buildings ; '" * ^^^^^ 
but their fluctuating ftate, both in regard to the 
new Icttlers, and to thole, who refore to London 
at certain lealbns of the year on public or private 
concerns (fo that at one time a lodging is fcarce to 
be got, and at other tinles whole houfes are de« 
ferted) renders all accounts of that fort very pre* 
carious* But, if we may be allowed to compute 
the number of mouths from the furprizing cbn« 
fumption of all forts of provifions and necelTaries 
of life, fold in the markets of this metropolis, 
and from the bill of mortality, that gives the births 
and deaths within that circuit, we cannot put them 
at lefs than 500,000 at the lowed calculation, 
when the townis faid to be not full.

**"'*• are faid to encompafs 480 furlongs, or 60 Englijb 
miles, does not appear to have contained above 
403,000 citizens, which is 97,000 Itfs than Lon- 
don. Babylon was.alfo 60 Englijb miles in circum- 
ference, and not allowed to contain more than 
. 487,921 inhabitants, which is 12,079 Icfs than 
London. As to Jerufalem^ the inhabitants thereof 
did not amount to more than a fixch part of the

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prdent inhabitants of this metropolis. Rome has A. D. 
been the fubjcft of many panegy ricks j but, in "^ 
its utmoft extent, it never entertained more than ' 
367,448, which is 132552 lefs than in London. 
Conjlantinopk at this time is allowed to have no 
more than 420,000 inhabitants. Grand Cairo no 
more than 300,000. Pekin in China no more than 
4i2,dio. And, to conclude this parallel, it may 
be afierted upon very good authority, that Paris^ 
whofe encomium has been fo extravagantly pub- 
liflied, does not cont^n more than 4379478 inha- 
bitants.

By the city of London we arc to comprehend no The city 
more than the part encompafled formerly by the and its li- 
wall of the city, which in circumference meafures ^^^«* 
no more than three miles and 1 6g feet, in a fquare 
form. In which wall were eight gates. But at 
prefent the wall is pulled down, to make way for 
new buildings in feveral places, as has beeil men- 
tioned before; and there is now left (landing only 
one of the city gates, called Ne^vgate^ the others 
being removed to widen the (Ircets, and to make 
the avenues to the city more commodious and airy. 
The liberties^ or thofe parts of this great city which 
are fubged to its jurifdidion, and lie without the 
wall or walls of London^ are bounded on the eaft, 
in fVhiJecbapely the AGnories^ and Bijbopfgate^ by 
i)ars, which were formerly pods and chains, that 
were frequently taken away by arbitrary power, 
when it was thought proper to feize upon the fran« 
diifcs of the citizens oi London x on the north they

GoTcrn. The city and liberties are under a civil, eccle- 

"^^* fiaftical, and military government. 

Civil. The civil divides it into wards and prccinfts, 

under a lord- mayor, aldermen, and common- 
council; the ecclefiaJUcal into pariihes, under a 
bifhop, archdeacon, and minifters or pallors; and 
the military is the militia, under the power of a 
lord-lieutenant, which is lodged in the mayor and 
aldermen, and fome of the principal citizens, the 
city being erefted by charter a county corporate 
and a lieutenancy by itfelf. 

The civil government of this city, in its prefent 
form, may be faid, in every rcfpcft, to refcmble 
the legiflative power of the nation ; the mayor, 
aldermen, and common-council-men, rtiaking laws 
and governing the city of London^ as the king, 
lords, and commons, prefide over, govern, and 
make laws for the whole nation, of whom in due 
order.

land. frup-s ilain, his brdfhip. &c« and tnoft of the 
companies, come on (hore. The liverymea9 by 
the make and fumptuoufnefs of thdr robes» ieip- 
pear like fo many fenators ; and being federally 
preceded by their colours, flags, and bands c£ 
mufic, in proceflion to their proper ftands, they 
continue feated in their ftately robes, amtdft the 
numerous concerts of muTic, and inceflant ac- 
clamations of the populace, till their chief magi- 
firate and his brethren, ^c. be paft. 

From iHack-friars ftairs his lordfhip is alfo pre- 
ceded by the artillery company, a military body 
of citizens, which, for men and dexterity of exer- 
cife, is fcarce to be excelled by the belit veterans 4 
and, in regard to their fumptuous accoutrements, 
it is not to be queftioned but they excel all other 
bodies of infantry whatfoever. 

This company is followed by that whereof the 
lord-mayor is free, which is attended by the city 
mufic, and followed by the lord- mayor's officers 
and domeftics, who hnmediatdy precede his lord- 
fhip in his coach of ftate; the aldermen, recorder, 
fheriffs, chamberlain, common-ferjeant, town* 
clerk, i^c. then follow in proper order, in their 
feveral coaches and rich equipages. The pro- 
ceflion being over, the Icveral companies repair

oufly regaled with ekgant enrtertaintnents. 

The lord-mayor, upon all public occafions, is cioathing, 
clothed, according to the fi^afon, either in fcarlec 
pr purple robes, richly furred/ with a velvet hood 
and golden chain, or collar 6f S 3- with a rich 
jewel appendant ; and, when abroad, he is at- y^j^^^j^ 
tended by a great number of his officers, before ^^^* 
and OQ each fide i and when on foot, his train i« 
fupported by a page, and the city fword and mace 
carried before him, attended by the (heriffs. 

The officers belonging to the lord-mayor, for officcrt. 
the fupporc of his dignity, are, the fword-bearer ; 
who, for the expence of his table, has a very con- 
fiderable annual allowance ; the common hunt, 
common crier, and water-bailiflT, who have all 
great falaries or perquifites, with each the title of 
efquire; the three ferjeant- carvers; three ferjeants 
of the chamber ; a ferjeant of the channel; two 
yeomen of the chamber ; four yeomen of the water 
fide; a yeoman of the channel; an under-water 
bailiflF; four young men-waiters ; three meal- 
weighers ; two yeomen of the wood-wharf; and 
the foreign taker. So that the ftate and grandeur 
of this magiftrate, in all refpedts duly confidered, 
will be found to Ibrpafs that of many fovereign 
princes on the continent. 

The lord- mayor firs every morning at thcjurSfj,^ 
manfion-houfe, or place where he keeps his mayor-**®"- 
alty, to determine any difierences that may hap- 
pen among the citizens, and to do other bufinefs

ted in the county by a Mtddkfex jury. The crimes and mif- 
demeanors tried in the court are, high and petty treafon, 
marder, felony, perjury, forgery, petty larceny, cheating, 
libelling, falfe weights and meafares, (^r. the penalties in- 
curred by which are the lofs of life, corporal punifhment, 
tranfportation, amerciament, l^c.

Thefe ordcjs are for regulating the fi(h weflward, between 
London bridge and Stanes-bridge ; and there are feveral orders 
for the government of the £{hery eaflward, between London- 
bridge and Yendale^ touching unlawful taking of fmclts, whit- 
ings, fliads, fifh out of feafon, royal fllh ; fuch as whales, 
fturgeons, porpufles, ^c, and preferving the fame, at the court

By an order of the loth of July^ '673, no perfon (hall 
draw the fhorcs in the river of Thames^ favc only for falmon, 
by perfons empowered, &r. and none fliall fifh with a net 
under fix inches in the meafh, on pain of 20 1. and the water- 
bailiff hath power to authorize two honefl fifhermen in any 
town, l^c, to be aflldant to him in fearching for and feizirg 
unlawful nets, l^c, no fifherman, or other perfon, ihall call 
any foil, gravel, or rubbifli, in the Thames, whereby banks or 
ihelves are raifed, and the common paffage hindered^ nor drive 
any pileb or fiakes in the faid river, upon which the like dan- 
ger may arife, on the penalty of 10 1.

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A. D. The prefcnt lord-mayor is the right hohoufablt 
^ G£ORG£ Nelson, Efq; 
Aldermen. The title of dignity, alderman^ is of Saxon ori- 
ginal, and of the greateft honour, anfwering tq 
that of earl-, though now it is no where to be 
found bpt in chartered focieties. And froiq 
hence we may account for the reafon why the alder- 
nien ^n4 commonalty of LfOndqn were called barons 
^ter the conqueft. Thefe magiftrates are properly 
the fiSbordinate governors of their refpeftive wards 
under the lord-mayor's jurifdiftjon : and they ori- 
ginally held their aldermanries either by inherit- 
ance or purchafe ; at which time the aldermanries 
or wards changed their names as often as their 
governors or aldermen. The oppreffions, to which 
the citizens were fubjeft from fuch a government, 
put them upon means to abolifti the perpetuity of 
that office ; and they brought it to an annual e* 
le&ion. But that manner of eledlion being at- 
tended with many inconveniencies, and becoming 
a continual bon% of contention amongft the citi- 
zens, the parliament, 17 I^icb. II. A.D. 1394,

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tinue in (heir feveral offices daring lift, or good A. P. 
behaviour. And fo it ftill continues : though the ^^^ 
manner of eleding has feveral times varied. At 
prefent it b regulated by an aA of parliament, 
palled in the year 1724-5, (fee page 401. Vol. II.) 
and the perfon fo eteded is to be returned by the 
lord- mayor (or other returning officer in his ftead, 
duly qualified to hold a court of wardmote) to the 
court of lord- mayor and aldermen, by whom the 
perfon fo returned muft be admitted and fworn 
into the office of aldermen before he can a£t. If 
the perfon chofen refuleth to ferve the office of al- 
derman, he is finable 500 1. 

Thefe high officers conftitutc a fccond part of 
the city legiflature when aflembled in a corporate 
capacity, and cxercife an executive power in their 
iefpe£tive wards. The aldermen who have paft 
the chair, or ferved the high office of lord- mayor, 
are juftices of the ^orum^ and all the other alder- 
men are not only juftices of the peace, ((ee p. 477. 
Vol. II.) but by the ftatute of 43 Eliz. in titled, 
jf« a£l f$r ibe relief of the foot ^ " every alderman 
" of the city of London^ within his ward, ihall 
*• and may do and execute, in every rcfpecV, fo 
^* much as is appointed and allowed by the faid

patents, or any other, after his conrfe and lot, be appointed 
to any watch, that then ye command and compel him, or 
them, to find in his ftead and place an Englifiman to fupply 
the fame.

Thus the lord-mayor, aldermen, and common- city par. 
council, when aflembled, may be deemed the city '***"**"^* 
parliament, refembling the great council of the 
nation* For it amfifts of two houfes; one for the 
lord-mayor and aldermen, or the upper houfe; 
another for the commpners or reprcfentauTes of the 
people, commojily catted the conunon- council- 
men. And they hare power in their inoorporace 
capacity to make 4md to repeal 4>y-la¥rs ; and the 
citizens are bound to obey or fubmit to thofe laws. 
When they meet in their incorporate capacity, 
they wear deep-blue filk gowns : and their aflem- 
blies are called the court of common-council, and 
their odinances afts of common-council. No a& 
can be performed in the name of the cicy of iL^r- 
don without their concurrence. But they cannot 
aflfcmble without a fummons from the lord- mayor : 
who, neverthelefs, is obliged to call a common* 
council, whenever it fhaV be demanded, upon ex- 
traordinary occalions, by fix reputable citizens and 
members of that court.

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This corporation is aflSfted by two (heriffs and 
a recorder. The fheriffs arc chartered officers, to 
perform certain fuits and fervices, in the king's 
name, within the city of London and county 
of Mddk/exy chofen by the liverymen of the 
feveral companies, on ACdfummer-day. Their 
office» according to Camden^ in general, is to col- 
led the public revenues, (I apprehend the king's 
rents) within their feveral jurifdidions; to gather 
into the exchequer all fines belonging to the crown ; 
to fcrve the king's writs of procefs; to attend 
the judges,, and execute their orders •, to impannel 
juries ; to compel head-ftrong and obftinate men 
by the pojfe comitatus to fubmit to the decifions of 
the law, to take care that all condemned criminals 
b9 duly puniihed and executed. In particular, in 
London^ they are to execute the orders of the court 
of common-council, when they have refolved to 
addrefs his majefty, or to petition parliament. 

The (heriffs, by virtue of their office, hold a 
court at Guildbidl every iFednefday and Friday for 
aftions entered at Wood-fireet compter; -and on 
Tburfdays and Saturdays for thofe entered at the 
Poultry compter-, of which the fheriffis being 
judges, each has his afliftant, or deputy, who are 
, called the judges of thofe courts 5 before whom 
are tried adions of debt, trefpafs, covenant, &c. 
and where the tcftimony of any abfent witncfs in 
writing is allowed to be good evidence. To each 
of thefe courts belong four attornies> who, upon 

their 
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tfacir being admitted by the court of aldermen» A* ^* ^ 
have aii oath * adminiftered to them. ^^ 

To each of thefe courts likewife belong a fe*- 
condary, a clerk of the papers, a prothonotary^ 
and four clerks fitters. The fecondary's office is 
to allov/ and return all writs brought to remove 
cayfes out of the faid courts i the clerk of the 
papers files and copies all declarations upon ac- 
tions ; the prothonotary draws and ingrofles all 
declarations ; the clerks fitters enter anions and 
attachments, and take bail and verdi&s. To each 
of the compters, or prifons belonging to thefe 
courts, appertain 16 ferjeants at mace, with a

*< Ye (hall fwear, that ye (hall well and lawfully examine 
your clients, and their quarrels^ without champarty, and with^- 
out procuring of any juries> or any inqaeft embracing. And that 
ye (hall change no quarrel out of ill-nature, after your under- 
ftanding. Al(b ye (hall plead, nor fuffer to be pleaded by your 
afTenty no foreign releafe, acquittance, payment, arbitration, plain 
account, whatfoever it be, to put the court, out of its jurif- 
didion ; nor none other matter ; but it ihall be fuch as ye ma/ 
find rightful and true by the information of your client, whofe 
information and faying, upon your oath and confcience, ye 
ihall think to be true.

The franchifes, laws, and ordinances of this 
city, you (hall keep, and due to be kept to your power : and 
that well and lawfully ye (hall do all things that to the office 
of attorney p ertaineth to do : as God help you/*

In the fheri6fs court may be tried actions of debt, 
cafe, trefpafs, account, covenant, and all perfpn- 
al adtions, attachments, and fequeftrations. And 
the ufual practice of this court is to enter ^lir 
action at one of the compters •, 4nd any one of 
the leijeants may arreft the defendant and bring 
htm into cuftody, which arreft may be made with- 
out warrant or precept ; and the ferjeant need not 
declare his name, becaufc he is fworn and known j 
but he ought to (hew at whofe fuit the arreft is 
made, for what, and of what return the procefs 
is of; that the defendant may know how to make 
his defence. After a verdift obtained in .the ftie- 
riffs court, before the judgment is entered, the 
defendant may ftop judgment by marking the 
caufe before the lord-mayor, for time to pay the 
money recovered. This is to be done by an at- 
torney of the mayor's court j and if, upon hear- 
jngof a marked caufe, it appears that the plaintiff 
had a verdift for more than his juft debt, his lord- 
fhip may remit the caufe to judgment for the juft 
debt only, and allow fuch time to pay the fame 
as he ftiall think reafonable, on fccurity given. 

When an crropeous judgment is given in either 
pf the ftieriffs courts of the city, the writ of 
error to reverfe this judgment muft be brought in 
the court of huftings before the lord-mayor; for 
chat is the fupcrior court. 
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The ihcriffs of London may make arrcfts, and A. D. 
ferve executions on the river Tbamcj. 

The Iheriffs for the prefcnt year are, Brackley 
Kennettj Efq; and Benjamin CbarlewooJj Efq-, 

We don*t read of a recorder till the year Recorder. 
1304% who, by the nature of his office, feems 
to have been intended as an affiftant to, or afleflbr 
with, the lord^mayor, in the execution of his 
high office, in matters of juftice and law. He is 
chofen by the lord-mayor and aldermen only: and 
takes place in all courts, and in the common^ 
council, before any one that hath not been mayor. 
Of whom we have the following defcription in 
one of the books in the chamber. ** He (hall 
be, and is wont to he, one of the moft fkilful 
and virtuous apprentices of the law of the whole 
kingdom ; whofe office is always to (it on the 
right hand of the mayor, in recording pleas, 
and paffing judgments ^ and by whom records 
and proce(res, had before the lord-mayor and al* 
dermen at Great Sl Marlines % ought to be record- 
ed by word of mouth before the judges adigned 
there to correA errors. The mayor and alder- 
men have therefore ufed commonly to fet forth all 
other bufine(res, touching the city, before the 
king and his council, as alfo in certain of the 
king's courts, by Mr» Recorder, as a chief man, 
endued with wifdom, and eminent for eloquence.**

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A. D. Mr. Recorder is looked upon to be tlie mouth 
'' * of the chy, to deliver all addreflfes to the king, 
&c. from the corporation; and he is the firft 
officer in order of precedence that is pajd a falary, 
which originally was no more than lol. (lerling 
per. ann. with fome few perquiGtes ; but it has 
from time to time been augmented to 2 Sol. per 
ann. and become the road to preferment in the 
law. This office has fomecimes been executed by 
a deputy. 

The prefcnt recorder is Jams Eyre^ Efq; 
phambcr ^ The next chartered officer of this corporation 
is the chamberlain v an office of great repute and 
trufty ^nd is in the choice of the livery, annually. 
This officer, though choien annually on Midfum- 
mer^day^ is never difpiaced during his life, except 
fome very great crime can be made out againft 
him., He has the keeping of the monies, lands 
and goods, of the city orphans, or takes good 
fecurity for the paynient thereof when the parties 
tome to age. And to that end he is deemed in 
the law a fole corporation, to him and his fucqef- 
fors, for orpiians •, and therefore a bond, or a re- 
cognizance n)ade to him and his fucceflbrs, is 
recoverable by his focccflbrs. This officer hath 4 
court peculiarly belonging to him, which will be 
fpoken of hereafter. His office may be termed a 
ppblic treafury, oollefting the puftoms^ monies, 
iand yearly revenues, and all' other payments be- 
longing to the corporation of the city. 

And it has been generally cuftomary for tho 
government tp appoint the cfaanibeflain receiver 

Pf 
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of the land-tax. Thoagh by fomc fatality, which A. D. 
is not in my power to account for, this favour has '^ 
been withdrawn from the prefent chamberlain. 
Sit Siepben Theodore Janjfen^ alderman, paft the 
chair, who has ferved (heriff, reprcfcntativc in 
parliament, and the office of chief magiftrate of 
this city, with great integrity and honour. 

The other officers under the lord-mayor are, CommoD. 
I. The comnion*ferjeant ; be is to attend the lord* ^^'^^**"^' 
mayor and court of aldermen on court days, and 
to be in dduncil with them, on all occafions, with- . 
in or without the precinds or liberties of the city. 
He is to take care of orphan's eftates, either by 
taking account of them, or to fign their inden- 
tures, before their paffing the lord-mayor and 
court of aldermen. And likewife he is to let, 
fet and manage the orphan^ eftates, according to 
his judgnKnt, to their beft advantage. The pre- 
fent common*ferjeant is Thomas Nugent^ Efq; 

2. The town-clerk ; who keeps the original char- T<mn. 
Iters of the city, the books, rolls, and other re- 
cords, wherein are regiftered . the afts and pro- 
ceedings of the city ; fo that he may not be im- 
properly termed the city regifter : he is to attend 

the lord-mayor and aldermen at their courts, and 
figns all public inftruments. 

The prefent town-clerk is Sir James Hodges. Knr. 

3. The city remembrancer *, who is to attend the Remem* 
lord-mayor on certain days, his byfiftefs being to '^*"^"' 
put his lordlhip in mind of the feleft days he is 

to go abroad with the aldermen, &g. He is to at- 
tend daily at the parliament-houfe, during the 
^ fcffipns. 
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A. D. fcffions, and to report to the lord-mayor their 
tranfaftions. 
The gentleman that bears this office at this time 
' is Peter Robetts^ jun. E{q; 
Sword- A xhe fword-bearer ; who is to attend the lord-

. mayor at his going abroad, and to carry the fword 
before him, being the emblem of juftice. 

This is an ancient and honourable office, repre- 
fenting the (late and princely office of the king's 
moft excellent majefty, in his reprefentati^e the 
lord-mayor ; and according to the rule of armory, 
^* He muft carry the fword upright, the hilts be- 
^* ing holden under his bulk, and the blade di* 
** redly up the midft of his breaft, and fo forth 
*' between the fword- bearer's brows." 
The prcfcnt fword-bearer is Heron Powney^ Elij; 

Common- 5* The common-hunt ; whofe buHnefs is to take 
care of the pack of hounds belonging to the lord- 
mayor and citizens, and to attend them in hunt- 
ing in thofe grounds, to which they are authoriied 
by charter. The prefcnt common-hunt is James 
CbamnefSf Efq; > 

Common- 6. The common-cricr. It belongs to him and the 
fcrjeant at arms, to fummon all executors and ad- 
minidratprs of freemen to appear, and to bring 
in inventories of the perfonal eftates of freemen, 
within two months after their deceafe : and he is 
to have notice of the appraifements. He is alfo 
to attend the lord- mayor on fet days, and at the 
courts held weekly by the mayor and aldermen. 
This office is now filled by Peter Roberts.

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7. The water-bailiff; whofc office is to look after A, t). 
the prefcrvation of the river Thames^ againft all *^ 
encroachments ; and to look after the fifhermen baUift" 
for the prefervation of the young fry, to prevent 
the deftroying them by unlawful nets. For that 
end there are juries for. each county^ that hath 
any part of it lying on the fides or (hores of the 
faid river. Which juries, fummoned by the wa- 
ter-baili(F at certain times, do make inquiry of 
all ofiehces relating to the river and the filh ; and 
make their prefeiitments accordingly. He is alfo 
bound to attend the lord- mayor on fet days in the 
week. The prefent water^bailifiF is Mr. William 
Datvfon. 

N. B. Thefe feven purehafe their places, ex- 
cept the town-clerk, who is chofcn by the livery. 

There are alfo three fcrjcant-carvers ; three fer- 
jeants of the chamber*, a ferjeantof the channel; 
four yeomen of the water-fide ; an under- water- 
bailiiF; two yeomen of the chamber ; two meal- 
weighers ; two yeomen of the woodwharfs ; a fo- 
reign taker; city marfhals. There are befides 
thefe, feven gentlemen's men ; as. 

The fword bearer's man, the common-hunt's 
two men, the common-crier's man, and the car- 
ver's three men. 

If Nine of the foregoing officers have liveries of 
the lord-mayor, viz. the fword- bearer and his 
man ;' the three carvers 5 and the four yeomen of 
the water fide. All the reft have liveries from 
t\ic chamber of London.

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A. D. The following officers are likewife belonging to 
*^ * the city ; farmer of the markets; auditor; clerk 
«rs*oAhc of the chamber ; clerk to the commiffioners of 
***y- the fewcrs ; clerk of the court of confcience ; beadle 
of the fap[)e court ; clerk ' of the city works ; 
printer to the city ; juftice of the Bridge^yardi 
clerk-comptroller of the Bri^e-btrnfe \ fteward of 
the Borough ; bailiff of the Borough* 
Coroner. There is alfo a coroner, called fo from corona^ 
1. e. a crown^ becaufe he deals principally with 
the ciown, or in matters appertaining to the im* 
perial crown of England. As to the antiquity of 
this office, there were coroners in the time of king 
Alfred^ as appears by the book, in titled, theAfir* 
ror. The lord-mayor for the time being, is co- 
roner, but hath his deputy for the management 
thereof. In ancient time, this office was of luch 
great efteem, that none could execute it under the 
degree of a knight. As the (hcriff may inquire 
of all felonies ; fo the coroner is to enquire of a!l 
fudden deaths : and to that end he impanels a 
jury, takes evidence upon oath, and gives the 
charge to the jury. 

In former times this officer was nominated and 
appointed by the king. In 51 Edward III. the 
jcitizens prayed, that they might place and dif- 
place a coroner among themfelves, anfwering unto 
(he king what belongs thereto. It was anfwered, 
the king will not depart with his ancient right. 
The prcfcnt coroner is ^bgrnas Btach^ Efq; 
Cotirti of Befides thefe officers, there are feveral courts 
juftice. jjj £]^js city for the executing of juftice, viz.

The court of buftings^ of Saxon original. See A. D. 
page 273, vol. i. This.is a court of record, and '^ 
the fupreme judicature of the city of London^ and""^"^'* 
weekly held on Tuefdays^ was originally cftablifli- 
cd for the prefervation of the laws, franchifes and 
cuftoms of the city, and therein prefidcd as 
judges, the principal magiftrates ; as at prefent 
do the lord-mayor and (heriffs, who are afllfted by 
the recorder upon all caufes of confequence. In 
this court two forts of caufes are pleadable, viz. 
pleas of land, and common pleas, diftinftly ; for 
one week pleas merely real are held, and the next, 
mixed aAioos are decided; here deed^ areinroll- 
ed, recoveries paft, writs of right, wafte, parti- 
tion, dower and replevins determined. 

The lord- mayor's court. This is a court of Lord- 
record, held before the lord-mayor, aldermen, ^^°f* 
and recorder, every Tiiefday^ in Guildhall^ wherein 
actions of debt, trefpafs, attachments, covenants, 
&c. ariling within the city and liberties, of any 
value, may be tried, and adlions from the flierifis- 
court removed hither, before the jury be fworn.

This is alfo a court of chancery or equity, re- 

fpeding affairs tranfafted in the city and liberties ; 

and gives relief when judgment is obtained in the 

IherifFs-courr, for more than the juft debt. This 

court has an office peculiar to icfelf, confifting of 

four attornies, by whom all adions cognizable 

therein are entered, for the execution whereof there 

are fix ferjeants at mace, who daily attend in the 

faid office.

part of the executive power, whereby all leales, ]ord. 
and other inftruments that pafs the city fcal, are Sd«rmenf 
executed ; the aflize of bread afcertained ; con* 
tefts relating to water-courfes, lights, and party- 
walls, adjufted; and the city officers fufpended 
and punifhed according to the notoriety of their 
feveral ofiences* 

The faid court has not only a power of eleding 
annually eleven overfeers, or rulers of the frater-- 
nity of watermen •, but likewife a right of fixing 
their feveral taxes, with the approbation of the 
privy- council ; and alfo a right of difpofing of 
moft of the places belonging to the city officers. 

The coroner's-court. The lord-mayor being Coroner's 
perpetual coroner of the city, this court is held *^^""* 
before him, or his deputy, who is to enquire into 
the caufe of the death of any perfbn, who, upon 
fight of the body, is fuppofed to have come to an 
untimely end ; as he is likewife into the efcape 
of the murderer ; and concerning found treafure, 
diamonds, and wrecks at fea.

The court of efcheator. The lord-mayor of Efcheator's 
London being perpetual efcheator within the city, 
this court is alfo held before him, or his deputy, 
to whom all original writs, diem claufit extremum^ 
mandamuSy devenerunt^ melius inquirend^ &r. are di- 
rected, to find an office for the king, after the 
death of his tenant who held by knight fcrvice. 
The efcheator may alfo find an office for treafon,

is incident to every fair» as a court*baron is to a 
manor; it is derived from pedes pulverifaii^ and is 
fo called from its expeditious proceedings in the 
decifion of all controverfies that happen in fairs ^ 
becaule for the encouragement of traders who fre- 
quent the fame^ juftice is as quickly adminifl:ered 
as duft can fall from the foot.

clufive of the officers belonging to the liberty pf 
St. Martin-U Grand \ which contains 168 houfes, Houfct ia 
114 of which are in the pari(h of 4?/. Leomrd^ tin'tj^btny 
Fofier-lane^ and 54 in the parifh of St. Ann and

Bounds of This ward is bpunded on the eaft b; Crifphgate-

Alderfgate-fireetj which reaches^ from A. Mar- 
tin's- le-Grandy on the fcite of which ftood the city 
gate, to the weft end of Barbican^ is a very broad 
ftreet ; but is more noted for the remains of ita 
ancient grandeur, than for the modern tafte of the 
buildings. 
St. Bo. At the S. W. corner of this ftreet, where Uttli 

^hurch^ Britain terminates in the eaft, ftands the parifti 
church of 5/. Boiolpb^ Jlderjgate. The building 
is a plain brick edifice, with a tower fupported on 
a kind of archwork, and crowned with an open 
turret, and its fane. It efcaped the fire of London 
in 1666, but grew fo ruinous, that the parifhioners 
found .it neceflary to rebuild it, except the roof, 
in 1757 ; and is probably a ^i7X^;i foundation, bet- 
ing dedicated to a Saxon faint^ who died in 680. 
Ic is now a curacy in the patronage of the dean

On the eaft fide of Atder^ate-ftreet is Co^k^s-batli Cookv 
facing Liitk Britiain^ more to be admired fbr \xi 
conveniency than elegance in building. It tdcea 
its name from the company of cdOks, incorpo- 
' rated by charter from king Edward IV". in the 
year 1480, or 1481* They havQ two mailers, incoipora- 
two wardens, and ^5 alfiftants, and areintitled td^'^"* 
the livery of the city. But with this particularity

It b43 bj?eo thoroughly fep^ircd^ aij(| 
adapted tp the ufps of this charity : by which 
fupporc and ^vcjy neceffary accommodation anc[ 
affiftance afc furniflied for married women in the 
|aft ftage of their pregnancy, time of labour, anc| 
of lying-in. It being well known that 
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many unhappy women, together with their tend^i; ^•^* 
infants, have, for want of timely aflaftance of a 
man-widwife, in difficult and uncommon cafes, 
either perifhed, or have been deprived of the ufe 
of their limbs, or otherwife' impaired in their con- 
Ititutions i fo as to become ufelefs to their fami- 
lies, and burdenfome to the public. 

The means of fupport is by private benefac* 
tions and voluntary fubfcrtptioni. Which pre- 
vailed with the managers of the faid charitable 
fociety to offer the following conditions to the 
public : 

1. Such perfons as fubfcribe five guineas per 
ann. are governon fo long as they continue fub- 
fcribers, and intitled to recommend two patients 
to be upon the books at one tinie« 

2. Thofe who fubicribe three guineas per ann. 
are governors ib long as they continue their fub- 
fcriptions, and intitled to recommend one patient 
at a time. 

3. Thofe who fpbfcribe twenty guineas are go- 
vernors for life, with the privilege fpecified iu the 
firft article. 

4. All noblemen and ladies are at liberty in 9II 
elections of officers, to vote by proxy fignified in 
writing.

. A houfe committee is appointed at every g^eneral quarterly, 
coqrtf confifling of 12 governors; three. of whom are a quo- 
rum. This committee meets every Weimfdaj morning at 1 1 
o*<!lock in the forenoon, at the faid hofpital, to receive and 
difcharge patients, infpeCl the diet and preyifionsi order any 
furniture and conveniences that may from time to time he 
wanted, and examine into and regulate the condu^ of all the, 
fervants afd patient^ of th» houfifr. Thefe committees are to 
inake their reports to, the general quarterly coufts« 

A matron^ who is a midwife, conftantly refides in the ho- 
fpital, and a£ls as fuch in all natural and eafy labours.

Alfo a beadle, who conftantly refides at the hofpital, to be 
ready to go on all i|ie(rage$ on fudden emergencies, and fum* 
mon the gotrernors, ^c. 

Notif The fervants of the houfe are forbid to take any fee 
or reward from the patients^ oq any pretence whatfoever, oq 
pain of being difcharged.

icurt ahd Hdre-courty we meet with the remains c^ 
the noble feat of the duke of Lauderdale^ now in 
the occupation of a tradefman. 

In Barbican^ Bridgewater-fquare^ a frhall and Bridge, 
neat quadrangle, covered with plain, bvt hand- fquare. 
fotne dnd convenient houfes, with a grafs-pJat and 
gravel walks, (haded with lofty trees, and fur^ 
rdunded with iron rails, is the fcite where onc« 
itood a large houie fronting Barbican^ and the gar* 
den of the earl of Bridgewater. 

Caftbufian fireet takes its name from the Chatter- Canhufian 
houfe^ which was a convent of Cartbu/ian monks 
before the reformation. 

Within Alderjgatt is the parilh church of 5/. Sf. Anne"* 
Annt % fituate on the north fide of 5/. Anile^sAane^ 
fdme call It Papers-lane. Its fcKindatioh can't be 
traced higher than the year 1322. It has had the 
misfortune to be burnt down twice, vJz, , in the 
ycir 1548, and again in 1666. The prefent 
church was built about three years after, in a very 
plain manner. The windows in the body are few 
and large, cafed with ruftic. The tower is ailfo 
plain, ftrengthened at the corners with ruftic, with 
a turret and fpire rifing from the top^ Th6 ad- 
vowfon of this church was given by queen Mary 
to the bi(hop3 of London ; in whofe gift it con- 
tinues : and the patifli of Sl John Zacbary^ whofe 
church was burnt down in the fire of London^ not 
being rebuilt, is now annexed unto it. Which both

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A. D. together have made the living worth 140L per 
'^* ann. as raced in the king's books : and Si. Jobn^ 
Zacbarfs being in the gift of the dean and chap- 
ter of St. PauTs^ the bilhop and the dean and 
chapter prefent alternately to this united living. 
It is a redory, and fubjefb to the archdeacon. 
Gold* More to the S. E. at the N. E. angle of Fojer-^ 

^^*^ iMi^ ftands GoIdfrniVs-baU. This is a modern 
building, (the old h^ll, founded in 140^, by Sir 
Drew Barentin^ being burnt down in 1666) very 
fpacious but irregular, built with brick, and cofT 
ners wrought in ruftic of (lone. The door is 
large, arched and ornamented with doric columns, 
which fupport a pediment of the arched kind, but 
open for a fhield, in which are the arms of the 
company. Within there is a fpaciqus hall and 
court room, and great conveniences, a]l well et)- 
lightened. In the hall are feveral good piftures* 
particularly thofe of Sir Martin Bowers and Sir 
Hugh AiidJleton^ who both ferved the office, of 
lord-mayor, and were free of, and great beoe£s(c- 
tors to, the company of Goldfmtbs. 
Company. The Goldfmtbs is a company of great antiqui* 
ty ; and was fined in 1 1 80 by king Henry IL for 
fetting'up a guild without his fptcial licence. They 
were not incorporated till the year 1327, for 
which they paid king Edward III. 10 marks. 
They again purchafed of Richard II. a confirnia* 
tion of that charter, for the fum of 2p maf|(s. 
And in 1462, £^Wiin/ IV. conftituted the GoU- 
fmibs a body politic and corporate, to have per* 
petual fttccefliOD, and a common-feal. And they 

2 were 
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were impowered to infpcft, try, and regulate all A. D. 
gold and filver wares, not only in London^ but in '^ * 
all other parts of the kingdon): and to punifh 
oflfenders concerned in working adulterate gold and 
filver, and tq make l^y-laws for their better go- 
vernment. 

It is not only a livery company, but one of the 
twelve principal companies in this city; whofe 
governors iare, ^ prime warden, three other ward* 
ens, and a numerous court of affiftants. 

At the corner of Maiden-lane^ in Fofter-lane^ is st. John 
the ifcite and church-yard of the abolifhed church ^^J^^dlJ** 
of Sh John Zaebary^ whofe parifli is united to 5/. yard. 
Anne*s. Adjoining to which there formerly flood 
the ftacely houfe of Sir Richard Kenneth on whofe 
ruins is raifed a handfome modern building for the 
Union Fire Office of ajfurance for loods and menban^ UnJon fire- 
iize from kjfs ty fire. 

This office was erefled by a confideraUe num- 
ber of perfons, who mutus^ly agreeing to infure 
one another's goods and merchandize from lofs by 
fire by an amicable contribution, entered into a 
deed of fettlement for that purpofe, on the 1 6th 
of February^ 17 14- 15, and had it inrolled in the 
high court of chartcery on the 3d of July follow- 
ing. And this deed being figned by all perfons 
defirous of becoming members, they are thereby 
admitted to an equal (hare in the profit and lofs, 
in proportion to their refpcftive policies. They 
infure for all merchants, traders, houfekeepers, 
and ochers, in the cities of London and IFeftnnn* 
Jler^ and within 10 tpiles found, merchandize, 

good?, 
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A. D. goods, wares, utenlils in trade, houfhold furni*- 
^^ ' ture, and wearing apparel, (but neither [plate, 
pidures, glafs, nor china, out of trade ; nor ready 
money, jewels, books of account, tallies, writings, 
barns, ricks and (lacks of corn, hay, draw, nor 
horfcs) for fcven years, or Icfs if required. 

This office is under the management of 24 
directors, elected by a majority of the members 
out of their own body, by ballot, at a general 
meeting, in the month of September: at which 
time ;he eldeft eight of the 24 go out, and eight 
others are eleded in their ftead, in a way of <x>n« 
ftant rotation. Thefe directors appoint all the 
officers, and meet every Wednejdaj in the after-* 
noon, between the hours of three and feven, to 
difpatch bufinefs : and in March to afcertain the 
dividends and contributions for the preceding 
year. The diredors alfo chufc out of their own 
body, by ballot, a tj-eafurer, and two affillanc 
treafurers: alfo fix trudees, three ofAvhomfign' 

all policies: and Bve auditors to examine and 
pais the accounts. There are alfo porters, water- 
men, &c. provided by the office, who are com- 
monly called firemen, becaufe it is their duty to 
attend all fires, and to affiflt in putting out the 
fire and moving of goods ; and they are diftin- 
guilhcd by the livery and badge of the fociety.

nity, denominated The writers of the court letter of 
the city of London; but not incorporated till the 
year 161 6, when king fames I. granted them his 
letters patent by th? name and ftile of The mafler^ Scnvencr't 
w(^rdens, and affftants of the fociety of tvriters ^/^^"P'"^- 
the city of London ; and this company is now 
governed by a mafter, two wardens, and 24 
afliftants j and enjoy the livery. But being re- 
duced to low circumftances, they fold their hall 
to the company of coacb-makefs ; who now enjoy 
it, and front) whom it takes its prefent name of 
Coach-maker^ s-'hall' 

The coach-niakers were incorporated in 1677, Coachma- 
by the name an^ ftile of The maJJer^ wardens^ ^nv.^"" 
afjijlantsy and commonalty^ of the company of coach 
and coach-harnefs makers ^London; and the 
company is now governed by a mafter, three 
wardens, and 23 afliftants. They are a livery 
company alfo. Bqt if it be obferved that they 
are in no better circumftances than to be obliged 
to let out tKeir h^U, to the Lorinfir^s company, ajid 
for a meeting-houfe on Sundays^ and for lefs. laud- 
able ufes on week days, it can^t be thought that 
they are in much better circumftances, than the 
parties from whom they purchafed the hall. 

At the N. E. corner of Noble-ftreety we 6nd Sf. oia^c't

courts near St. Amfs-lant on the eaft fide : the re- 
maining part of 5/. ManiffS'le-prand-ftreet^ to thc 
place where Alderfgate did once ftand, is in the 
freedom of the city. 

This Si. Martin* S'le-grandj as already (hewn in 
this hiftory % was a religious foundation, endowed 
with extraordinary privileges granted by our mo- 
narchs. 
Its privi- WtlUatn the Conqueror exempted that monafte- 
^^ ry from all epifcopal and other ecclefiaftical vifita- 
tion^ and alfo exempted all its poflfeffions from all 
regal jurifdi^bion % and granted thereunto the moft 
ample liberties and cuftoms enjoyed by any other 
churches within the kingdom of England: which 
charter concludes with this remarkable daufe. 
That whofoever (hall prefume to alier any thing 
hereby granted, let him perifh with Judas the 
traitor. 

King Henry III. confirmed this charter, and 
granted the dean of this monafiery and church 
more ample privileges. This was again conSrm- 
ed by Edward III. with an additional privilege, 
that no inhabitant within this jurifdidion (hould 
be fued out of their own court, except before thc 
king or his chief juftice. King Henry III. and

Edward 
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Edward I. and king Henry VI. confirmed the fore- ^^* 
going charters : but this laft mentioned king eftab- 
lifhed certain articles concerning i(s fanduary, in 
cafes of debt, felony, and treafon. By which 
articles or regulations it appears that Si. Martinis 
was at that time a fandtuary for great diforden* 
and a (belter for the loofeft fort of people, rogues, 
ruffians, thieves, felons, and murderers •, and that 
every excefs of vice and irreligion, fraud, op- 
preflion, and breach of the laws, were exercifed 
within its liberty. 

It is remarkable that by the charter of king Ed* 
ward IIL it was ordained, that all inquifitions to 
be taken by the juftices, and other the minifters of 
the men of the city of London^ (hould be taken 
at Griai St. Mariin\ in London^ and not elfe- 
where ; eipcept inquifions to be taken in circuits 
in the tower of London^ and for the goal delivery 
of Newgate. But King Henry VIII. in the year 
1 51 9, revoked that charter, and removed the 
feffions of the peace from St. Martvis to Guilds 
ball. 

It is further remarkable and ought to be ob^ Remarks 
ierved, That there is no foundation in any of the •*••"•. 
faid charters of privileges and cuftoms, granted 
10 the faid monaftery of Si. Martin^ which in any 
wife intitled the fugitives that took fanftuary there 
to a right of following any trade within that ju- 
rifdi^on to the prejudice of the freedom of Lon-' 
don. All the privileges of religious houfes before 
the reformation, were as they now are in popiih 
countries, granted to ferve God in a£ts of devo- 
tion. 
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h% iXi tion, an4 on a religious account an^ : and tbougH 
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thac monaftery and M appendages enjoyed and 
lyas juftly inotled to the privileges and cuftoms^ 
granted* by the faid charters, it muft be alio noted,^ 
That all thofe charters exprefsly declare that St. 
Marlines the Great v»a2 within the city of London % 
meaning, that in every thing relating to the civil 
g;overnment and trades exerc&fed within that ec- 
defiaQicat jurirdi(5tion« they were ft^l fut^A to ibc 
civil power and laws of the corporation of the 
city of London ; the fanftuary excepted. Thcre^ 
fore we find that the (heriffs oCBcers for London 
arreft for debt withia the liberty of St, MtrthCs^ 
k grand. And it was moved in bar of fentencQ 
againil IVilliam H(z//, who^in the spayorahj; of alder-* 
m^afl^in/enhttomy wasttrii^d fbr a robbery commit-* 
ted wiibiA tht liberty of St. MarUn% chat be bad 
been foiind guilty by a Middl£fac^ jnry^ vhocoukl 
not take cogniza^ice in a caufe arifing wixhin the 
city of London. And further, the fheriff of Lon^ 
don {^n;iiaru)ixd the dean, and obliged him. to re-* 
move a folar chat flood againft his church, and 
wa$ an aqjaoyai^ce to the puhjUc. 

Tbijs church was anciently in the donation of 
the king, as appears hy an inquiGtiOQ taken ac 
the ^owsr in. the reign of king Edward IL « 

In this church of St. Martin^ s-llf-grand there 
wa£ acurfcu bell, at; whofe found all perfbns were 
obliged to repair home to tlieir own houfes^ or,. M 
leaft,, noc to wander about .in the ftreetft

king Edward Vt. diflblved this monaftery, and A- ^• 
the Collegiate church of St. Martin* s-le-gr and waa ^ 
pulled down, and the fcite thereof covered with 
houfe^i tbojf wece eagerly rented by Grangers and 
forejgnen, the landlords pretending to find im- 
munitfes' in the charters, belonging to the canons 
icrving God day and nighty for fecular perfons to 
bay and fell, and exercife trades ; in which the 
cations were never employed ; and to which they 
ccaild not by cheir function be intided* 

After this deanry, with its fan£tuary and privi- 
leges, was granted to the abbey of St. Pefer\ 
U^efiminfteri fVUliam^ the abbot of the faid 
abbey^ aflerted his title to the privileges and 
fimduary of St. Martin* s-k-grand^ in London^ with 
the precind, circuit and bounds of the fame. And 
after trial concerning the precinds of this fane- 
tuary, the following furvey or plan thereof was 
txhibited in the court of chancery* 
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And ijiough the abbot of fFeJiminfter had no A. D. 
better foundation for claiming a right to privilege ' 
hon-freemen to follow tlieif trades and accupatioris 
within this liberty, wc find that the church of 5/. 
Peier'Si ff^eftminfter^ have maintained their claim 
from tiriie to time. In confeqiience whereof riiany 
foreign tradefmen and artificers planted themfelvcs 
in this fpdt in the year 1585, amorigft whom Mr, 
&tfype^ in his edition of Siow^ numbcl's John 
James and Jnthony Emericky fubjefts of Philipi 
king of Spaifti and reported by my author to have 
been the firft fiik-twifters, or filk-throwfters in 
London^ and td have brought chat trade into Eng^ 
land. 

At this time this liberty i5 under the jurifdic- 
tion of the dean and chapter of 5/. Peter^^ IVeJl^ 
minfter\ who maintain their right to the claim of 
thofe privileges above-mentioned: and the li- 
berty of St. Mar tin-k' grand is governed, and 
totes for parliament men; as a part of the city of 
fFeJimiHjier. And it is notorious. That the cham^ 
berlain of London gives no moleftation to, or pre- 
fumeS to hinder, or call in queftion^ any perfon not 
free that follows a trade within thcfaid liberty. 

We will now take our departure from the ward 
of Alderfgate by the way of Ncrtbumberland-boufei 
which flood an the weft fide of St. Martin" s-fireet^ 
in the parifh of 5/. Annc^ and alrtioft at Alderfgate^ 
built by Henry Percy. But it falling to the crown, 
king Henry IV. gave it to his wife, queen Jane^ 
from which tin^e it was called the queen's ward- 
robe.

Antiquity X froiii a gatc, which was of great aotiquity,

was probably of a nouch more ancient foundation : 
for it was the gate through which the B/man vi- 
Pulled cinal way led to the ferry at Old-ford. It has been 
lately pulled down by parliamentary authority, at 
Preferred, the petition of the corporation. Ebenezer Mujfel^ 
late of BetbnaUgreen^ Efq; deceafed, fo highly 
admired the eaft front of this gate, on which the 
furveyor had originally caufed two Roman coins 
to be placed, cut in done, which he found in 
digging its foundation in 1 606, that he purchafed 
the fame, and had it put up and preferved in its 
right form and appearance in the fore front of his 
own houfe, towards the weft, at the N. £. corner 
of Bitbnal-green^ where it now ftands. This gatc 
flood in the centre of the high ftreet, betweefi the 
S. E. corner of Sboe-maker-row and the N. E. cor- 
ner of Poor Jewry-lane. 
' Govern. This ward has an alderman, fix common-coun- 
ward.*' ^ cilmen, fix conftables, 20 inqueft men, feven fca- 
vengers, and a beadle : befides the officers belong- 
ing to 5/. Jamesj Duke^s-place.

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The ward of Jlldgate is bounded on the eaft by ^- ^* 
the city wall, which divides it from Portfoken- 
ward \ on the north by Bijbapjgate-ward ^ on the 
weft by Zime-ftreet and Langborn-wards\ and on thtf 
fouth by ^ower-ftreet-ward. Which contains the 
following principal ftreets : Wgb-fireet^ Leadenball-

far as F^mangers^alley^ inclufive : Poor Jetvry-lane 
and Crutcb^-friarSj zs fsLV zs Seetbifig-lane : Sboe- 
maker-row and Bevts-marksj to Camamile-ftreet : St. 
Mary jixe and Ume-ftreeij as far as Culkm-ftreet. 

In the furvcy of this ward, we (hall begin at Aidgate 
the fcite oi Mgatt^ where Higb-ftreet begins, and ^'S*» *^f«' 
takes its courfe weft ward, as far as the ftone-pump 
between LeadenbalUfireet and Fencburcb-ftreet. From 
this ftreet clofe to the N. E. corner branches out Shoemaker 
Sboemaker-row^ 2ind thence, more to the north, runs ^^'^' 
Bcvis-marks. The eaft fide of Shoemaker-row flands 
againft the city wall ; the houfes are very old and 
mean. On the weft fide is the fynagogue of the Hutch jewj 
iMcb JewSf as they are commonly called, with ^"^^°^"^' 
whom the Jews from all the northern regions 
communicate, who are a diftind k€t from the

From whence the ftreet, in which it ftood, was called B'uries- 
maris, now corrupfly Bt*vis marks. And ^fterthedinblpticfO 
of the abbey of Bury* f^^s manfion bejng gran^e4 \o Sir Tbfmof 
Jltfftnge^ it was pulled down, and two Iheers were built upon

pie, houfcholders, either married or unmarried, "^ 
free of the Draper*s company, old men and their 
wires, with an appointment of 28. 4d. per 
month : and in cafe there (hould not be found fo / 
many poor houfholders in the Draper* s company, 
as would receive the faid alms, then there (hould 
be named, to fupply the fame number of alms- 
men, other houfliolders of the parifti of Si. Ed* 
mundj in LonUford-fifoet^ and St. Barthohmew the 
Utthj to receive the faid alms. It was alfo pro- 
vided and direAed by the faid founder, that thefe 
poor people to be eleAed, Ihould be of fober and 
honeft converfation, and not detected of any open 
crime ; and that after their admiflion they (hould 
be reftant and abiding upon the fame, and not 
to keep any common felling of ale, beer, or 
wine, or any other thing concerning tippling, or 
any petty oiftrey ; with an obligation alfo that the 
faid alms-men (hould daily come into the church 
of the Crojfid' friars^ place themfelves near the 
founder's tomb, and abide and continue there till 
fervice was ended. Over the gate of thefe houfcs, 
towards the (Ircet, is the figure of the aiTumption 
of the virgin Mary^ fupported by fix angels in a 
cloud of glory, with this infcription. Ad laudem

^r the department to which it is appointed* All 
affairs relating to the royal navy are managed herCt 
by commiffi<^ners under the lords of the admiralty. 
The appartmcnt in which the bufinels of the office 
is done by the commiffionerst and the clerks books 
are kept, is detached froth all oth^s, in which 
fotnc of the commiflioners and other officers re« 
fide, as a precaution againft accidents by fire. 

Here is a treafurer, with an appointment of 
i^opol. per ann. and 800 K for his inftruments. 
Seven commiffioners, at 500I. perann. each, who 
liave their different departments in the manage- 
ment of the bufinefs of the office : viz. one is 
comptroller of the navy ; two others are joint fur- 
, veyorsj another is clerk of the afts, viz. tore- 
cord contrads, bills, &c. a fifth is comptroller 
of the treafurer's accounts ^ a fixth is comptroller 
of the vidualling accounts ; and the feventh \% 
comptroller of the ftore-keepcr's accounts. There 
are alfo three extra-commifTioncrs, who have 500 K 
each per ann. and Sol. each for houfe rent. And 
there is a commiflioncr at Gibraltary with rpool, 
per ann. and fcvefal officers, with confiderable fa* 

larics^ 
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Utiesj uader him : a oomtmflioncr at Cbatbam^ ^*^* 
soother at Pcr4f$nmtif^ and another at Pfymoaiih 
ynrd^ with 500 L per mb. each, Deptfcrd and 
Woolm^^ysrds are under the imiiiediate in^)e£lion 
of. the navy board \ and Sbeenufs^trd under the 
comoEiiilioner at Q^aibam. And the prindpal of 
thefe officers hold their places^ not by the precari- 
ous tenure of minifterial pleafure, but by patent 
tinder the great feal. 

From Aldgati^ more to the weft, and on the Priory of 
north fide, including all the ground as far as fix Trinity. 
doors weft of Creed-kney there ftood anciently the 
priory of Holy Trinity^ founded by queen Maud^ 
wife to king Htnry L for canons regular of the 
order of St, Juguftinj with great endowments ; 
amongft which the faid king granted the port of 
AldgatCy and the foke thereunto belonging, &c. 
^nd a privilege to indole the^ wall along London- 
waU^ and to ftop th'e paflagic, (now Sboemahr-row) 
and enlarge the priory to the very wall of the 
city, trending northward from Aldgate. And, in 
order to eftablifti this foundation, the four pariihes 
of St. Mary Magdalen^ St. Michael^ St. Catbariniy 
and the Bleffed Trinity were united in the one pa- 
ri (h of the priory of the Holy Trinity ^ called 
Cbriji church. 

This priory, in front, covered 300 feet of 
ground and upwards, in the parifli of St, Catbe^ 
rine^ towards Aldgate^ near the parochial chapel or 
church of St. Michael^ whofe remains arc ftill to 
be fcen, under the houfe facing the pump, between 
f^eadenhall-Jireet and Fenchurcb ftreety at the S. E. 

corner 
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A. D. comer of Leadenball-ftreet ; which remains I mca* 
furcd and found to be 30 feet from N. to S. and 
1 6 feet from S. to W. with a Gothic arched roof^ 
fupported by two handfome pillars, and the walls 
built with fquare bricks, chalk andftone, in the man- 
ner as niay be feen in the ruins of Rochefter Caftle ^. 
This priory, in procefs of time, became a very large 
church, and nop only furpafled all others in Londm 
and ASddlefex^ but the prior thereof was an alder- 
man of PortfiJun-ward. And thefe priors rode 
^moog the aldermen of Undon in the fame livery, 
only the prior's habit was in Ihape of a fpiritual 
perfon : as Stow writes, be himfelf faw ir) his 
childhood. At which time, he adds, the prior- 
alderman kept a bountiful houfe, both for rich 
. and poor, and both wkhin and without the gates, 
to all comers, according to their condition. 
Piffolvcd. This priory was diflblved by king Henry VIII. 
in 1 53 1, and his majefty gaye the houfe, church, 

^ Which varying from Mr. Strifes accoant and furvey 
thereof, I (hall tranfcribe it. *' This handfome Gothic flruc- 
tore, fays he, in 1720, which is fitaate N. and S. is 46 feet

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/pnd fcite thereof unto Sir Thomas Audley^ who fold A. -D.

As for the 
church, he pulled it down, and converted the faid 
priory into a noble manfion, in which he refided 
when he was lord chancellor, and died there in 
I544- Whofe only daughter being married to 
Thomas duke of Norfolk^ the eftate defcended to 
his grace, and was thence forwards called andDuke*^ 
known by the name of the Duk^^s Place \ aqd fo 
continues to this day ; though there's nothing to 
be found on that great tra£t of ground to give us 
any idea of its grandeur, except the arch of the 
gate way at the S, W. end of the premifes, al- 
mod facing the N- end of Creed^lant. But that 
duke of NorfoUc loiing his head on Tower-billy for 
on June 2, 15 EUz. this city manfion defcended to 
fbo*. Howard^ earl of Suffolk^ eldeft fan to the faid 
duke, by ./fir^Zfy's daughter; who by indenture of 
bargain andfale, dated 21 July^ 34. Eilzahlh^ (old 
the fame to the mayor, commonalty, and citizens 
of London^ to have and to hold to them and their 
fucceiTors, in as large and ample a manner as the 
faid earl, uv lord Audley^ or the king, or the prior 
and convent, or their pcedeceflbrs, at any time 
before the difiblution of the faid priory, or any 
other time, h^d, ufed, or enjoyed the fame, by 
virtue of any grant, privilege, prcfcription, law, 
fuftom, or any other ways or means whatfuever. 

Before this, difiblution of the priory of Holy 
^rinuy^ the inhabitants within its boundaries, that 

had 
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A. D, had been deprived of their parilh churches^ to 
^^ ' make way for that religious foundation, finding ic 
very inconvenient to be confined to the oMiventu- ^ 
al church, petitioned and obtained' leave, under 
certain conditions and reftridions, to build a cha- 
pel in the church-yard of the faid priory, for thdr 
own conveniency, which efc^ing the fate of the 
religious houfes at the diflblution of the priory, 
became the only place, after the conventual church 
was pulled down, for the inhabitants within that 
St. jame»'« diftrift to repair to for divine fervice. But this in 

church* 

time creating ibme diQike; the inhabitants of 
Ditke*s Place were defirous to raife a fufficient pa« 
rifh church for themfelves, on the ground within 
their own precinft, and applied to the archbifhop 
of Canterbury for his afliftance in fo good a work ; 
who having obtained the king's warrant, under 
the broad Tea!, for proceeding in their pioUs in- 
tention, prevailed with the lord-mayor, the court 
of aldermen, and common-council, to build them 
a church of the ftones of the conventual church, 
which dill remained upon the premifes; which 
. was completed, confecrated, and dedicated to St. 
James^ on the ad of January^ 1622. By which 
means the impropriation is in the lord- mayor and 
court of aldermen -, the value no more than 1 3 K 
per ann. paid out of the chamber of London^, be- 
fides perquifites, which, Newcourt fays, make up 
in tythes only, 73 1. 6s. 8d. and 61. 13 s. 4d* 
in cafualties. This parifh is a precinft within it- 
fclf, diftinft from the ward of Aldgate^ under a 
miniftcr, two church wardens, an overicer, two

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conftables, two headboroughs, a fcavcnger, and A* ^* 
15 jurymen. It begins fouch ac AldgaU^ and ex<* 
tends northward to Bevis-marks^ taking in all the 
fireets, alleys, courts, &c. within that compafs 1 
the parilh of St. Catberine- cm cbwrcb and St.

ftreet^ at the S. E. angle of Cree- church- lancy dedi- church, 
cated to St. Catherine^ an Egyptian virgin, and 
diftinguilbed from other churches of the fame 
name, by the addition of Cree or Cbrijlj from its 
vicinity to the conventual church of the Holy 
Trinity, which was originally called Cbrifi^s church. 

The king, in his grant of the priory of Hofy 
Trinity to Sir Thomas Audley^ afterwards lord 
Aidley, gave this church alfo to Sir Thomas ; the 
prior and canons of Chrift church having' been 
originally and always patrons thereof. Which, 
lord Judtey^ by his lafl: will, dated 19th of Jpril^ 
1 544, gave to the mafter and fellows of Magdalen, 
college^ in Cambridge^ and their fuccclfors, whom 
he enjoined to ferve th^ cure for ever •, who leafed 
out the impropriation to the parifhioners for 90 
years : but a difputc ariiing between the college 
and the parifh at the expiration of the faid leafe, 
in 1725, about a renewal, a leafe was granted to 
Jerome Knapp^ haberdaiher of London \ and in or- 
der to fetde the difference, it was agreed, that 
150I. per ann. ihould be raifed by the parifhioners 
in lieu of tythes, &c. out of which the ofHciat* 
ing curate ihould be paid 501. per ann. for the 
firfl ten years, bcfides furplice fees, &c. and after 

the 
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Ai D. the expiration of that term of years, 76!. per/ 
ann. bclides furplice fees, &c. and this agree- 
• hient was confirfned by aft of parliament in Afojr; 
1727. 

Theorigihal fooridatibff of this church is not record- 
ed : but its antiquity may be colleaed from its pri- 
ority to th^ conventual church o^Mobf Trinity^ Cbrifl 
churchy in which foundation this church of St: 
Catherine^ and SL Michael's^ and 5/. Mary Magdd- 
kfCsy and the Bleffed Trinity^ wefe fival lowed up. 

Another church, with the addition of Cbrifi of 
Gree, was afterwards founded within the church- 
yard of the faid priory, to be (uppKed by one of 
the canons, and removeable at the pleafure of the 
Old church prior. Which church was fo buried by the ffi- 
(Juent raifing of the pavement in the Highjireeti 
rtow commonly called Leadenhall-ftreety that, in 
Mr. 5/<m;*s time, they were obliged to defcend 
into it by feven fteps, and otherwife appeared 
very old and much decayed^ except the bell- 
tower or fteeple, which had been rebuilt in the 
year 15O4, at the expcnceof Sir John PercivaL 
Prcfent The prcfent church, built of ftone, in a mixed 

church. QQikic ftile, with battlements on the top, arid a 
fquare tower vtith battlements, and a fquarc tur- 
ret, crowned with a dome, and finiihed with a* 
weathercock at the fummit, was erefted in the 
year of our Lord 1630, and confecrated by Dr. 
WilHam Laud^ then bilhop of L&ndcn^ in fuch ai 
fuperftitiaus manner % that it afterwards became

In building this church they took in a cloifter, 
which ftood on the backfide of the old churchy 
of feven feet and more in' breadth : and at the 
weft end of this new church, on the fouth fide^ 
ftands a pillar of the old church, as it ftood, and 
was there ereded : which pillar being eighteen feet 
high from the bafis or foot to the chapiter or head^ 
upon which the old arch was raifed, and not above 
two feet appearing now above the Boor of the pre^ 
fent church, ftiews that the floor of this church is 
raifed fifteen feet above that of the old. A plain 
proof how much the ftreets of London have been 
railed. ' Ic efcaped the fire in 1666. 

This pariih- church, being a donative, pays nei- 
ther firft-fruits nor tenths.. Here is a fcleft veftry, 
confifting of the church-wardens and thofe who 
have ferved or fined for that office. The officers 
are two church-wardens, four overfeers, two fidef^ 
men, and an uncertain number of auditors of ac« 
pompts. 

Facing this church, on the fouth fide of the Brick- 
Higb'Jlreet but behind houfes, fiands Bricklayer's ^^^^^ 
haU'y and, though the entrance to it is through 
a narrow paiTage under the front houfes, it is a 
handfome and convenient building, adapted for 
tranfading the affairs of the company of tylers 
and bricklayers, who were incorporated in the loth 
of Elizabeth^ on the 3d of Augufty 1568, by the ftilc 
and title of The mafter and keeper and wardens of the Company.

fador to (he pariih died in the year 1524, and' 
the work went on fo heavily after his deceale^ 
that it was not fini(hed till the year 1532, in a 
plain Gothic flile, with, a welKenlightened body,' 
and a (quare tower germinated with battlements,- 
and pinnacles at the .corners; within which rifes^ 
a turret, that contains the bell : and it had the' 
good fortune to efcape the fire of London in 1 666. 

After the diffolution of the priory of St. Hilen'st. Mzrf 
in Bijhopfgate-ftreet^ the church of St. Mary^aoH^ or^* ^*** 
at'Oxe^ being an appendage to the faid priory^ i^^ll 
to the crown. This church was dedicated not' 
only to St. Mary but to St. Ur/ula and her i looo* 
virgins, and obtained the common appellation* 
at-axe from the fign of an axe which hung over 
againft the eaft end of the church : though fome' 
writers call it St. Mary Papillar or PeUipeVy frpm' 
a piece of ground on the north fide of it,* 
belonging to the (kinner*s company, on the weft 
fide of St.^Mary-axe-fireet^ fo called (as at this' 
day) from ,this church. This church for fome 
time reniained in the crown: Y^ng Edward Wh 
prefented to it in 1549: Queen Elizabeth^ in the

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A. D. fourth year of her reign, granted the right of pa^ 
'^ ' tronage thereof to the bifhop oi London for everf 
and imniediately, upon this grant from the crown^ 
it became united to the church of ^/. Andrew Under^ 
Jbaft. The church of Sl Mary-a^t flood on the 
weft fide of <$/• Mary-axe-ftreet in Lime-ftreet ward ; 
and, for fome tinie after its union with St. Andrews^ 
it was converted to prophane ^ ules till the year 
1 634^ when the parifliioners, having built a room 
over the lower part of the faid churchy obtained 
from biihop Juxton a confirmation, that the faid 
lower part Ihould be a burial-place for the parifhio* 
ners, and the room over it, on the upper part, 
fhould be a grammar-^fchool, the mafter whereof 
to be chofen by the red^or, churchwardens, and 
parifhioners, in order to be licenfed by the bifliop^ 
to teach four poor children of the parifii gratis^ 
only for the ufe of the fchool, without any endow- 
ment. 

From the time of the union of the faid parifhes^ 
the biOiopof £^»J^», fdr the time being, has fuc* 
ccflively, as the faid church of St. Andrew has 
happened to be void, collated to it with the church 
of St. Mary at axe thereunto annested. Befides^ 
Queen Elizabeth^ at the time (he granted the 
patronage of St. Mary at axe to the bifliop of Lon* 
don^ did alfo grant the church-yard for burying 
the dead, and all the houfes, buildings, rents^ 
&fr. belonging to the faid church of St. Mary^

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to the rcftor and churchwardens of the faid parilh A. D. 
of St, Jndrrtv and their fucceflbrs for ever, to the

The value of this living is commonly rated at vaioe of 
450 1. per annum. The pari fli -officers are two^^^* 
churchwardens and four overfeers of the poor : and 
the veftry is general. 

In this church, at the north Hde of the altar, 
was buried the laborious and excellent London 
antiquary, John Stow, under a beautiful monu- 
ment againft the wall, in a fitting ftudious pofture.

The beautiful front there- 
of is entirely of ftone j the lower ftory is wrought 
in ruftici the center part of the building projefts 
a little, and in this part .is a large arched entrance 
and two windows, with two others on each fide. 
The fuperftrufture over this ruftic ftory has a light

with the reft of the fcuildingi but the part which 
projcfts in this ftory is ornamented with, four Ionic 
piUfter^ coupled, but wich alargp inter-columnia- 
tion i and with a very noble Ve7ieticn window in 
the center, and a circular window over ir.

This company was incorporated by charter from Company. 
King Edward IV. in the year 1464, and is the 
tench of the twelve principal compani.'s in this city. 
It was incorporated by the (lile and name of Tie 
mafter and hepers or wardem and commonalty of the 
art orntf fiery of Ironmongers (?/ London. And, by 
virtue of the faid charter, the governmenc of this 
fraternity is now in a mafter, two wardens, and 
a court of affiftants, which confifts of the whole 
livery, and reprcfent the commonalty or whole 
freedom. 

This company enjoys very great eftates both in q^^^ ^,,3, 
their own right and in truft from feveral donors, ^'^*"- 
by whofe will they pay yearly nicar iSool. in cha- 
rities ; bcfides the intereft or profits of 26000 !• 
left to them by Mr. Thomas Betton^ a Tttrky mer- 
chant, in the year 1724, under the fpecial truft 
of employing one moiety of the faid profits per- 
petually in the redemption ot Britijb captives from 
Moorifh flavery, and the other moiety to be equal- 
ly diflributcd between the poor of the company 
of Ironmongers and the feveral charity-fchools with- 
in the bills of mortality.

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A. D. new well-built ftrcct, called Lmdon-Jlreety becaufe 
^ * built upon that fpot of ground where the Lond^n^^ 
tavern^ and the firft houfe of chat kind, once ftood. 
There are two paflages out of it^ one into Mark^ 
lane^ the other into Hari-ftreeL 
6t. Catha* About 1 50 yards more to the eaft ftands the 
mail' ^ ^' parilh church of St. Catharine C^kman^ at the cor« 
ner of MagpU-alley^ and behind the houfes that 
front Fencburcb-ftreii. It is a ref^ory of ancient 
foundation : for we read of one John de Hertford^ 
who was rcftor of this church, and reOgned ic, on 
the 6th of OQohar^ 1 346 % to Richard de fFardona^ 
in the reign of King Edward IIL It was dedicated 
to St. Catharine^ a virgin of Jlexafidria^ and cek^ 
brated for her great knowledge in philofophy, and 
as being a martyr for the Cbrifiian faith : and this 
thurch received the addition of Coleman from a 
great yard or garden, called in thofe days Colemanr 
haw J in the parifh of the Trimly^ afterwards Chri^^ 
church, according to SSowe. The old church was 
fubftantially repaired, and a fouth iQe was added, 
in 1489, by Sir HTtlUam WUie^ lord-mayor of 
London ; which church efcaped the fire of London 
in 1 666, and, with the aid of feveral more repairs, 
ftood, but was much buried by the raifing of the 
ftreet, till the year 1734, when it was pulled down, 
and the prefent church was eredted at the charge 
of the parilfa, under the fandiqn of an ad of parlia^ 
ment, 1 2 Geo. 11. whereby, and by another a£t,

The prefent church has a lofty body, well light- 
ened with two rows of windows : the fteeple is 
a plain tower, crowned with battlements s and care 
has been taken to raife the floor lb much above 
the level of the ftreer, that you afcend by feveral 
fteps into the church from the church-yard, {o as 
to leave no room to expe£b this edifice will ever 
fall under the like difadvantage of being buried by 
the adjacent ground, as the old church was. 

In old time this church was in the patronage 
of the dean of Sf. Martin- le-grand^ London^ and lb 
continued till that religious houfe, with its appur- 
tenances, was annexed to the abbey of Weftmnfitr: 
ac whofe diflblution it fell to the crown, and the 
advowfon was given by Queen Mary^ on the 3d 
of Marcb^ in the firft year of her reign, to the 
bilhop of London and his fuccpflbr^ in that fee for 
ever! In this parifii is a fele£b veftry, which con- 
(ifts of thofe who have ferved the office of church** 
warden. The officers are two churchwardens^ 
who are alfo colle6tors for the poor. 

Behind this church, in MagpU-attey^ adjoining Portugueit 
to the fouth (ide of St. Catharine Coleman^s church- g^e/*^*" 
yard, there is a Jew's fynagogue, fupported by 
the congregation of Portugueze Jews. 

Facing this church is the new ftreet called Fen- penchurch 
church- buildings 9 a paved court, well built, and^** *"*** 
genteelly inhabited.

Ic 18 alfo called BaftngbaU-ward^ confifting only Bounds. 
of one ftrect, and deriving its name from Bafing- 
kaU, the manfion-houfe of the renowned family 
of Bafings^ which was the principal houfc in it, 
and ftood where now we fee Blackwell-balL On 
the eaft and fouth it is bounded by Coleman Jlreet 
ward, on the north by CrsppUgate ward, on the 
weft by the wards of Cheap and Crippkgate. It 
begins in the fouth at Blackwell-ballj and runs 
northward to London-wall^ now pulled down to 
make way for the new buildings in Fore-ftreet^ and 
fpreads eighty-eight feet eaft, and fifty-four feet 
weft againft the faid wall or premifes on which it 
once ftood. 

It may be coUeftcd from the many illuftrrous 
perfons who have been taken from this ward to 
ferve the high offices of flierifi^s and mayors of this' 
city, ever fince the days of IViUiam the Conqueror^ 
that this ward has been always well inhabited : ' 
and indeed we have the pleafure at this time to 
affirm, that k is well-built and inhabited by mer- 
chants of great reputation and fortune. 

But, notwithftanding the fmallnefs of this ward, 
we meet with more public buildings than in fome 
that are rtiore extenfivc. 

Here is the parochial church of St. Micbael st. Mi- 
BdMaWf fo called to diftinp;ui(h it from other ^II*^^ f

churches in London dedicated to that archangel. 
It is Gtuate near the center, on the weft fide of the 
ftreet, and is a rcdory of very ancient foundation,

1 140, at which time, and till the year 1327, it 

was in the gift of the prior and canons of St. Ear- 
thclomtv) in &mitbfitld\ though the regifter of 
London gives' no name of its redtor before Ralph 
deJValibam^ who died in the year 1327, at which 
time the prefentation was in Henry Bodyke^ citizen 
of London. But^ about a hundred years after, ic 
fell to the dean and chapter of St. PauPs^ who have 
continued patrons thereof to the prefent time. 

The original church is recorded to have been 
beautiful : but it became fo ruinous before the year 
1460, that it was rebuilt; and that church conti- 
nued till the fire in 1666 entirely confumed it and 
all its monuments, and ni^de way for the prefent 
ftrudure, whofc walls are ftrengthened with ruftic 
v/ork at the corners ; and the body is well enlight- 
ened by a fingle feries of large windows: at the 
eaft end, where the top is terminated by an arch^ 
the light is given by three windows; one of them 
tall and upright, the two others circulars theftee- 
ple is a tower, crowned with a turret, from which 
rifes a kind of fpire. It was begup in (676, and 
finifhed in 1679,

round the fuburbs of the fame; for which they 
were allowed one farthing for each caflc. The 
prefent government is in a mafter, three wardens, 
and twenty afllftantSi and it has a large livery. 

At the fouth extremity on thp fame fide Hands Biackweiu 
J^lackwellballt a very ancient edifice, employed * ' 
for feveral ages as a market for all broad and nar- . 
row woollen cloth brought to London. Its original 
qame ^vyas Baftng^s-baugb or ball^ from the family 
pf the Bafings^ who built the houfc, and gave 
name alfo to the ward. This houfe, in procefs 
of time, defcended to Mr. Thomas Bakewdl in the 
36th of Edward UL and from him caW^d Bakewellr 
bail. Afterwards it fell to the crown, and was 
fold, v^ith its garden and appurtenances, by King 
Richard II. to the city of London for 50 1. and has^ 
from that time^ been called corruptly BlackzoelU 
ball^ and employed as a weekly market for all 
Inroad and narro\|r woqllen cloths brought out of 
the country. This hall, after being rebuilt in 
155^9 w^s deftrqyed by fire in 1666, and again 
rebuilt, as it now appears^ in 1672. 

It is afquare building, with a court in the mid- 
file, fur rounded with watehoufes, and has two fpa*: 
(:ious entrances or gates for carriages ; one froni 

Bafingballz 
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A.D, BafingbaU'ftreet^ the other from GuilihaU-yard^ 
' ' where is the principal front, and a door-cafe, ad- 
orned with two columns of the Doric order, with 
their entablature and a pediment, in which are the 
king's arms, and the city arms a Kttle lower, en- 
riched with cupids, ^c. 

Within this building, which alfo has an entrance 
on the weft fide from Cateaton-ftreet^ there are divers 
apartments or warehoules, called the Devon/hire^ 
the Gloucefterft>ire^ the Worcejterjhire^ the Kentijb^ 
the Medley y the Spanijh^ and the blanket halls; in 
which each piece of cloth pays one penny for pitch- 
ing, and a halfpenny per week refting; by which 
means, it is faid, there arifes a revenue of 1100I. 
per annum j which, by the generofity of the citi-? 
zens, is applied towards the fupport of CbriJPsf 
bofpital\ the governors whereof have the fole m^f 
nagement of thcfe warehoufcs. And this may, 
with great truth, be faid to be the greateft woollen 
cloth market in the world; and therefore it has 
always been the particular care of the city of Lon- 
don to provide good regulations and orders for this 
market. For, fo early as the 21ft oi Richard II. 
it was ordained. That no manner of perfon fhould 
feu any woollen cloths, except they were firft 
brought, harboured, and difcharged, at the 
common market of Blackwell hally upon pain 
of forfeiture thereof. /\nd that ordinance was 
confirmed by an a6l of common-council, held 
on the ift o( Augujl^ 8 Hen, VIII. with this addi- 
tion. That no manner of perfon, being freeman 
of this city, fuffer any manner of pcrfjn what- 

foever.

bers of their fociety '. In 1 477 Wtltiam Hanckjiow^ 
clarencicux king at arms, granted them the arms 
of their fociety, as borne at this time : but the 
prefcnt company aft under the incorporation grant- 
ed by the letters patent of the 29th of Charles II.

ComfHoij. This company is of very great antiquity, and 
perhaps was the firtt incorporated f6ciety in^ this 
city. The weavers were originally named Tbekrii^ 
and, in the rcigo of King Henry I. they paid t6U 
to the crown for tbeir immunities, and »8 marks 
annually. In 1200 King John disfranchifed them^ 
at the inftance of the mayor and citizens oiLonitm^ 
(fee p. 124. vol. I.) for which favour the citizens 
paid 20 marks per annum to the king. Whictir 
difference between the citizen^ and weavers might 
perhaps arife from feme bad prafticcs of the weav- 
ers, who, by virtue of a power granted by King 
Henry U. in the thirty* ftrft year of his reign, were 
put under the infpedbion of the portgrave, or chief 
magiftrate of Z^ff^^if: for, amongtt other articles, 
that king ordained, Ifanf man made clotb of Spanifh 
wool mixed with £ngli{h ivool^ the portgrave^ inr chief 
magiftrate of London, ought $p bum it. 

This company originally confifted of tapettry 
and cloth weavers, who, in the 7th of Henry IV. 
were reinftated with their freedom, and by z& of 
parliament put under the management and autho-

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flty of the lord-mayor and aldermen of the city; ^•^• 

though they (land no higher than the forty-fecond 

company. Its prefent ftare is extremely different, 

and conGfts chiefly of worfted, cotton, and filk 

weavers, who, in the (ilk branches, may be faid, 

with great truth, to furpafs all the world in the 

iichnefs, beauty, and ftrength of their manu- 

fa&ured filks.

Blllin^fgate-ward is of futh ancient date, that j^^ ^^^^ 
Fabian and other hiftorians have deduced its 
name from King Belinus: but I am more inclined

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CO derive cfae name from fome eminent perfon> whcft 
in ancient times had large poiTefTions in this pare 
of the city» or held this ward by the fame tenure 
as the Bajings^ Farringdcnjj &c. held other wards. 

Its extent is from the weft end of Tower^fireel" 
ward a()out to Smart^s^k^ in ^bames-fireet^ fronr 
whence it rtuis^ oxk the fouch fid^ of Tbama^ftreei^ 
to Sl Magnus church at the bridge foot; and from 
Smari'S'key it runs up almbft to Fencburcb-ftnet in 
a dired line, and thence^ weftward within a few 
houfes of Graci-(burcb\ it trends foutbward to the 
eaft end of Sl Magnus church.

This ward on the eaft is bounded hy Tower -Jlreet- 
wardj on the north by Langbourn-ward^ on the 
weft by the ward of Bridge-witbiny and on the Ibuth 
by the river Tbames. 

The Gtuation of this ward near the river, the 
cuftbm-houfe, and feveral wharfs, gives it great 
advantages in trade and merchandize, which makes

nalty) to depart at the ringing of a bell) ereded 
at the ftairs for that purpoTe, which ring3 a quar* 
ter of an hour* to give notice of the time of high 
water at London-bridge and the time of ebb. 

Facing Billingfgate is the ftrect <ialled Si. Mary St. Mzrf 
HiH^ on the weft fide of which is Otuate the church church. 
of St. Mary^ calltKi on that account St. Mary at 
HilU or on the HilU a reftory, dedicated to tb^ 
Virgin Mary. We have no certain date fpr thf 
foundation of this church : bur^ if we may be per- 
mitted to conjcdlure from its being fo much decayed 
in the year 1497 as to require rebuildingi it muft 
be allowed to have flood above 200 years at lea(| 
before that. Befides^ we can account for j6o years 
of that time: for lUfi de fVrytd founded a chantry 
in the church of St. Mary at Hill in the year 13301 
and Richard do Hackney^ citizen of London^ did 
prefent Nigollus Dalleye to this living oa the 7th 

Vol. 111. B b of 
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A. D. of the ides of June in the year 1337. In digging 
'7 the foundation of the new church, in 1497, they 
found the body ofAlicey the wife of the faid Richard 
de Hackney^ with her fkin and bones whole, and 
not corrupted, and her joints pliable ; though (he 
had been dead 1 50 years. But, after it had been 
expofed to the air three or four days, it ftank, and 
was again buried. 

This church was fo well preferved by the care 
of the parifliioners, that it flood till the general 
conBagracion of London in 1666 ; and then it was 
not quite burnt down ; for now both church and 
fteeple confiftj^for the moll part, of the old wall, 
which was left ftanding after the faid fire. It is a 
well-proportioned Goihic ftone ftrufture, confifting 
of a plain body, enlightened by large windows, a 
cupola in the middle, and of a tower, crowned by 
a pretty handfome turret. 

The advowfon has always been in lay hands: 
and in the year 1638 the pari(hioners purchafed it. 
And after the fire of London^ the parifhioners of 
St. Andrew Hubbard having loft their church 
therein, it was united to St. Mary-at-bill^ and both 
together were made of the yearly value of 200 1. 
in lieu of tythes. 
AThuiif. - In this church is founded a divinity-lecture, to 
day icaure y^ preached every ^hurfday morning, endowed with 

40 1. per attnumy by Sir John Leman. 

On the Sunday next after Midfumnur-dajy tvtry 
year, the fellowfliip of the porters of London come 
to this church in the morning, and, whilft the 
pfalms are reading, they gO| two and two, to the 

rails 
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rails before the communion-table, and make their ^tP* 
ofierings into two bafohs placed there for that pur- 
pofe^ After they are returned to their feats, the 
reft of the congregation proceed in like manner^ 
and make their offerings at the fame place^ towards 
the maintenance of the poor difabled porters of that 
feUowfliip. 

The vcftry is fcled, confiding of nineteen mem- 
bers. The officers are two churchwardens and 
two fidefmen. 

The pariih-church of St. Andrew Hubbard was^ ^ ,

founded before the year 1389* when the earl of drew Hut' 
Pembroke preftnted Robert Clayton^ in the room of 
fTalter Palmer^ the reftor deceafed. But the ad- 
vowfon paffed through divers patrons, till Algernon 
carl of Northumberland prefcnted Thomas Parker i 
who was burnt out in 1666. 

The ground on which this church flood, andj^jf^j^^^ 
the churchyard in Little Eaflcbeap^ between Botolph^ 
lane and Love-lane^ and the fcite of the parfonage- 
houfe, was fold to the city of London for public 
ufes. Part of it was laid into the flreets : on an- 
other part was erefted the king's weigh-houfe : and 
on the ground, at the eafl: end of the weigh- houfe, 
the parifh built their veftry^ under which is a por- 
tico, with public flocks, a cag^, and a little room. 

This. pari(h maintains its own poor, and have 
two churchwardens and two fidefmen.

In Botoipb'lane there is a parochial church, dedi- ^^ w^ . 
cated to «S/. George of Cappadocia^ and patron of the Botoi^iti- 
Englifo nation. It is denominated St. George of *"** 
Botolpb' laney from its fituation on the w^ fide,

*^ * ftnet to Little Eaftcbeap. It is a rcdory, founded 
in the year 1321, and was originally in the abbot 
and convent of St. Savimit^s Bermondfy : at whofe 
diflblution it came to the crown ; and the patronage 
has continued there ever fince. 

This church was burnt down in 1666. It was 
rebuiTt of ftone, and is pretty, though fmalL The 
outfide is handfome, the infide well adorned. The 
parifh of 5*/. Botolpb Billing fgate was annexed to it, 
when rebuilt; and their yearly value t(^ether was 
fettled by ad of parliament at i Sol. in lieo of 
tythes } which, with the rent of two parfonage- 
houfes, C^r. will make at leaft 220!. ftr anmtm. 
St. Botoiph The church of 5/. Botolpb Billing/gate^ deftroyed 
f ttc?*^ ' by the fire, and not rebuilt^ was a very ancient 
foundation. It was a reflory, and ftood over a* 
gainft St. Botolpb-kne end, on the fouth fide of 
Tbames'preet^ and gave name to the adjoining gate 
or wharf, known by the name of Botolpb* s-gati 
, in the reign of Edward tbe Confeffor : and in the 
reign of Rkbard 1. the patronage was in the x^ean 
and chapter of St. PauPs. 
Iks fcite^ After the Bre of London^ moft part of the ground, 
whereon the chancel flood, was taken into the 
paflage to Botolpb wbarf: and on part of the 
ground, where the body of the church ftood, there 
was built a houfc, at 6 1. ^ annum ground-rent* 
The reft was walled in for a burying place. About 
1677 a vault was built for the burial of the dead 
in part of the church-yard : and a leafe was kit 
to Francis Mnjhall to build a fliop or ihed thereon

The A* ^* 
ptiilkioDf rs did alfo build another vault in another ^^ 
part of the faid churchyard ; and, for the benefit of 
the poor, did, in 1^9-}, lett to th&faid Mnfiall the 
fcite thereof for fixty-ooe years, at the rate of a i, 
per mnum^ and a fine of 1 50U to build a (hop over 
the faid vault : which Mif(fi^ll agreed to, and built 
a low room over the faid (hop. There was aUp 
another churchyard or burying^ place in Bofo^b^ 
kne^ belonging to this pari(h, part of which was 
kafed out to J^w Green for leveoty-one years, 
from Ladf-dof 1671, on a building leafc, at 20 K 
fer (mnum. 

Both yeftries are general : and the officers of 
each pari(fa are two dmrchwardcns, aad (two over- 
feers or coUedora for the poor. 

Proceeding up fihe hill we come to R^-kne^ st. Marga- 
at the fouth-eaft angle of which, in Little T^wer- "^^"*«»»' 
fireet^ ftands the parochial church jcoown by the 
name of St. Margant Patient^ dedicated to St. 
Murgaret^ virgin aad martyr. It is a reiftory, 
«ad takes theadditioQ cS Pattens from its jQianding 
in a lane which anciently was occupied by makers 
and dealers in fattens ; but in after- times ^ been 
called Rni-lane^ on accoarit of a /W ox er^s kt Rood-lane, 
up in the churchyard of St. Margaret^ when pulled 
down to be rebuilt. This erofs or rood was blefl^d 
in a particular manner, and privileged by the pope 
with many indulgences for the pardon of their fins 
who came to pray before ir, and to make their 
offerings towards the rebuilding of St. Margaret's 
church. By which means much money was col-

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A; !>• Icftcd from the devotees that frequented the tabcr- 
^ ' nacle in which this rood was placed or fet up^ 
But the church being finifhed in the year 153S9. 
foon after the reformation began in England^ and 
the king had caft off the pope's fupremacy , and the 
laity began to diflike indulgences, I3c. fome peo- 
ple unknown alTembled without noiie, in the night 
between the 22d and 23d of May that fame year, 
and broke the Rood to pieces, and demoliihed the, 
tabernacle in which it was crcfted. However the 
lane adjoining has ever fmce been called Rood* 
lane, ' 

The original foundation of this church was in 
or before the year 1324: for the firft re£tor there- 
of upon record is Hamo de Chyrcb^ prefented there- 
pnto by lady Margaret Nevil^ on the 14th of June 
in that fame year. And the patronage thereof re- 
mained in the family of the Nevils till the year 
141 1, when it came to the citizens of London^ by 
yirtue of an agreement made in 1408, between 
Robert Rikeden^ of EJfeXy and Margaret his wife, 
and Richard fVbittington and other citizens of Loh* 
don^ together with the advowfon of 5/. Peter^s^ 
Combil/^ and the manor of Leadenball^ Sec. which 
agreement the faid fFbittington and others confirm- 
ed to the mayor and commonalty of London^ 
* whereby the church of St. Margaret Pattern and 
the prernifes came to the pofiefTion of the city. 
And from thenceforward fometimes the mayor

This church was burnt down in i666. The 
prefent church was built in 1687, part of ftone 
and part of brick, and confifts of a plain body, 
fixty- fix feet in length, fifty- two feet broad, and 
thirty-two feet in height to the roof. The win- 
dows are arched, with port-hole windows over 
them. Over the front door is a large dmc win- 
dow,/ with a cherubim's head and a large feftoon 
over it : and above thefe is a pediment, which 
ftretches from the fteeple to the end of the church. 
The tower rifes fquare to a confiderable height, 
and is terminated by four plain pinacles, crowned 
with balls, and a baluftrade, within which riles a 
very folid fpire, terminated by a ball and fane. 
Within, it is well pewed and wainfcotted, and 
hath a neat gallery on the north fide. 

The veftry of this pariih is general; and there 
is no more than one churchwarden, and one over- 
feer or colleftor for the poor; the whole parifh 
not containing more than forty-four houfes and 
part of the tenth houfe on the ibyth (ide of Uule 
fTower-ftreel from Si. Mary HilL 

To this church was annexed the living of the st. Gabriel 
parochial church of St. Gabriel pen^burcb^ ^j^f Fcnchurcb. 
the fire of London. 

St. Gabriel Fencburcb was alfo a re£tory, founded 
about the year 132 1, and dedicated to the apgcl

ibn is in the lord-chancellor for the king, to whom 
it fell at the diOblution of the priory of the Hohf 
frimiy within Al^ati. It was originally a fmall 
|tt ftite, church, but was enlarged and richly beautified in 
1652. The fciteof this church and churchyard 
was laid into the ftreet, for the public good. And 
though it is certain that, in the 2 8th of Hemj YIIL 
there .were certain tenements and houfes^ with a 
garden adjoining to the lame, belonging to tha 
reftors of this church, there is now no other houfe 
or glebe to be found, bebnging to this benefice, 
but the fdre of the paribnage-houie, burnt down 
at the time the church was deftroyed. 

The veftry of this parilh of St, Gsbriil is gene* 
ral; and has but one churchwarden. 

Since the union of thefe two pariflies the living 
is fettled at laol, per^imum <o the redor in lieq 
of tythes; but by glebe, qafuaities, or fees, and 
two parfon^ge-houfes, it is accounted betto- than 
200 L per (iHnm* And, as there is but One re£tor 
to ferve them both, the patrons of each prefent 
alternately to the living. 
Pmiding- ^^ Pudding-lane^ the weft boundaries of this 
Unc. ward, and near the center of the eaft fide thereof, 
facing the pafiage into monvmem^yard, began 
the great fire of tipndon on the ad of Septemba-^ 
1 666, fo often mentioned in this furvcy. And 
Batcher's in the fame lone is a neat and convenient little hall 
^^^^' belonging to the butchers, finely adorned with fret- 
work and wainfcoc.

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The butcher's company by pitfcripiion is very A. D. 
ancient : for it was one of thofe fraternities which '^ ^^ 
were fined in the Exchequer in the 26th of Himyll. 
A.IX ii8o, for fetting up a guild without the 
kbg's licence. Bat its prefent charter, under 
which the butchers ad, was not granted till the 
|d of King James I. who, on the i6ch of Seftem* 
t^f 1 605, did, by letters patent, incorporate them 
by the (tile of fi&r Mj^er, Vkordens^ and eemmonalty^ 
of the art 0r myfiery cf Batchers ef the dty of London. 
The government of this corporation is in a matter, 
five wardens, and a court of alfiftants. It is alfo 
a livery company, and number the 24th in the 
city lift of companies <. 

In LUile Eeficho^^ at the corner of Love-lanCj wt^gh* 
is ficuate the kiag*s wetgh-haufe^ on the fcitc of the ^^^^* 
church of Si. AaJrew HMarJ. 

The inftttution of this faoufe was laudable, to 
prevent frauds in the weight of merchandize, and 
agreeable to the chartered right of tronage granted 
to the city of Londaa by fevcral kings. It was in- 
tended to wagh ail merchandizes, brought from 
beyond feas, by the king's beam : and there belong 
to it a maifter, and under him four mafter porters, 
and labouring porters under them; who, in my 
memoryt ufed to have carts and horfes, to fetch the 
goods^ from the merchants warehoufes to the beam^ 
and CO carry them back. The houfe belongs to 
the Grocer^ company, who have the appointment

CHAP. VL 

Of Bishopsgate-Ward. 

Name. T)^^j^tf/^-wtfri took its name from the gate, 
JLJ which ftood a-crofs the ftreet, between the 
north-weft end of Canumik-ftreet and the north-eaft 
end of Wormwood'fireeu in the city wall, 1440 feet 
from Aldgate^ and has been lately pulled down, 
and entirely removed, to make that part of the 
city more airy and commodious.* 

Extent. ^^ ^^ ^f ^^""y ^^ extent, confifting of two parts ; 

Bijhopfgate wUbini which is all that part of the 
ward within the city wall and gate, and is divided 
into Bve precindls; and Bijhopfgate without the wall, 
which is divided into four precincts ; and extend- 
ing from the bars at the north end, near Spital- 
fquare^ on both fides of the way (including near 
half of Houndfditch) as far as the pump at the cor- 
ner of 5/. Martinis Outwich^ on the weft fide j but 
winding fo as to exclude that church and the church 
of St. Peter^s Cornbill ; it trends fouthward as far

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koundcd on the caft by Aldgate-wardj Portfokefi" A. D. 
ward^ and part of the VCower liberty \ on the north 
by part of the Tower liberty^ or Nortan'falgatei on 
the weft by Broad-fireet^ward and Moorfielis\ and 
pn the fouth by Langbounhward. 

The government of this ward is in an alderman ; Govem- 
twodeputies,onewithin, theother without, thegate; ™*^" ' 
twelve more common-council- men; feven confta- 
bles ; thirteen inqueft-men ; nine fcavengers ; and 
two beadles. 

The mod remarkable things in this ward, to 
begin at the fouth end thereof, are, 

(i.) That part of Leadenball- market allotted for j^^^^^^^^^^ 
herbs 5 which is large, and not inferior to any in j^^^^b-mar-. 
^ndon for a marketable comniodity. 

(2.) At the fouth-eaft corner of Bijhopjgate-ftreet 3^ ^^^ 
(which reaches from the corner of LeadenbalUfireet ^^^Wf 
to Norton-falgate) there lately happened that great above 
fire mentioned on page 263 of this volume. On ^**'^'**''"- 
which occaiion there appeared to public view 
the remains of an ancient church or chapel^ which 
had long ferved for the ufes of cellaring to the four 
houfes that covered this relick of antiquity: but 
when and by whom this old church was founded^ 
there is no account recorded. I took the dimen- 
fions of it, and found the inHde to meafure forty 
feet in length, and twenty-fix feet and an inch in 
breadth. The length confifted of four arches: 
and the breadth of two ifles ; that towards the fouth 
being of nine feet three inches broad, and that on 
the north fixteen feet. The roof of xhis fubterra- 
neous monument was at that time only ten feet 
nine inches above the prefent floor, occafioned by 

the 
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A. D. the vaft raifing of the ground in this part of cb« 
'^ ' city, as was ihcwn before in our accouoc of tfae 
rebuilding of St. Caibarine-Crec'cburcb. And, if I 
may be allowed to form a oonjedure upon a well* 
grounded authority, that this was once a church, 
dedicated to St. Andrew tbeApoJlliy fuper or 0i tbi top 
cfC&mbilly which cannot be applied to Si. Anirew^t 
Undiffoaft^ without many objedions ; and as there 
are no other remains of a church, near tfae top of 
Combill^ befides thefe ruins; it appears to me rerj 
probable, that the premiies here defcribed are the 
remains of that church, which, authors write, once 
ftood at the top or above Combiilj dedicated to St. 
Andrew the Apoftle^ from which the other church at 
the corner of St. Mary-axe^ dedicated to the fame 
faint* was diltingutibed by the addition of Under-^ 
Jhaft. 
pieceof an- At the diftance of about twelve feet more to the 
i»q»'^y- north, and under the very houfe where the late fire 
is fuppofcd to have begun, there was^another done 
building, thirty feet long, fourteen feet broad, aad 
eight feet fix inches above the prefent floor, with 
a door on the north fide, a window at the caft etid, 
and the appearance of another at the weft end. 
This building was covered with a icmicircubr arch, 
made of fmall pieces of chalk in the form of bricks, 
and rubbed with fione, refembling the arches of a 
bridge. But this ftru^ure did not* lee m to have 
any connedtioo or communicatifio with the laft- 
mentioned. Nor does any ancient hiftory or Jur- 
vey of London give us the leaft account thereof; 
nor of any religious or other remarkable founda- 
tion in this neighbourhood, (ervkig to lead us to a 

difcovery 
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difcovery and explanation of (b remarkable a build- ^ *^- 
ingy buried by the ftreets of London. 

(3*) Crojbyrfi^are^ fo called from SxxJobnCrofiy^ Crofby- 
Knt. who built a great houfe. thereon of ftone and ^"*"' ^^* 
timber, and the higheft at that time, A.D. 1466, 
in Lofklonj upon a building leafe of ninety-nine 
years from the prlorels and convent of Si. Helenas. 
Part of this houfe, as it was repaired, and carried 
higher by a turret ^uilt by alderman Bond^ in the 
year 1576, is ftill to be feen on the north fide of the 
entrance into the fqoare from BiJh^fgaUfirett *^ 
the fquare being chiefly built upon the garden- 
ground* .In this houfe Rtcb&rd duke of Glouafter^ 
who leized upon the crown by contriving the death 
of his two nephews, refided during the time he 
was forging his defigns and plots to pave his way 
to the throne. At prefent there is a Prejbyterian Meetfng*^ 
meeting kept in a part thereof. ^"^*' 

(4.) Almoft facing this fquare, on the weft fide Oreiham. 
oi BifiMfpfgiUi-fireet^ ftood the manfionhojufe of the '^*'"*'S'' 
renowned S\xf}>omasGrefl)am^ Knt. founder of the 
Ryal-excbange. Sir Tbcmas by his will left this 
manfion-houfe for particular ufes» to propagate 
the liberal arts and fciences, founded kdlures to be 
read there at ceruin Icaibns for that purpofe, ani 
endowed them with genteel falaries \ On which 
account it was and is now called Grejham college ^ 
but fuffered to run greatly to decay, and not al-^ 
ways fupplied with le^urers equal to the fdence 
they profefs, and upon which they are, by the 
rules of the conftitution, obliged to read a cotirfe

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A. D. of leAures every year. But, if we look back, we 
'^ ■ fhall find, that there has been a time when the 
tru flees of this learned foundation made a confci- 
ence of chufing none to be le£kurer in this college 
but fuch as were able, and did honour to their 
choice. 

(5. ) More to the northward, on the fouth fide, 
is a narrow paflfage, only fit for one carriage, which 
leads into Great St. HeUn\ a kind of fquare, in the 
eaft part of which (lands the remains of the church 
and convent of the priory of St. Helen. 
Great St. This is a very ancient foundation : a parilh- 
church founded before ' the conqueft, dedicated 
to St. Helen^ mother of Conftantine the Greats and 
in the gift of the canons of St. Paulas fo early a.s 
the year 1181, who gave leave to ont fVilliamj 
fdn of William the Goldfmitb^ to found a priory of 
nuns in honour of St. Helert^ as largely fet forth 
in Dugdale*s Monafticon Ang. Vol. II. p. 894 : 
afterwards much augmented and better endowed 
by JVilliam Bajing^ (heriff of London in 2 Edw. \\. 
This houfe was filled with black nuns •, whofe ha- 
bit was a black coat, cloak, cowl, and veil. At 
the time of its fuppreffion this nunnery was valued 
at 376 1. 6s. per annum^ according to Speed. 

While the nunnery exifted this church was in 
great efteem, and fcrved both the nuns and the 
parilhioners by the addition only of a partition: 

1 In 1010, Alnnjm^ bifhop of Hilmsham, removed tbe re- 
mains of King Edmund the Martyr from St. Edmofidjhury to Lon^ 
don^ and depofited them in this church for three years, till the 
depredaiioDs committed by ihcPaniiii(k£aJf'JniIfa ceaied.

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which was knocked down at the difiblution of the A- !>• 
priory, and left the church to the parifh, as ic now . ^ 
ftands, who, in i633> '^'^ ^^^ 1300 1, and up* 
wards, in repairing it. 

This church efcaped the fire of London in 1 666^ 
and is a Gothic ftrufture of the lighter kind, con- 
lifting of a plain body, with large windows, not 
too much incumbered with ornaments. The tower 
was not built till the year 1669, and is wrought 
with ruftic at the corners, and crowned with a 
turret and dome, with a bell in it. It is an im* . 
propriation, and a vicarage of very fmall value, 
abftvaft from the bounty of the parifhioners. 

There are feveral curious monuments in this Curioug

church, worthy of obfervation: amongft which 
thofe of Sir Jiomas Grejham^ Sir Julius Melmare 
alias Qefar^ Sir John Spenfer^ Sir IFilliam Pickerings 
and Sir Andrew Jud^ Knts, are very ornamental. 
Here alfo is the monument of Francis Bancroft^ Francis 
who, in the ftate of a lord- mayor's carver, or fuch ^*""^^ 
like office, in a courfe of years, by oppreflion, 
ufury, and living upon people deceived by his 
great promifes to remember them largeoufly in his 
will, amafled 2 8000 1. and upwards, forgot his 
promifes, neglected his poor relations, and left 
all his fortune, after a few annuities were expired, 
in truft to the Draper's company, to found and 
maintain an alms-houfe and a fchool, (of which 
hereafter) and to keep this his monument in good 
and fubftantial repair, within which he lies em- 
boweled, embalmed, and in a cheft or box, made 
with. a lid to fall down, with a pair of hinges, 

without 
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A. D. without any faftening at all; and a piece of fi)uate 
^^* glaf$ in the lid, juft over his face. The monu^ 
ment is almoft iquare, ?cry plain, and hi|s a door 
for the fexton, on certain occafions, to ^ in and 
clean it from duft and cobwebs : but the keys of 
the iron rails about the monument, and of the 
Tault-door, are kept by the clerk of the drapei^s 
company. The fexton has 40 s. a year for the 
trouble of dufting the monument. The minifter 
has 20 s. for a fermon peached once a year in com- 
memoration of Mr. BoMcrofth charities ; on which 
occaGon the almfmen and fcholars attend at churchy 
and are, by the will of the founder, entertained 
with a good dinner at fome neighbouring public 
houfe. 

The churchyard, which lies at the weft end of 
the church) is in the center of the fquare, leav-» 
ing a carri^-way on the norths ibuth, and weftj 
and, being inclofed with a wall and paltifadoes^ 
and ornamented with tall trees^ yields a pleafing 
profpcft to the inhabitants. 

The veftry is general ) and the parifh* officers 
' are two churchwardens, four overfeers of she poor^ 
and two (idcfmen. 
Atmn- At the north-weft corner of this fquafe are the 

*^'*^^- alms-houfes founded by lady Holies^ widow of Sir 
ff^tUam HoUeSy Knt« lord-mayor of Loftdon in i5^9f 
and given by her ladylhip in truft to the Skimuri 
company, for fin poor men or women ^ and cn« 
$}owed the fame with lands^ lett at lol. ^ anntMs 
' out of which each perfon was to receive 7 d. week- 
ly. Afterwards A^ice Smith gave more landSf letc 

at 
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at 15K per ann. for their fupport. And thcfe A. D, 
eftates being increafed in value, the company has 
rebuilt the houfe in a very handfome manner, .j 

and augmented the penfion of the alms- people. 

More northward in Bijbopjgate-Jlreetj and thro' Little Sf; 
;ahother gateway^ is a large court called Little St. 
Helens^ and is the fcite on which fiood the nunne- 
ry, which was annext tp the church laft mention- 
ed, and froni which this court is now feparated 
only by a row of dwelling houfes^ built upon the 
ruins of that religious hoUfe. Of which there LeathcrfcK 
are ftill to be fcen fome remains in Leatherfelkr^S" 
bally confifting of the nunVhall, and other apart- 
ments belonging to that nunnery, purchafed from 
the crown by the company of leatherfellers ; and 
notwithftanding its antiquity, may be faid to vie 
with moft of the halls in LondoHy for neatnefs and 
convenience ; and for a magnificent fcreen adorned 
with fix columns of the /m^ order, enrichments, 
&c. and a ceiling of fretwork. 

The company of Leatherfellers^ who arc ranged Companj; 
in the 15th place amongft the corporations of this 
city, were incorporated by a charter from king 
Henry VI. in 1442, by the ftile of. The wardens 
and fociety of the nr^flery or art of Leatherfellers of 
the city of London. And by a grant from king 
Henry V II. ,i\ic wardens of this company were 
enipowered to infped flieep, lamb, and calf lea- 
ther, throughout the kingdom, in order to pre- 
vent frauds in thofe commodities. The corpora- 
.ttpn is now governed by a prime, three wardens.

Which has been augmented by other 
benefaAions to 2 s. per Sireek, and fix bulhels 6f 
coals at CbrifimaSf to each of the alms people. 

Meet««- In this court there is a meeting houfe of the 
preftyterian denomiiiatbm 

^!™^*'* More northward io Bijhopjgate fireet ftands the 
parilh church of St. EthelburgOj a Saxon queen, 
who renounced the world and became a nun. This 
cbuk-ch 18 a very ancient foundation, and origmally 
Hi the patronage of the nuns of St. Bekn^ to 
^hich it is joined en theeaft and fouth. So that in 
15^9, when the priory of St. Helen was diflblved, 
thi6 church fell to the crown : and afterwards it 
was granted by queen Elizabttb to the bifliop of 
London^ and his fuccefTors ; in whom it contitrues. 
It is a redory^ endowed with about 60L in lieu oiF 
tythes. There is a parfonage houfe adjoining ea 
]C, on the (buth fide. 

The building is very ancient, having escaped 
the fire of London. It is but fmall. The body 
16 irregular, and in the Gothic ftile, with very 
large windows,, and a fteeple^ compofed of a low 
iquare tower and a tall fpire rifing from it.

the ward calkd Bi^fgate mtboui. '^^* 

The firft thing that prefents itfelf to view is 8t. Bo. 
the'parochial church of St. Botolpb\ BiJhopfgaU^ Jhuwi. 
fituate oppofice to the north end of Boundfditch. 
It verjr probably is a very ancient foundation, and 
of a Saxm original, dedicated to St. Botolpb^ an 
EngU/b Smoh faint, who died about the year 68o» 
in fuch repute amongft his countrymen, that we 
find a church ereded at four gates of London to 
his memory, and at Billmgfgatiy &c. But our re- 
gift ries go no higher with the reAors of this 
church than John of Nortbampton^ who was reftor 
of this church, and refigned the fame on the 4th 
of Jum^ 1323. It was then, and it ftill remaina 
in the gift of the bifliop of London. The old 
church, which was built of brick and ftone; 
plaiftered over, efcaped the fire of London^ but 
became fo ruinoiis, that made it neceflary for the 
pari(hioners to apply to parliament to enable them 
to raife money by annuities, to pull it down and 
build a new church. Which was begun in 1725, 
and fintfhed in two years, and is a maiTy and fpa- 
cious edifice ; whofe body is well builc with brick, 
and is well enlightened, and the roof hid by a 
handfome baluftradc. The fteeple, though heavy, 
maintains an air of magnificence. In the center 
of the front is a large, plain, arched window, 
decorated at a diftance with pilafters of the Doric 
order. Over this window is a feiloon, and above 
that an angular pediment ; on each fide is a door, 
crowned with windows, and over thefe there are 

' C c 2 others 
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A. D. others of the port-hole kind. Above thcfe port- 
"'^ * holes rifes a fquare tower, crowned with a dome, 
whofe bafe is circular, and furrounded by a ba- 
luftrade in the fame form : by the fide of which, 
on the corners of the tower, are placed urns with 
flames. From this part rifes a feries of coupled 
Corittibian pillars, fupporting other urns like the 
former, and over them rifes the otgvrt dome, 
crowned with a very large vafe, with flames. 
And take this ftrufture all together, it is looked 
upon to be fimple, beautiful, and harmonious ; 
and the fteeple to be more in tafte than mod about 
this metropolis ; notwithflanding there is no door 
in the center : becaufe that being the eaft end, 
the altar is placed (where the grand door would 
otherwife have been) under a noble arch, beneath 
the fteeple. As for the infide, the roof is arched, 
except over the galleries, and two rows of Cmn' 
tbian columns fupport both the galleries and arch,^ 
which extends over the body of the church, and 
is neatly adorned with fret- work. 

The reftor, befidcs other confiderable advan- 
tages, receives about 300 1, per ann. by tythes. 
It has a feleft veftry, confifting of 27, including 
the rcftor and churchwardens for the time being. 
There are two church-wardens, and four over- 
fee rs. 
Church- The church-yard, whfch is now handfomely 
b^thc^city! J'ailed with iron work, and opened to the ftrecr, 
was originally. a piece of wafte ground, given by 
the city, in the year 1615, for the burial of the 
dead *, referving a paflage through it, to a place, 

thea 
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then called Pe/fy France^ but now New Broad- ^J)' 

1766. 
Jlreet. In the church-yard, near to the S. W. 

corner of the church,^ is a good parfonage boufe, 

built of brick. 

Pefty France was, about 36 years ago, little better Petty 
than a common lay-ftall. But (ince it changed its improved, 
name, that wafte is covered with capital houfes, in- 
habited by fome of the moft reputable citizens. At T^? "««*- 
theS.W. angle of this newftrect>thereis a meeting- 
houfe of the prefbyterian denomination, and an 
independent mceting-houfe in the new buildings at 
the N. E. corner ; which leads to a place called 
Old Bethlehem. 

Bethltmj or Bethlehem^ now commonly called p'^ ^«^^- 
Old Bedlam, was a priory, founded A. D. 1247, 
by Simon fUzroy, alias Fitzmary, ftieriff of Lon- 
don^ for the fupport of a community of brothers 
and (ifters that wore a ftar upon their outer gar- 
ments ; and dedicated to 5/. Mary of Bethlehem. 
And in 1 362 John de Bradeley, redlor of St. Botolpb 
without Bijhopfgate^ figned an agreement to yield 
unto the brethren of this priory the tythes of gar- 
dens, fruits, and herbage of cattle, for the fupporc 
of their chapel, in confideration of paying 13s. 
4d. per ann. to the faid redtor. And on the fur- 
ther condition, that the matter and brethren of the 
faid priory of Bethlehem fhould receive the obla- 
,tions and obvencions of all that were buried in 
their chapel, or confecrated places belonging to 
the faid houfe, except of the parilhioners of the 
faid reftor ; of vvhofe funeral oblations, the faid 
^tSor was to receive one moiety, and the faid 

C c 3 breihrea 
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A. D. brethren the other moiety. But this priory, lin- 
'^ ' dergoing the fate of all other religious houfes, 
was fuppreffed by king Henry VIII. and in the 
year 1546, the mayor and commonalcy of London 
purcfaafed the (aid priory from the crown ; and it 
was by them conrerced into an hofpital for the 
cure of lunatics, at a certain expence to be pai4 
weekly by the relations or parilh of the padent 
admitted, Befides^ the citizens, at a court of 
aldermen, on the 7 th of Jpril^ 5 Edward VL 
cancelled the aforelaid agreement in regard to 
tythes and oblations, &c. and ordered. That the 
inhabitants within the precinffc of S^tblebem^ 
Ihould be from thenceforth united to the pariQi 
of St. Botolpb without Bijhopfgate^ and to be al- 
lotted and charged to all officers and charges, 
tythes and clerk's wages excepted. In confidera* 
tion whereof, the parfon of the faid pariHi was to 
receive yearly 20s* and the clerk 6s, 8d, out of 
the chaml^er of London. * 

This priory inclofed all the eftate and ground, 
in length, from the king's high-ftreet, meaning 
Bifhopfgate-finet eaft, to the great ditch in the 
weft, which was called Deep Ditcb^ dividing the faid 
lands from Moorfields ^ and in breadth, to the land 
of Ralpb Downing^ viz. Downing* s-alhf^ in the 
north, and to the land of the church of if/. Bo^ 
tclpb^ in the fouth. 

The priory being diflblved, and the fcite and 
lands belonging thereunto difpofed pf to the city 
of fjfndpn^ it was immediately let out to divers 
tenants^ and was all built upon, and divided jntp 

ftrccts, 
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(Ircets, alleys, and courta; except a fquare piece AD* 
of ground, of about one acre, that lies at the '^ 
N* E. extremity of the Lovoer MocrfkUs^ known 
by the nxxkr n name of Broker^ s^raw \ where once 
was the great ditch called Deep DUcb. Sir Tbomai 
Roe^ merchant- tay lor, and lord-mayor in 1569, 
caufed this ground to be inclofed with a brick 
wall, to be a common- burial ground, at a low 
rate, for fuch pariihes in JjoHdon as wanted con- 
venient burial places : he gave it the name of the 
iJew churchyard near Betblebemy and eftablifhed a 
fermon to be preached there on fVhitfitnday^ annu- 
ally \ which was honoured with the prefence of 
the lord-mayor and aldermen for many years* 
But not only the fermon has been difcontinued 
beyond the memory of man, but the burial place , 
or New church-yardy has been^ fliut up for many 
years, on account, as it is reported, of thefulnefs 
of the ground, over-ftocked with corpfes, Ne<- 
verthelefs, there have been fome motions made of 
late years to let it out upon a building leaie. 

Facing the ftreet leading from Moorfields^ on Deyonftire 
the fouth fide of this burial-ground, ftands Devon- fquare. 
Jbire-fquare^ both which, and the ftreet that leads 
into it, ftood upon the ground once called Fijher^s^ 
folly ^ but better known by the name of DevonflnrC" 
houfe^ where the earl of Devon/hire ufed to refide. 
The fquare and Devonjhire-Jlreet are well built and 
inhabited : but it is fcarce poflible to defcribe the : 
fnean and ruinous date and condition of the 
houfes and inhabitants of the ftreets, alleys, and 
courts, on all fides of them. Neverthelefs, here 
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^'^' wc find a bapdft mceting-houfe, and a quaker's 
^ .^ • meetins-houfe, iuft without the eaft paffaee. 
jQuaker'i About 300 yards N. E, trom this fquare hcs a 
houf«5" fpacious inclofurc, called the Artillery-ground, let 

Artillery* ^Y ^^^ P"^^ ^^ ^^* •^^0' 5^^^/j/ to thc gunners of 
ground, the fower^ for thrice 99 years, for thc ufe and 
pra&ice of the great and fmall artillery. And 
they came hither every Tburfday to cxercife their 
Compaiiy. large artillery: which moved his majefty, king 
Henry VIW. to grant them a charter; and the 
fame was confirmed in 1584, and was eftabliOied, 
with additions, for the increafing of good gunners 
for the royal navy and forts. In both thofc char- 
ters this ground being nominated and ordered to 
be fet apart for thofe ufes, thc Artilkry-ground be- 
came fubjeft to the Tower. The ftreets, &c. 
built thereupon compofe one of the Ttrwer ham* 
lets, and the inhabitants are ftill fummoned on 
juries belonging to the courts held on Tower-bill. 

In the year 1585, the ftate and nation being 
threatened with an invafion from Spain^ fome 
brave and adive citizens voluntarily exercifed 
themfelvej, and trained up others in the ufe of 
arms 5 fo that within two years, there were almoft 
300 merchants and other perfons of diftinftion 
qualified to teach the common foldiers the manage- 
ment of their guns, pikes and halberts, and to 
• • • . • 

piarch and counter march. They met every 
Tburfday^ each perfon by turn bearing office from 
the corpora! to captain ; and fome of thefe gentle- 
|hen had thc honour of having a body of forces 
^ndcr their command at the great camp of ©/• 
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hry^ in the year 15889 and were diftingui(hed by A. D. 
the title of captains of the anillcry garden. How- '^ * 
ever this noble exercife difcontinued for a long # 

time, till king James h in the year 1610, licenfed 
fevcral gentlemen tQ renew thp weekly exercifes 
in the fame ground : and in 1 662 they ereded an 
armoury, in which they depoficed 500 fets of 
arms, of extraordinary beauty and workmanfhip. 
From this period the artillery company incrcafcd • 
greatly. Gentlemen reforted thither from all 
parts to learn to defend themfelves and their coun- 
try in cafe of need, and to train the militia in dif- 
ferent parts of the kingdom. By which means 
the cptppany gre^ fo nunierous, amounting to 
about 6000, that they were obliged to feek for 
a more convenient and capacious place for exer- 
cife : of which hereafter. From the time of this 
removal, this has been known by the name of the 
Old Artillery ground f 

Qn the weft fide of Bi/hopfgate-Jireet^ at the London 
S. E. corner of Hdfmon^alley, is a large and com- ^^"^"^^"^ 
modious brick building, founded by a6t of par- 
liament, in 1649, for the relief and employment 
pf the poor, and the pynifhing vagrants and dif- 
orderly pcrfons within the city and liberties of 
Londgn. And after the reftoration another adfc 
paiTed, in 1662, by which the governors werq 
conftituted a body corporate, with a common 
fcal; the lord- mayor for the time being was ap- 
pointed preiident, and the corporation was allow- 
ed to purchafe lands or tenements to the annual 
yalue of 300I. Befidcs, the common-council were 

impowerc4 
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A. D. impowered to rat« i\\t feveral wards^ procindtst' 

'^" and parifhes of this city, for the Aipport of this 

workhoufe •. The 

• '^ 15 and 14 Citr, II. Be it farther enaCl^d by the aatho* 
tity aforeraid. That it (hall and may be lawful to and for the 
faid prefident and govemon of the faid corporation for the 
time being, or any two of then^ or to or for 4ny perfon au- 
thorized and appointed by theai» or any two of them» froni 
^ time to time, to apprehend, or cauCe to be apprehended, any 

rogues, vagrants, fturdy beggars, or idle or diforderly perfoos^ 
within the faid city and liberties, places, divifions, and pre- 
cittfls, and to caafe them to be kept and fet to work in the fe- 
veral and refpedive corporations or wprkhoufet. 

'^ Be it further enaded by the authority jUbrefaid, That if 
the prefident and governors of any of the faid corporations 
ihall certify^ under their common feal, their want and defedt, 
either of a prefent ftock for the foundation of the work, or 
for fupply thereof for th^ fature, and what fum or fumi of 
naoney they (hall think fit for the fame, to the common-coun-

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The &veral parilhes formerly paid i s^ a week A* !>• 
for each child they had in the workhoufe, beHdes '^ * 
their afleffinents: bur, at Michaelmas^ in 175T9 
die governors came to a refolution, that no more 
children paid for by the pariflies to which they 
belong, fhould be taken into the houfe : and it 
has been further refolrcd, That only fuch children 
ihall be taken in as are committed by the magt- 
ftrates of the city, found begging in the ftrcets, 
pilfering on the keys, or lying about in glafs* 
houfes, and uninhabited places, 

" And be it fiutber ewa&ed by the authority aforefaid^ 
That it ihall and may be lawful to and for any alderman of 
the city of London^ or his deputy, by their warrant under their 
hands ;ind feals, to authorize the church -wardens or overfeera 
for the poor within the places and pariflies aforefaid, to de« 
mand, gather, and receive of every peribn and perfons fuch 
fum and fums of money^ as fhall be aflefled upon them by vir- 
tue of the taxations and contributions aforefaid ; and for de- 
fault of payment within ten days after demand thereof made, 
or notice in writing left at the dwelling-hoafe or lodging of 
every perfon fo aiTeifedy to levy die Gune by diftrefs and fale 
of the goods of tytry fuch perfon, and, after fatisfaaioa 
made, to reflore the furplufage to the party fo diflrained. 

** And it is further enadted by the authority aforefaid, That 
the refpedlive preddent and governors, or any feven of them, 
ihall have* power from time to time to make and conflitute or- 
ders and by-laws for the better relieving, regulating, and fet- 
ting the poor to work, and the apprehending and puni(hing 
of rogues, vagabonds, and beggars, within the city, liberties^ 
and places aforefaid, that have not vv herewith to maintain 
^hemfelves, and for other the matters aforefaid. 

** Provided the faid orders and by-laws ihall from time t<» 
(ime be prefented to the jullices of the peace in their quarter<« 
felTions alTembled, to be allowed by the major part of them, 
^d confirmed by order of the faid court.". 

• Thcfc 
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A. D. Thefc children, thus committed, are educated 
'^ ' in the principles of the church of England: meet 
in a large room to hear prayers at fix in the morn- 
ing and evening every day ; are taught the church 
catechifm by a minifter, v^ho attends on them : 
and on Sunday they go to church at Great St. 
Helens^ where convenient feats are eredted for their 
ufe, againft the north wall of the church. A 
part of every week day is appropriated to their 
learning to read, write, and caft accounts : the 
reft of the time is improved by training them up 
to fome fort of bufincfs : the girls are employed 
in iewing, knitting, and oth^r labour, to qualify 
them for fervice. , T1>eir drefs is in ruljct cloth, 
with a round badge upon their breads, reprefent- 
ing a poor boy and a (heep, with this motto, 
God^s providence is our inheritance. And when ar- 
rived at a proper age, the boys are bound out 
apprentices, to tradc$ or fea fervice 5 and the girU 
placed in honell families. 

In ^another part, called the Keeper^s Jide^ are 
confined beggars, vagrants, difiblute and aban- 
doned fturdy fellows, who have no honeft means 
of fupporr, and lewd women taken up in the 
fireets, to be kept to hard labour, employed in 
beating of hemp and wafhing of linen. All 
which are not only fupported, but in cafe of fick- 
ncfs, broken limbs, fores, wounds, &c. have ad- 
vice, phyfic, and furgery, gratis. And fince Ludr 
gate prifon has been pulled down, the debtors, 
citizens of London^ are imprifoned here, in another 
apartment allotted for that purpofe. 

3 Alitth 
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A little more northward is Lamb-alley^ which is A. D. . 
but a narrow ordinary place, as moft of the other 
Janes, alleys, courts, &c. are, that lie between 
Bijhopfgatejlreet and the Middle Moorfiel^. But 
here are two charitable foundations, i. jUleyn^s 
alms-houfes for 10 poor men and women, built 
and endowed with 40 s. per ann. each, by the 
founder of Dulwicb-college^ in 1614^ in Petty 
France^ now New Broad-fireet. And, 2. Alms- 
houfes for 16 poor old women, built at the S. 
end of the parfonage houfe, in the pafTage through 
Bijhopfgate church-yard, endowed with 2S. 6d. 
a month each, by one Mr. Underwood. But both 
thefe charitable foundations were removed from 
their fituations into Lamb-alley: where they are 
accommodated with new houfes, at theexpence of 
the parifti, and builders of New Broad-Jlreet. 

Faffing over again to the eaft fide of BiJhopfgaU- 
fireet^ we come to Spittal-fquare^ and the fcite of 
the ancient priory and hofpital of St. Mary SpittaJ^ 
founded in the year 1197, by Sir H^alter Brune 
and RoJJia his wife, for canons regular, and dedi- 
cated to the honour of Jefus Cbrifi^ and his mo- 
ther the bleffed virgin Mary.

ditch^ to the north, in breadth: and from the 
king's ftrcet in^the weft, to the bifliop of London^s 
field, called Lollorfwortb^ now Spittalfield, on the 
eaft. At its diflTolution in the reign of Henry VIII.

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A. D. it was valued at 478]. per ann. and there were 

'^ ' found in it 1 80 beds ftanding for the receipt of 

the poor : being an hofpital of great relief. 

The fcitc of this boipital is ftow covered with 
ibme of the beft houfes in this quarter of the 
metropolis; and inhabited by manufadurers and 
merchants of great trade and worthy efpecially in 
the (ilk trade. But for many years there remain-* 
ed uncovered part of the church-yard, and the 
pulpit croTs in it, like that which ftood in Sf. 
PauFs church-yard. And on the foutb fide there 
was a handfome houfe for the lord- mayor, alder* 
men, fherifFs, and people of diftindion to fit and 
hear fermons preached upon th^ refurreftion, on 
Eafter-monday^ Tuefday^ and Wednefday^ (and per- 
haps on other occafions) by a bifhop, a dean, and 
a dodkor of divinity, which cuftom was kept up 
• till the year 1642 % but in the grand rebellion the 

a 

pulpit was broken down, and the cuftom of 
preaching was difcontinucd. At the rcftoration, 
however, it was fo far revived, that the Spital 
fermons are ever fince preached in the fame man- 
ner every Eaftery at St. Bride* s^ in Fket-ftreetj and 
honoured with the prcfence of the lord mayor, 
&c. And the children educated in Cbrifi's bofpitd 
do alfo attend on thofc folemn occafions.

BBjad'ftrett'Ward takes its name from the anci- its aame* 
cnt Bread-markety which was kept in the 
place we call Bread-ftreet \ the bakers being ob- 
ligatedy as it appears upon record, in the 30 Ed* 
toard I. that no baker (hould fell bread otherwife 
than in open market : and not in (hops. 

Bread'ftreet'Ward begins in Cbeapjide on theEzteau 

north, and runs on the Ibuth fide from, where the 

ftandard, to where the great crofs, formerly flood ; 

and then called Gold/mith^s-row. On the fouth ic 

extends in JVatUng-Jireef up almoft to the houfe 

next to St. .AuguJiirCs church on the north fide ; 

and on the fbuth fide, up to the Old Change \ and 

down the fame, at the eaft fide, by the weft end 

of Maiden-lanej or 'Diftaff-lane^ to Knigjbtrider- 

Jlreety or, as they call that part thereof. Old Fifh- 

fireet ; and all the north fide of the faid Old Fijb- 

Jlreety till over-againft the Trinity chqrch, and 

trinity-lane. 

It is encompafied on the north and north- weft Bounih, 
by the ward of Farringdon wit bin 5 on the eaft by 
Ccrdwainer'S'Ward ; on the fouth by ^eenhithe-' 
ward 'y and on the weft by Caftle Baynard-ward. 

This ward is divided into 13 precindbs, and is 
governed by an alderman, twelve common-coun* 
cilmcn, of whom one is the alderman's deputy, 
13 conftables, 13 inqucft-mcn, 13 fcavcngers, 
and a beadle: though it contains no more than 
331 houfcsr 
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^6?" ^^^ parilh. 'fheir vcftry is general, ^d they hivtr 
two church-wardens. 

Both chefe parilhes united are made of the 
yearly value of 140I. in lieu of tythes: and are 
in the gift of the archbifliop of Canterbury. 

dkd^''" 3- ^^' ^^^^^^y Bread'ftreet^ fo called from its 
B.ea*i>irc6t dedication to Mildred^ a Soiccn faint, abbefs of a 
monaftery on the iQe of TbatuU and daughter to 
a prince of Weft AngUa^ and from its fituation 
on the caft fide of Bread-ftreet. It is a reftory, 
founded about the year 1300, hy \oxdi Trenchant^ 
of St. Albans. But it had neither veftry room nor 
church yard till 1428, when Sir John Chadwortb^ 
or Sbadwortb^ by his will gave a veftry and church 
yard to the parifhioners, and a parfonage houfc to 
the re£tor. After this church was burnt down in 
1666) it had the parifh of St. Margaret Mrfes 
united to it, and has been rebuilt in a very hand- 
feme manner in 1683. The front is built of free- 
done i the other parts of brick. The roof is 
covered with lead, and the floor p^ved with P«r- 
ieck (lone. Within there is a neat wainfcot gallery 
at the weft end, and thc'pulgit is enriched : the 
altar-piece is handfomely adorned 1 and the com- 
munion table ftands upon a foot-piece of black 
and while marble, inclofed with rails and bani« 
fters. 

This living is faid to be in the gift of the ho- 
nourable family of Crifps^ baronets, though it 
was originally in the patronage of the prior and 
convent of St. Mary OverUsy Soutbwark.

Margaret J virgin and martyr of jSntiocb in Piftdiai 
under Decius^ the emperor ; and takes the addi- 
tion of Mofes from one Mofes^ ox Mcyfesi a con- 
fiderable bcnefaftor or rebuilder thereof. But it 
has fometimes been called St. Margaret^Sy Friday^ 
ftreet. It is alfo numbered amongft the moft an- 
cient foundations in this city ; for it was given to 
the priory of St. Faith of Houjham^ or Horsfordi 
in Narfolky by Robert Filzwaller^ in the year J lOfi 
And at the fupprcffion of that priory by king Ed- 
ward HI. this church of St. Margaret fell to the 
crown, in which the patronage has continued to 
this day. 

This church was burnt down in 1666, and 
never rebuilt, and being annexed to St. Mildred* s^ 
the yearly value of both thefe redorics was fettled 
by a£k of parliament at 130I. per ann. in lieu of 
tythcsi As to the fcite of this church, one pare 
of itj by virtue likewife of an adt of parliannent, 
was fold to the city for the wic^ening of an alley 
called PiJfrng-aUey^ lying between Friday Jireet and 
Breadftreet \ and the money which arofe from the 
fale thereof, was applied towards the paving and 
beautifying of thefaid church of 5/. Mildred: the 
other part now remaining is the burial phce for 
the inhabitants of St. Margarei^s pariili«

ate on the north fide of Great Diflaff-lane^ and is 
a handfome brick building, confifting of feveral

hall, is adorned with the piftures of king PFilHam 
and queen Mary his con fort. 

The cordwaincr*s, which fociety is number the 
27th amongft the city companies, were incorpo- 
rated by kwg Henry IV. in the year 141 o, by the 
name of Cord^joainers and Cobhrs^ the word itioe- 
makers not being then in ufej and by the word 
cobler was underllood a feller or dealer in Ihoes; 
who foon after, in the reign of Edward IV. were 
rcftraincd from fitting on (hoes, boots, or bufldns 
on Stifidays^ Chrijlmas-day^ jifcenfion-day^ and Cor* 
pus ChiiJH dayy under thc< penalty of 20 s. for each 
offence. But they have fince been incorporated 
by the name of The mafier^ wardins^ and common-' 
ally cf the nr^ftery of Cordzoainers of the city of Lon- ' 
don : and are governed by a matter, four wardens, 
and a court of alnftanta. This is a livery com- 
pany, and generally very numerous. 
Ceinra's- 6. On the fouth fide of Bafing4ane is Gerard^ s* 
halUInn^ which has ftood there many generations, 
with great reputation for its accommodations and 
good entertainment, both for man and horfe, and 
for all kinds of carringes. It is built upon the 

fcite. 
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fcite, or rather upon the remains, of the manfion A. D. 
houfe of the ancient family of Gifor*s^ fome of 
whom for feveral generations filled, and with dig- 
nity and honour ferved the chief offices in the ma- 
giftracy of this city. It was in thofc days called 
Gifor^s-balL John Gifor^ mayor of London^ was 
owner of it in 1245, ^^^ by defcent it came to 
another JobnGifor in 1386, who made a feoffment 
of it. So that we are to look upon the prcfent 
appellation of Gerard^s-hall to be no other than 
a corruption of Gerard for Gifor^ and Gerard' s-bali 
for Gifor^S' ball \ without having recourfc to the 
fabulous tradition which was fwallowed by our 
credulous anceftors, who were weak enough to ber 
lieve that this was the habitation of one Gerard^ 
a giant, who ufed a pole in the wars 40 feet long, 
and 15 inches round ; and whofe fcull being found 
would hold five pecks ; and his thigh bone was 
fix feet long, and one of his teeth weighed 10 lb. 
troy : without confidering that a perfon of fuch 
prodigious dimenfions could not pofiibly inhabit a 
houfe or hall of the fize this hall appears to have 
been by its remains, which are ftill to be fcen 
in the arched vaults, fupported by 16 pillars, 
built of ftone brought from Caen^ in Normandy^ 
and are now ufed for cellars, being entirely under 
jhs floor of the houfe.

B Ridge-ward witbifi is fo called from its Htuar 
tion and conncftion with Lmdm-bridge^ which^ 
till the late alteration and imprpvepjcnt^ made 
for the conveniency and advantage of pafTpng^r^ 
and carriages, was covered on each fiide with ^ 
row of confiderable buildings, occupied Ijy chir 
9ens of divers trades and great dealings. 

In thij; condition the ward Qf Bridge began at 
the foutb end of the bridgp, and ftretcbed dired 
north up FiJh'Jtreei'bill and Grafecburctf-ftnctj as 
far as Idmhard-ftreet on the weft fide, and Fen- 
cburcb-Jlreetf including all thp bridge, the greatef^ 
part of all the alleys and court? pn the f:aft fide^ 
and on the weft fide all the alleys, courts and lanes, 
in Thames-ftreet^ on both fides io New key ^ part of 
McbaePs-lane^ and part of Crccked-iane^ 

This ward is bounded on the fputh by Souib- 
warkznd the river Tkatn^s: on the north by Lang^ 
bcrne-ward^ and Mijbopfgateward : on the caft by 
Billingfgate'Ward \ and on the weft by Candlewic^ 
and Dcivgaie-wariff* 

It is alfo divided into 14 p)!iQcin(fls, three of 
which were on London-bridge. And the goverq- 
noent thereof is in an alderman, ii: common* 
councilmen, of whom one is the aldcrman-s de- 
puty, 14 conftablcs, isinqucftmen, 14 fcaveq* 
gcrs, and a beadle. 
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In furvcying this ward wc meet with great va- A. -D.

I. I^nion-bridge. What relates to its original London- 
foundation^ and the cafualcies and reparations in ^^ ^^'

^7^193; This bridge was let out by the city on 
building leafes, at the rate of los. per foot run* 
|iing9 on each fide, to be covered with houfes four 
ftories high, and a flreet 20 feet broad from fide 
(o (ide. However advantageous this meafure might 
then appear to the managers of the city eftates, 
tin)c and a great increafe of commerce, and tlie 
many accidents daily happening by carriages in the 
narrow pafiage pf London-kridge^ made the lord- 
mayor, aldermen, and common-council truly fen • 
fible of the neceflity there was to contrive fome 
means to prevent thoi^ complaints and difafters. 
But, though they had recoyrfe to fome temporary 
expedients, as to oblige carriages coming out of 
Soutbwark to l^eep on the weft fide, and thofe go- 
ing out of the city op the eaft (ide of the bridge ^ 
and caqfed two pqflicrns to be made for the conve- 
nience Qf fopt paflfengers in the bride-gate next 
Soutbwark^ they could not remove the dangers, to 
which foot paflfengers were ei^pofed, as above, and 
the many live$ that wjcre loft below in fhooting 
the bridge, till they came to a refolution to pu)j 
(lown all the houfes ppon th^ bridge, tq widen the 
carriage way, and make convenient and fafe foot- 
ways on each fide, find to widen the paflage alfo 
iqx the river and the navigation under the bridge. 

D d 4 Fur 
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A. D. For which purpofc the city applied co parliatnent * 
to enable them to carry their plan into execution ; 
and they immediately fet about the great work. 
The firft thing was to provide a way for carriages^ 
horfemen, and foot paflengers, during the time 
of the necelTary ftoppage the wprks would make 
ppon the bridge. Therefore they caufed the 
houfes and arches, that extended acrofs the bridge^ 
to be taken down, to make way for a ftrong tem- 
porary bridge, made of wood, to be ereftcd on 
khe weftern (lerlings, till the intended alteration^ 
(hould be completed. Which ftrufture was open- 
ed in O^chefy 1757. But after the pavement was 
dug up, and an opening made into the cavities of 
all the piers, when fomc of them were dpmolifli^ 
cd almoft to the water edge, and the whole fpacc 
where the houfes had been taken down, was a 
(conftifed heap of ruins, that temporary wooden 
bridge was entirely conftimed by fire *. However, 
by covering over the arches that had been taken 
down, and the deep cavities in all the piers, late- 
ly ufed for cellars, and by forming lllages of large 
beams of timber upon the piers that had been de- 
rnoliflied, to fuppgrt the upper works, and by co* 
yering the whole trad of ruins with rows of ftrong 
beams placed clofe together, covered with gravel 
JO a confidcrable depth, with a ftrong wcoden 
fence on each fide, raifed about fix feet high for 
foot paffcngers, the pafTage of London- bridge was

rary bridge could be built, which was alfo com- 
pleted with the utmoft expedition *. 

Upon this accident, which brought an extraor- 
dinary expcnce upon the city for the public good, 
the lord-mayor, aldermen, and common-council, 
applied to parliament for relief, and obtained 
^ 5,000 1. from the legiQature, towards carrying 
on that work. Upon which parliamentary boun- 
ty the city immediately gave up the toll ^ granted 
by a fornner aft. And the'faid fum was annually 
continued till the year 1763. 

The bridge is now finiftied with all its improve- 
ments : and inftead of two rows of houies, which, 
in their ftate of decay, became a terror to paflen* 
gers, and in their moft flouriihing condition in- 
tercepted the beautiful profpe£t of the boats and 
(hipping on the river, and the extenfive view of 
^he buildings both above and below bridge ; there 
are now elegant fione baluftrades, like unto thofe 
pn fyefimnfter'bridge. The way for carriages is 
made 31 feet broady and a pavement of flat done, 
feyen feet wide, is laid on each fide, for foot paflen- 
gers. And by night this bridge is enlightened with 
a great number of lamps, fixed in fuch a manner, 
as to give light to them that fail below, as well as 
to paiTengers upon the bridge; and is guarded 
with a number of watchmen •, the whole charge 
thereof, to be paid out of the bridge- houfc cftate,

The wheels, placed under the arche.s are moved 
by the common ftream of the tide-water of the 
river Thames : one turn of the four wheeh makes 
114 ftrokes; and, w!icn the river is at bcft, the 
wheels go fix times round in a minute; and but 
four and a half at middle water; fo that the num- 
ber of ftrokes in a minute are 684 : and as the 
ftroke is two feet and a half in a feveninch bore, 
which raifcs three ale-gallons, they raife 2052 gal- 
Ions in a minute, i, e. 123,120 gallons, or 1954 

hogflicads. 
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hogflie^ds, in an hour ; which is at the rate of A. D. 
46,896 hogiheads ^ day, to the heig)it of 120 '? 
feet, including the wafte, which may be copiputed 
at a fifth part of the whole. Thefe wheeU force 
the water to a bafoii on the top of a high tower 
of wood, which (lands on the fterling of the lirft 
arch on the north-weft end of the bridge. 3y 
which means the water is raifed to any part of the 
city. 

The improvements made to Londonlridge have 
not terminated on the water. The narrow entrance 
on the north fide is made as wide as the bridge, 
)}y pulling down all the houfes on the weft fide of 
the ftreet as far as Tbames-Jlreet^ and throwing the 
pcvf buildings backwards : on the eaft fide, a foot-* 
way is made under the fteeple or tower of St. Mag- 
nus*s church. 

M9g<^ 
fireeiy ac the north -eaft corner oi London-bridge^ is 
a rcftory, and wa3 fo.uaded before the year 1209, 
\Ti which ye^r, at fartheft, the chapel of St. T^bomas 
tbe Martyr was built, by Peter of Cqlecburcb^ upon 
the bridge, becaufe that chapel was allowed to be 
within the prccinds of the pari(h of Sf. Magnus^ 
and therefore St. Mignus*^ muft be more ancient 
than the faid foundation upon the bridge. The 
patronage of this ancient church, dedicated to St, 
Magnus tbe Martyr^ (who fufrered at Cafarea in 
pappadocia under thtEmpcvor Adrelian^ A.D. 276.) 
was alternately in the abbot and convent of fTeJl- 
minfter and in the abbot and convent oi hermondfcy^ 
|i)l tbofe convents were fupprcflcd by King Henry 

viii. 
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A. D. Vin. And Queen Mary gave this church to the 
bilhop of London^ in whom the right of prefcnta- 
tion (till continues. 

The old church fufFcred the like fate with others 
in the general conflagration of this city in 1666; 
and, when rebuilt, was made the parochial church 
for this and the parifli of St. JMargarety New Fijb^ 
ftreei^ which is annext to it by a£i: of parliament. 
The parfonage-houfe, which ilood in churchyard- 
alley, was alfo rebuilt. But part of the ground, 
on which the old church ftood, was laid into the 
fireet for widening the pafTage. 

The prefent church was built at twice; firft the 
body in 1676, and then the' fteeple was added fe- 
veral years after. It is a fpacious and mafly done 
building, arid yet well ornamented. The corners 
have ruftic quoins, and the body is enlightened 
by tall arched windows, over each of which is a 
cornice, fupported by (crolls ; and between thcfe 
is a cherub over the center of each window. At 
the weft end coupled pilafters rife, on each fide 
the door, from a plain courfe, and fupport a pedi* 
ment. Under the fteeple is made a footway to 
the bridge. The roof is hid by a kind of Jitic 
courfe, from which the tower rifes fquare and 
plain ; and from this the dial, which is very richly 
ornamented, projefts over the ftreet. The courfe 
above this is adorned at the corners with coupled 
pilafters of the Ionic or dtVy fupporting an open 
work in the place of a baluftrade, with jarge urns 
at the corners, of an uncommon fliape. From 
)vithin this open work rifes the lanthorn, whicl^ 

alfo 
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alfo has Ionic pilafters, and arched windows in all A- ^* 
the incercolumniations. The dome refts upon '^ 
thefe pilafters ^ and on its crown is placed a piece 
of open work, like that which furrounds the bafe 
of the lanthorn. On this is raifed the turret^ 
which fupporcs the fane. Here is a peal of ten 
beljs. 

This pariih, united with Si. Margaret\ JVJw 
Fijb-ftreet^ is valued at 170I. in lieu of tythes. 
The veftry is felcft, and confifts of thirty-three 
members. And there are two churchwardens, one 
of whom is collector for the poor. 

3* The parochial church of St. Margaret^ be- St. Marga*- 
fore the fire, was fituate .on the eaft fide of Ft/h- Si^^^^ 
ftreet'hill^^ formerly called Bridge-ftreety on the fpot 
where the tnormment ftands, and dedicated to £/« 
Margaret J a virgin, born at Antiocb in Pifididj and 
beheaded for the Cbriftian faith under the Emperor 
Decius. The firft mention we find of this church 
was in the reign of King EdwardW. who prefcnted 
Roger de Bredefeld to it. It was a redtory, in the 
patronage of the abbot and convent of Wejlminfler^ 
from that time to the diflblution of the religious 
houfes ; when it fell to the king with the abbey 
of fVeftminJler : and Queen Mary^ in the firft year 
of her reign, gave it to the bifhop of London and 
his fucceffors, in whom it continues. It was not 
rebuilt.

In this church was founded, at the altar of the 
virgin Mary and St. Catharine^ a perpetual chantry 
for the foul of the lady Joan Rofe \ to maintain 
which fhe gave one tenement and the appurte- 
nances : but, the chantries being taken away at the 
diiiblution of the religious houfes, the rents and 
profits of this were fettled in truflees to be em- 
ployed towards the repairs of the church ; and if 
there be any overplus, to be laid out at the dif- 
cretion of the churchwardens. 

The veftry is fcleft : and the officers of this 
parifh are only two churchwardens. 

6. St, Leonard Eaftcbeap was another parodiial St.Leonaid 
church, burnt down in 1666, and never rebuilt. '^ '' *^*'** 
It was dedicated to one Leonard a French faint, 
and bifhop of Limognesy and was fome time named 
St. Leonard Mlk^church^ fom JVilUam Melker^ the 
builder thereof. It was a rcdory, and originally 
in the gift of the prior and convent of the church 
of Canterbury \ but now in the dean and chapcci 
oi Canterbury : though Newcourt*hy% it is a pecu- 
liar, belonging to the archbiOiop of Canterbury^ 

.Its fcite remains now only a burying-place for 
the inhabitants of this parilh, whofe veflry is feleft, 
and has no more parilh-officcrs than two church- 
wardens. 
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On the weft fide of this ward, and about 1 50 
yards weft of the bridge^ facing the ^hamts^ ftanda 
Ftfi^mongtrs-hally which is a curious aad capacious 
edifice of brick and ftooe; and may be faid to 
have two handfome fronts. The grand or fore- 
front entrance is from Tbames-ftreet^ by a hand- 
fbnne paiTage, that leads into a large fquare court, 
paved wich fiat ftones, and encompaiTed by the 
great hall, the court-room for the afiiftants, and 
other grand apartments^ with galleries. The(e 
are of an handfome conftrudlion, and are fupported 
by Ionic columns, with an arcade. The back- 
front, or that next the Thames^ has a grand dou- 
ble flight of done fteps, by which we afcend to 
the firft apartments from the wharf. The door 
is adorned with hnic columns, and thefe fupport 
an open pediment, in which is a (hield, with the 
arms of the company. ^ The windows are orna- 
mented with fioDC cafes, and the quoins of the 
building are wrought with a handfomeruflic : and 
in the whole of this front there is a great deal of 
Iblid beauty. Withia is the ftatue of Sir WilRam 
Walworib^ Knt. fiflimonger, who, when he was 
lord-mayor, flew fFat TyUr. There is alfo a flcrecn, 
with a golden bufto under the pediment. The 
chandelier in the hall is accounted the mod elegant 
piece of furniture of its kind. 
Company. The Fijbmonger^s company is the fourth upon 
the lift of the city corporations, and have at all 
times, that there is mention of guilds or fraterni- 
ses in London^ been remarkable, as may be feen 
in our hiftory. They were originally two bodies, 

viz. 
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viz. ftock-fi(hmongcrs and falt-fiihmongers ; and A. D.

both of them had no Icfs than fix halls ; two in ' 
Thames- ftreet^ two in New Fijhjireety and two in 
Old Fifi>-ftreet \ and were in fuch reputation for 
valuable members, that fix lord-mayors were 
chofen out of them in twenty-four years. But 
they were dctefted of fuch frauds in their dealings, 
that the parliament, in 1382, enafled. That no 
filhmonger fhould for the future be admitted mayor 
of this city. However, this prohibition was taken 
off the very next year. But, in 1384, thefe, as 
well as all others concerned in furnilhing the city 
with provifions, were put under the immediate 
dircftion of the lord-mayor and aldermen by an- • 
other a£t of parliament; an ad ft ill in force. 

The falt-fi(h mongers were incorporated, A. D. 
1433. The ftock-fifhmongers not till 1509. But 
this feparation proving prejudicial to both, they 
united, and obtained a charter from King Hen- 
ryVlW. in 1536, by which they were incorporated 
by the name of l^he wardens and commonalty of the 
myftery of Fijhmongers of the city of London. At 
prefcnt it is a livery company, and very rich. 
They pay 800 1. per annum in charity; have had 
.rvear fifty of them lord-mayors-, and are governed 
by a prime and five oth^r wardens, and a court 
of aflUftants. 

A little more weftward is the Old Swan^ a com- o\^ Swan

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C H A P. IX. 

Of Broad-street-Ward, 

BRoadftreei'toard takes its name from that part 
of ir, which we now diftinguifli by the name 
of Old Broad-ftnet^ and, before the fire of Lon^ 
don^ was accounted one of the broadeft ftreets in 
London. 

It extends from the eaft corner of Helmet or 
Extent. Crofs'keys court in IVormwocdflreet^ in the north- 
caft, to the iron- grate over the common-fewer, 
near the back gate of Betblem-hofpital in London- 
"wally in the north^weft; and from the eaft corner 
of ylllballows church on London<vall^ where New 
Broad-ftreet b^ins, in the north, to the iron grate 
over the common-fewer, under the eaft end of St. 
Margaret"^ church in Lotbbury^ in the fouth-wcft, 
and up Pig-ftreet to the pump facing 5/. Bennet Fink*^ 
church in the fouih ; and from the pump, near tlie 
north-eaft corner of St, Martin OtitwicVs church- 
wall in Bi/hopfgaie-ftreety in the fouth-eaft*, to Scald-- 
ing-alley in the Poultry^ which is the fouth-weft ex- 
tremity, including Threadneedk-Jlreet^ both fides; 
Bartholomew' lane \ Princes -Jtreet^ almoft as far as 
Catharine- court on the eaft fide; both fides of Loth-- 
luryy froth the grate eaftward 5 Throgmorton-Jtreet^ 
Pig'Jlreet^ and Broad-Jlreet^ both fides ; fFinchefier-- 
fireetj Jugujiine-friars^ and ft^ormwood-Jireety as far 
as Helmet-court, in the eaft,; and fo much oi London-^ 
wall as extends from the north-weft corner of Old 
Broad' ftreet to the grate near Betblem back gate, 
with the alleys and courts on the fouth fide, asiar 
H? Swap-alley in Little ^li-allcy^ Cokman-flreet par i(h. 

This 
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This large ward is bounded on the nonh and -A. D. 
caft by BiJhopfgat€-wurdy on the fouth by Cornbill^ Boundt 
v^ard and Wallbrook-ward^ and on the weft by CoU- 
man-fireet'Ward. 

This ward is divided into ten precindls ; and Gown^ 
governed, by an alderman } ten common-council-"***^ 
men, one of whom is the alderman's deputy -, ten 
conftablcs ; thirteen inqueft-menj eight fcavcn- 
gers ; and a beadle. 

In furveying this ward we meet with feven 
churches^ three halls, and fome other public 
buildings and pieces of antiquity% 

1. In fVormwoodftreet are a fet of alms-houfcs 
for twelve poor women, founded by Mr. Kemp^ 
and endowed with i s. per week, with other per- 
quifites. 

2. Allballaws in the wall* This is a parochial Aiihaliowi 
church, and a redlory. »" the wall. 

The old church was very mean, and built clofe 
to the wall of London^ with a parfonage-houfe at 
the weft end, and the churchyard on the eaft, 
reaching as far as the ^ north-weft corner of Old 
Broad'Jireei. It does not fufficiently appear when 
this ^urch was founded: bur, I apprehend, ic 
was fome time after the foundation of the priory 
of the Holy Trinity near AldgaU^ in whofe patron- 
age this church was originally, and who prefented 
5r&^. Richer de Sanfton thereunto in the year 13:^5. 
At the diilblution of the religious houfes under ' 
King Henry VIII. this church was, with the priory, 
unto which it belonged,, furrendered to the crown, 
in whom the advowfon ftill remains, the lord-chan-

A. D. cellor or lord-keeper, for the time beings prefcnt- 
' ing thereunto. It efcaped the great fire of London 

in 1666. But was become fo ruinous, that, in 
1765, the parilhioncrs obtained an aft of parlia- 
ment to empower them to pull it down, and the 
parfonage-houfe, and to enable them to raife mo- 
ney by annuities to rebuild the fame*, which is 
now almoft finifbed on the outfide with brick and 
ftone, in a very pretty manner; and with thi^ 
alteration, that the new church is fomewhat long- 
er, and the parfonagc-lioufe is built at the north- 
eaft corner of the churchyard, and the fcite of die 
old parfonage-houfe is turned into the churchyard. 

The value of this living is not rated according to 
the aft of parliament, which fettled the income of 
the churches deftroyed by the fire in 1 666. But It is 
'' generally computed to be worth 150 1, per annum. 
The veflry is feleft, and compofed of fuch as 
have fcrved or fined for churchwardens and con- 
ftables. The parifli-officers are two churchward- 
ens, two overfeers of the poor, and two fidefmen. 
C:4rpcnters 3* Almoft facing the caft end o? Bethlehem ho- 
*>^i'- fpital, and on the fouth fide of the ftreet. called 

London wall^ ftands Carpenters hall, in a court, 
to which there is an entrance by a large pair of 
gates. The building, though very old, and com- ' 
^:5ofed of timber and plaifter, is not without its 
beauty and peculiar ornaments: and it enjoys an 
agreeable profpeft into Drapers gardens, which 
lie towards the fouth. 
Company. The Company is an ancient fraternity, incor- 
porated by King Edward III. A. D. 1344, with 
power to make by-laws. It is now governed by a

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mafter, three wardens, and a court of afliftantsj -A. D. 
and has a livery. 

fVincbefter-ftreei. This is divided into Great andwinchcftcr 
Little Wincb£fter-ftreets^ which cover the fcite of the ^^'"^' 
manfion-houfe built by IVilliam Paulet^ marquis of 
Winchefier^ and lord high-treafurcr of England in 
the reign of King Edward VI. Thefe ftreets, at 
the north end, open to the place where lately flood 
the poftern-gate at the fouth-eaft corner of Moor» 
fields. And at the fouth-eaft corner of Great Win- 
cbefier-fireet is Pinners alias Pinmakers hall. 

4. Pinners hall is moft noted for the congre- pinnert 
gatioaal meetings held therein. It is a noted In- ^^' 
dependent meeting-houfe ; and the only meeting- 
houfe in London^ as it is faid, where the audience 
are not Calvinijls. It is alfo occupied by a con- 
gregation of Anabaptijis. The In4ependents meet 
on the Sunday morning; the Anabaptijis on the 
Sunday afternoon. 

The Pinners company was incorporated by company. 
YSiVi^ Charles I. in the year 1636; and are go- 
verned by a matter, two wardens, and a court of 
afliftants. They have no livery. "^ 

This end of IVincbefier-Jlreet brings us into O/^oidBroad- 
Broad'Jlreet^ and terminates, on the north fide, **^"*' 
with the Pay- office. » 

5. The Pay^office^ whofe front is in Old Broad- Pay.ofRcc, 
ftreet^ at the eaft end of IVinchefier-ftreet^ is ktpt 
in a large houfe, part of the remains of the marquis 
of Wincbcjier\ manfion-houfe, called Winchefier^ 
place^ well adapted for the purpofes of tiie faid 
office ; but very old and plain. It is under the 
diredlion of a trcafurer and paymaftcr, who pay

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A. D. for all the ftores ufcd in the royal navy, and the 
''^ * wages of thofc that fail in his nDaj^fty's fcrvicc. 
The treaf\irer*s falary is 20D0I. per annum ; and the

^num\ with three clerks, at Sol. per annum each^ 
five clerks, at 40 1. per annum each ; and two extra- 
clerks, at 50 1, per annum each. Here are alfo five 
clerks for paying bills in courfe, and writing led- 
gers, viz. three at Sol. per annum each; two at 
40I. per annufn each; and an extra-clerk at 50L 
per*annum. There is alfo a cafliicr of the viftuair 
ling in chis office, with a falary of 150!. per an- 
numy who has ^ clerk under him at 70 h per an* 
num, another at ^oL and another at 40 1. per 
annum. 

8ir Tho- P" ^^^ ^^ft 2^^ ^f Old Broad'Jlreety a little morp 
niasGief- jq thc fouthward, ftaod a fet of alms-houfes, 
alms. founded by Sir Thomas Grefi>am in the year 1 575, 
l^oufes. j^ ^^ back-part of Grejham college, for eight de- 
cayed poor men^ citizens of London^ which Sir 
7bomas endowed with j5K 13s. 46. per annum for 
each alms-man, to be paid quarterly out of the 
chamber of ^jmdony a load of coals every yearj 
iand a gown once in two years. The truft of which 
he committed to the lord-mayor and commonalty 
pf Jaondon. 

About fixty yards further (oqth is the back- 
entrance into the ^outhfea-houfe^ to be defcribed 
in f/preadneedle Jlreel. And facing this is the church 
of St. Peier le poor, 
g Peter- ^* ^^' Peier-le poor^ fitnate on the weft fxdc 
H:P?°f* pf Old Broad fir eet^ and dedic^ated to Sc. Peier the 

^ apoiftlci 
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apoftle, wa3 diftinguilhed from other churches of AD. 
that name in London by the addition of le Poor^ ' 
cither from the builder's name, or from the poor 
Aace of its pari(h at the time of its foundation ; 
which atprefent, and for feveral generations, has, 
by its vicinity to the Roy d- exchange y been improv- 
ing, and become the relidence of rich merchant$ 
and other people of fortune. 

This is the church which byrmiftake is regiftered 

in the year 11 81, when Ralph de Diceto was dean 

« 

of Sl Paul\ by the name of the church of St. 
Peter in Breadftreet^ inftead of Broad-Jireet^ there 
never having been a church dedicated to St. Peter 
in Bread'Jlreet. It appears to have been a very 
poor edifice originally: and in 1615 it was en- 
Urged with the left wing, at the fole cxpence of 
Sir IVilliam Garwayj Knt. whofe monument is to 
be fcen in this church; and who expended 400I. 
on this improvement for the convenience of the 
parifhioners. The parifhioners, fpirited up by this 
generous aft, repaired and beautified the whole 
church, new built the ftceple and a good gallery ^ 

at the weft end of the church, and new caft and 
hung the bells, at the charge of 1587 K and up^ 
wards. 

This was the condition of St. Peter le poor at 
the time of the general conflagration of London^ 
which it cfcaped : and is fuppofed to have been 
built, or rather rebuilt, in the year 1540. It is a 
Gothic ftriidture; but mean in icfelf; and made 
more fo by its untoward fituation; one of its cor-* 
nersi being thruil.as it were into the flreet, makes 

£ e 4 the 
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A. n. the ftreet narrow, obftrufts the paffagc, and de^ 
'^ ftroys the vifta. This church is of very confidcr- 
able breadth in proportion to its length, vi%. fiftyr 
four f(?et long, and fifcy-onc broad : the height, 
to the roof, is no more than twenty-three feet, 
and the height of the tower and turret together 
feventy-five feet. The body is plain and uo- 
ornamented ; the windows are very Urge ; and the. 
< dial is fixed to a beam, that is joined at one end 
to a kind of turret, and extends, like a country 
fign-poft, acrofs the ftreet, in a very aukward 
pofition. The tower rifes fquare, without dimi- 
nution, is ftrengthened at the corners with ruftic; 
and upon this is placed a turret, which confifts 
of ftrong piers at the corners, arched over, and 
covered with an open dome \ whencp rifes a ball, 
with a fane. 

It is a redlory, and has always been in the gift 
of the canons or dean and chapter of ^t. PauPs. 
The income is coiPiputed at i^ohper annum. 
The veftry is general -, and the paridi-officers arc 
fix auditors pf accounts, tv/o churchwardens, and 
two fidcfmen. 

Clofe to the northward of this parifh-church 
ftood the church and convent o( Auguftine-friars^ 
upon the fcitc where now are built a great number 
of large handfomc lioufes, fit for the bcft inhabit- 
ants of the city, and which ftreet is known by the 
luimc ( ) !' Aufiiv friars. 

AMfui. 7. AuJlin-fria-'S^ or jthe priory dedicated to St. 

i:.-:;s, Au^i.jUh'e, was an ancient religious foundation by 
ILoTiptry Bobuny earl of lUrcJcru and /r//^x, in the 

year 
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year 1253, ^^ ^^^ ^^^ ^'^^ of Broad-ftreet% which A- ^• 
church, houfc, tioiftcr, other buildings, and gar- 
dens thereunto belonging, occupied and inclofed 
all the ground as far northward as London-wall. 
That ancient church was dedicated to Sf. jluguftine^ 
bifhop of Hippo in Africa^ for a religious inftitution 
called Auguftinian or Augujiine eremits, who made 
their firft appearance in England in the year I252« 
Thefe cremits, or friars, were of the Mendicant 
fort ; and perhaps, becaufc they paffed under the 
notion of Begging-friars^ the adjacent pari (h- church 
might have the name Poor added to it; as much 
as to fay 5/. Peter's church, near the Begging-^ 
friars. 

The founder, and his family after him, built a 
very fair and capacious church, with a mod com- 
plete fpread fteeple, fmall, high, and ftreight ; 
which was an ornament to the city. But, after 
the diflblution of this priory, the fcite thereof, 
and the other buildings within its precinfls, were 
granted in parcels, one part by King Henry VIII. 
to IFriotheftey^ another by the fame king to William 
lord 5/. Jobny another by the fame king to Sir 
Richard Ricby another to Laurence Hereward^ &c. 
by the fame king; and laft of all, king EdwardYh 
in the fourth year of his reign, granted the choir, 
the crofs-ifles, and other parts of this religious 
. houfe, to the faid lord Si. John^ who was after- 
guards marquisof /^/;iCi&(/?fr and lord high-treafurer, 
and built a large houfe on the fcite of the convenf 
or priory, cloifter and gardens, which was called 
IVinchefler place abovcmcntioncd. fiowever, he 

fpared 
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A. D* fparcd the church ; and the weft end theft of^ in- 
'^* cJcrfcd from the lUeple and cJmMt ^ was, in the 
year 1550, granted by King Edward VI. to a 
congregation of Gcrmam and other ftrangers, at 
the requeft of John a Lafco^ in London^ who (lad 
fled here for the fake of their religion, to be their 
place of worlhipy by the name of The Temple of the 
Lord Jefus\ and fo it continues to this day. 

It is a large and Goibic edifice, fupported by 
two rows of ftone pillars \ but only a parf of the 
church belonging to Au^in-friars. At the eaft end 
are feveral ileps, which lead to a large platform, 
on which is placed a long table» with feats againft 
the wall, and forms round, for the communicants 
to firt upon, according to the cuftom of their church. 
Here is a library in the weft part of it^ which is 
both ornamental and ufcful. !(; is now generally 
called The Duicb church in Auftin-friars \ and is 
jerved by two minifters^ who have houfes in J»- 
gufiine-friars ""^

^ Having parted the fteeple, quire, and 6de ifles adjoining 
to the quire, or cboir, from the weft end hy an xnclofure. Sir 
WilHam made them into a granery, and warehonfe for coals 
and other boufhold ufcsL. . His fon, the marquis of IVinchifter^ 
fold the noblemen's monuments, which were very pompous 
and numerous, and the paving-flones, which his father had 
aot removed, and turned part of what his father had takea 
out of the church into ftables for his horfes. See Magna Bri* 
fanniay Vol. III. p. 99. 

« It was cullomary for the Duf^b and Walloon churches, of 
whom this is one, to pay a compliment to every Bifhop of 
ttntf^m^ and every lord-mayor upon their fir (I acccfs to their 
dignity and charge^ ^nd to prcff^nt ih^m with a piece of plate. 
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The two miniftecs preach twioe trtry Smdffjn^ A. IXi 
Sind once in the week befides: they adminifter the *^ 
holy communion on the laft^ioi^^ of every month; 
and exchange churches every firft Sund^ in the 
month with the JVaUficn congregation, for their 
adminiftration of. the eucharift, their own church 
in Tbreadneedk'ftreet being too fmall for them. 
The minifters have good falaries, to enable them 
to live independent and like gentlemen \ and the 
church provides a' fufficient fubfiftence for their 
widows.

This is a fpa- ^*"* 
cious and noble edifice, built upon the ruins of a 
palace ereded on that fpot by nomas lord Crom^ 
well in the reign of King Henry VIII. which, being 
forfeited to the crown by his attainder and execu- 
tion for high-treaibn, was purchafed by the com- . 

On which pccafions they recited the original plantation of their 
church in London^ their reftoration to it by Queen Ehxabiib^ 
the confirmation of their charter by King James I. the good 
harmony which their minifters and brethren had always pre* 
ferved with the church of England^ and the countenance and 
prote£lion they ha4 eiyoyed under the biihops of Lnulon and 
the lord-mayors. 

In 1704 this Dutch congregation in Juguftim -friars builtj, 
^t their common charge, in MMU MoorJUUs^ a handfome alms-* 
l^oafe, containing twcnt^-iix rooms, for maintaining their poor^ 
men or women, and a room for the elders and deacons oi theie 
church to meet weekly upon bufinefs, and to pay the alms* 
people, who are paid more or lefs, a^ their necclTuies ihali re- 
quire. The whole charge of their poor is compared at i;:ooL 
fer annum, part of which is collected after fermoa vr^rj Sunday^ 
tiQ*^ at the church door. 

pany 
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A.D, pany cS Drapers \ who converted it into a hall for 
'^* tpui&aing the bufinefs of their corporation: and 
that building being deftroyed in the fire oiLondotty 
1666, the Drapers company built the prefcnt hall, 
which is a fpacious and noble edifice, compofing 
the four fides of a quadrangle, each of which is 
elevated on columns, and adorned with arches, 
formed in a piazza round a fquare courts, and be- 
tween each arch is a fiiield, mantling and other 
fretwork* On the eaft fide is the common hall, 
to which the afcent is by a grand ftaircafe ; and 
within it is adorned with a {lately (kreen and fi^e 
wainfcot. On the Ikreen, between the two doors, 
bangs the pidure, a three-quarter*s kngth, of 
Henry Fitz-Alwine^ a draper^ and the firft k>rd- 
mayor of London. At the north end of this room 
are the pifbures, at full length and as big as life, 
of King/^«/Zr^wIIL in his ftadtholder's under his 
royal robes ; and the pidlures of King George I. 
and King George IJ. in their royal robes, and as 
big as Kfe. At the north- weft angle of this room 
a door opens into another fpacious room, called 
the court room, richly wainfcotted and fqrnifi^ed : 
at the eaft end of this room hangs an original pic- 
ture of Mary queen of Scots^ #at full length, with 
her infant-fon. King James I. in her hand. From 
this CQurt room another door, at the weft end, 
opens into a long gallery, at the north end of which 
a folding fa(h-door opens into a grand fquare room, 
called the ladies chamber ; in which the time was 
that the company treated their wives and friends 
with a ball. In the center of this rpqm hangs ^ 

lar^^Q 
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hrgc and beautiful chandelier of /CUt glafs, pre- ^-J^- 
fenced to the company by Sir Jofepb EyIeSf Knfc 
and over the chimney is a fine picture of Sir Ro^ 
heri Clayfon^ Knt. fome time lord- mayor of London. 
From the fouth end of this gallery they pafs into 
the apartments allotted to the clerk, which are 
very commodious and elegant, with ofiices below 
for the tranfadlirig of bufinefs. And thefe apart- 
ments, with the accommodations for the upper 
porter, fill up the whole front of this noble hall 
next the ftrect. 

At the north-weft angle of this quadrangle there 
is a paved paflage to the gardens belonging to this 
hall : over this paflage, upon an arch built of brick 
and ftone, is a ftrong room, covered with a largp 
back or ciftern of water. This is the record room, 
where the company keep their writings, books, 
and papers ; and their plate, which, for quantity 
and workmanfliip, is faid to exceed all the fervices 
of plate in other companies. The gardens are 
pleafant and commodious; being open every day, 
except Sundays and rainy days, for the recreation 
of genteel citizens to walk in. The ground which 
they occupy is very near upon a fquare. The mid- 
dle is inclofed with iron rails, and laid out in grafs 
beds, gravel walks, and borders of flowers; with 
a fliatue of Flora in the center. Without the rails 
are fine fpacious walks, kept in good order, and 
agreeably (haded with rows of lime trees. At the 
fouth-weft corner is a very handfome pavilion for 
the accommodation of company in hoc weather, 
when tired with walking. Near the north-eaft

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A. 0. jingie it a very neat commodious houfe for the 
*7oo. ^f^ q£ jj^g upper beadle of the company. The 

north fide lies open 16 Carpenters hall: and at the 
Iburh-eaft tngle there is a privy garden, inclofed 
"with walls s en the fouth fide of which, under the 
Sadies chamber, is a private room^ elegandy fur- 
tiifhed, wbete the managers, or ruling part of the 
company, hold their fecret committees, or previous 
meetings, before matters are brought before a 
general court of livery or afSftants. 
Company. >This company is the third of the twelve prin- 
cipal companies, and was an ancient fociety or 
guild, devoted and dedicated to the Virgin Mary ; 
•of which fraternity i?^^^/Fi/z--^/w>if, the firft lord- 
mayor, was a member, and incorporated by King 
HentTf VI. in the year 1439, by the ftile and title 
of The mafter^ wardens^ brethren^ andjsftersj of the 
guild or fraternity of the hleffed Mary the Virgin of 
the fHjfiery of Drapers of the city of London.

From hence we crofs Lotbbury^ ot Latlenbury^ 
fo called from its being a noted ftrcet for workers 
in copper, brafs, and tin, and proceed up Princes^ 
firett to the weft end of Tbreadneidk-Jlreet. In 
which are many confiderable buildings, both pri- 
vate and public, viz. 

10. 5/. Cbrijiopber^s chtirch. This church is St.ChriiiH 
parochial, and a reftory, fituated within thirty P^' 
yards of the foiith end of Princes-ftreet^ on the 
Aorrh fide of J%readneedlefireeiy founded by the 
noble family of the Nevils about the year 1368, 
and dedicated to St. Cbriftopber^ a convert from 
paganifm, and martyr for the Cbriftian faith under 
Decius the emperor. It was rebuilt of ftone in 
' 1506s and has ftood to this time, with the help 
of n'eceffary and fubftantial repairs : for the out- 
ward walls and the fteeple withftood the fire of 
London in 1 666^ the infide only being confumed. 
The body is well enlightened ; and the .tower is 
crowned with four handfome pinacles. It is al- 
together a very plain edifice ^. 

It is a redlory, in the gift of the bifhop of Lon^ 
don^ who has prefcntcd thereto from the year 
1415; is included amongft the churches damaged / 
by the fire of London \ and has 120I. per annum > 
fettled upon the reftor in lieu of tythcs. The 
glebe of this parifh appears to be very confidcr- ,

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A. D. abk-, foTi in the Regijiry of London^ it is recoirdeciy 
*^^^' A, D. 1693, That part of the glebe was then 
rented at 5 1. ^ atmum ground-rent; another part 
at 20 L per annum ^ another part, to build four 
houfes upon it, at 24I. per annum '^ and a fmall flip, 
lett at 40 9. per annum^ to build three little fhops, 
with lofts over them \ anc} that oppofice to thofe 
(hops there was a vault, belonging to the parfon, 
lett at 40 s. per annum. 

Here are two pious foundations in this church ; 
one by Mr. John Kendrick^ citizen and draper, who 
left lands to the drapers company, to pay 20 1.^^ 
annum for ever to the curate of this church, to read 
divine fervice in thefaid parifli-church at fix o'clock 
in the morning every day in the week, except Sun- 
d(ys\ with 50s. per annum to the clerk; 50s. to 
the fexton; and 5I. to the churchwardens yearly, 
forever, for the maintenance of lights in the winter 
time. 

The other was founded by Mr. BenediS Hat- 
lewing^ who gave certain houfes in Fket-Jtreet to 
this parifh, on condition they fliould pay, out of 
their rent, 20]. per annum to the curate, for read- 
ing prayers every day of the week, Sundays e;ccept- 
ed, at fix o'clock in the evening. The records of 
this fettlement are regiftcrcd in the parifli-books, 
and in the records in the Guildhall of this city. 

TheofEcers in this parifh are two churchwardens 
and overfeersj and two fidefmen. The veftry is 
general. 

This church, though it refitted the devouring 
flames, -which deftroyed almoft the whcle city, is

II. The Bank of England. This at prefent 13 The BanH 
a noble edifice, and when finifhed, will, perhaps, laod."^" 
be the mod magnificent building of a public na« 
ture in the whole univetfc. The pfefent ftrudure 
is fituate on the eafl: of Sl Cbfifiopber^s church 
and church-yard. The front next Tbreadneedk'- 
Jtreet is about 80 feet in length, of the Ionic order, 
raifed on a ruftic bafement, in a good ftile. 
Through this front is a grand gate that opens 
into the court-yard, and leads into the great hall; 
This is of the Corinthian order, with a pediment 
in the middle. The top of the building is adorn-* 
ed with a baluftrade and handlbme vafes, and in 
the face of the above pediment is engraved in re- 
lievo, the company's feal, viz. Britannia fitting 
with her (hield and fpear, and at her feet a cor- 
nucopia pouring out ffUit. The hall within this 
building is 79 feet long and 40 feet broad, wain- 
fcotted about eight feet high, with a fine fretwork 
ceiling, and is adorned with the ftatue of king' 
fVilliam III. in a nich at the upper end. 

Behind this is another quadrangle, with an ar- 
cade on the £. and W. fides thereof: and on the 
north fide is the accomptant's office, which is 60 
feet long and 28 feet broad. Over this and the 
other fides of the quadrangle are handfome apart-

^ * work ; and under it are larg^ vaults, with ftrong 

walls and iron gates, for the prefervation of the 

csfh at)jd bullion. 
The offices next St. Bartbolomew-lam have been 
( pulled, down to make way for the new buildings 

^ now carrying on, which have already fwallowed 
vp ali the houfes from the eaft fide of the Banky 
now built to Bartbolomew-Ume^ and down that lane 
within 50 feet of Lotbiury. And it is current!/ 
reported, That it is the intention of the directors 
to extend their works to Prince* s-ftreet on the weft, 
and to Lotbbury on the north. In which plan the 
pari(h church of St. Cbrift^pber is to be pulled 
down, and the fcite thereof converted to the ttfe 
df the money charrgers or dealers in money : and 
the front of the bank will then extend from 
Prince* S'ftreet to Bartbolomew-lane. And for the 
greater convenience of thofe whofe bufinefs brings 
t1)em to the Bankj an opening for coaches, &c. 
has been made from the front gate into Cornbilli 
and the houfes on the weftward of the faid open- 
ing are to be pulled down, and the ground fo 
contrived as to make a convenient pallage for all 
forts of carriages through Threadneedle^ftreet^ which 
has been always narrow, dirty, and hazardous, 
for coaches. The new ftreet from the Bank gate 
into Cornbilly conHfts of no more than one large 
building on each fide, built of brick and Hone, 
and uniform, to fcrve for public offices. 
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By this boilding-rcheme of the Bank many fa- A. D. 
inilics have been great fuffercrs ; in being driven ' ' * 
out of a thriving fituation for trade, and that 
without any vifible profped: of gpod» that can ac- 
crue to the public from fuch a large and moft ex- 
penfive pile of building. 

The Bank was eftabliftied by aft of parliament 
in the year 1693, under the name of Tie governor 
and company of the Bank of England : in con Ode- 
ration of 1,200,000 1. lent to the government by 
the fubfcribers, at the rate of eight per cent* 
This company is now under the direction of a 
governor, deputy governor, and 24 diredors, 
who are annually elefted at a general court, by 
bailor. Thirteen make a court of direftors for 
managing the affairs of the company. And if 
the governor and deputy governor (hould be ab- 
fent two hours after the ufual time of proceeding 
to bufinefs, the directors may chufe a chairman 
by majority ; all whofe adts are equally valid, as 
if the governor and deputy governor* bad been 
prefenn 

The privileges of this Bank are^ 

(i.) Their fealcd notes were t)y law made trans- 
ferable by indorfemcnt. 

(2.) They have power to purchafe lands, (except 
thofc of the crown) and to receive goods as a 
fecurity for money lent, to buy gold or fiiver 
bullion, and to fell goods, &c. forfeited to 
^em. 

F f 2 3. Their 
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^'.P* (^Z*) Their ftock (hall not be taxable in any 
•7^^- cafe. 

(4.) They may negociate bills of exchange, and 
receive or take them for other bills or cafh. 

(5.) The government was to give them a year's 
notice upon paying them back their i,2oo,oool. 

(60 To counterfeit their notes was made fe- 
lony. 

(7.) No perfon dealing in this ftock could be a 
bankrupt thereby, nor the ftock liable to foreign 
attachment. 

(8.) During the continuance of this Bank^ the 
time for which was enlarged, no other Bank fliall 
be ere£ted by parliamentary authority. 

Facing Bartbolofnew-lane is the north gate of 
the Royal Exchange^ of wjhich noble edifice we 
Ihall treat in the furvcy of CornbiU-ward. 
St. Bartho- i2. Si. Bartholomew's* chuvch IS 3, TcStoty^ fitu- 
ated at the N. E. angle of Bartholomew-lane^ be- 
hind the Royal Exchange. It is known by the 
feveral names of Uttle St. Bartholomew^ and 
St. Bartholomew's^ Exchange '^ and is of ancient foua- 
dation. For it was founded before the year 133 1, 
when John de' Tyerne was prcfentcd to this living,

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on the death of Jobn de jOdeburgb^ the rcftor ; A. D. 
and it was become fo decayed in 1438, as to re- 
quire to be rebuilt. This church was burnt down 
in the great fire in 1666; and the prefent church 
arofe in its place, and confifts of a very irregular 
body, with a tower crowned with arches, fup- 
ported by columns of the Corinthian order. It is 
handfomely wainfcotted and pewed. On the al- 
tar piece is a fpacious glory, painted on the figure 
of a facrificed lamb, to fhew that our high prieft, 
the lamb of God, hatt) offered himfelf a facrifice 
for us : and the pulpit is carved and veneered with 
enrichments of cherubims, &c. 

The value of this living, as fettled by aft of 
parliament in lieu of tythes, is no more than 
lool'. per. ann. But the value of the glebe, &c. 
is computed at 300I. more. Here, is founded a 
Tuefdafs ledure, endowed at 70!. per ann. paid 
by the company of haberdafhers : one upon Wed- 
nefdays^ at 20I. per ann. paid by the church- 
wardens for the pariih : another upon Fridays^ at 
15 1. only for three quarters of a year, paid by 
the mercer's company : another at 12I. per ann. 
on the laft Saturday of every month, paid alfo by 
the mercers : befides the donation of James WiU 
ford^ (herifF in 1499, who appointed by his will, 
a doftor of divinity, every Good Friday iov twcr^ 
to preach in this church a fermon upon the paf- 
fion of our Saviour Cbriji^ from fix of the plpcH

The veftry is genera} : and the parifh officers 
are two church- wardens and five auditors of ac- 
compts, befides the common-councilmen. 
liii^*"'*** 13. 5/, BemetFink^ fo called vulgarly from 5/. 
Benediff % to whom thi( church is dedicated, and 
Robert Fink the elder, who founded it, is fituate 
a little eaftward from the Royal Exchange^ on the 
. fouth fide of Tbreadneedk'ftreei. It is of ancient 
foundation, and before the year 1323, when John 
4e Anefiy was collated to it, upon the death of 
Thomas 4e ^ranketrej the redlor deceafed. In 
courle of time the patronage fell to the crown, 
and was given by king Edward IV. to the deaa 
and chapter of IVindfor\ and the impropriation 
being in the faid dean and chapter, it is fuppliec) 
by none but one of the czx\on% oVJVindJ or ^ or 
fuch as they lhall appoint, to be licenced by the 
bifhop of Ijondon. So that it is properly a dona* 
tive or curacy, though originally it was a re&ory. 

This church was burnt in 1666, rebuilt and 
finifhed in 1 673, and its value is rated by a& of par->> 

* Or Bnaui^ was an halia», born In th« year 4Q0, and be- 
etme the patriarch of the famous order of BentdiSine monks : 
who were alfo called black monks from the colour of their 
habit. Of this order were all our cathedral priories, e^epl 
OttH^lt thd mod of the rich^ft a(}bies in the kingdom.

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liaoncnt at 100 1, in lieu of cythes i befides w6ich A. D« 
there is a confiderable glebe, worth very near *^ 
lool. per ann. The prefent edifice is of an urt* 
gular form in its body, which is enlightened by 
large arched windows, that reach to the roof. 
This is encompaiied with a baluftrade^ and crown-* 
ed with a lantern. A dome rifes upon the wholb 
extent of the tower, and on its top rifes a tuivet; 
It is looked upon by moft people as a complete 
piece of archite&ure ; being within of an eliptical 
jBgure, moft commodious for an auditory. It ia 
well wainfcotted and pewed, and hath an hand* 
feme pulpit, and a beaudful marble font. George 
Holman^ Efq; though a Roman catholic^ gave 
loool. towards building this church. 

The veftry is general : and the parifh officera 
are 13 jiuditors of accompts, and two chqrch- 
wardens. 

The church-yard was given for a free burial* 
place, without any charge to the pariihioners bu« 
ried in it. 

14. More eaftward, but on the north fide of French 
Tbnadneedkjireei, near the fouth end of Pig-ftreeU S^S!"* 
in the parifh of St. Bermet Fink^ ftands the French 
and Walloon proteftant church, founded upon the 
ruins of the hofpital of St. Antbowf^ which had 
been a Jews fynagogue, built about the year 
1231, and converted into a church dedicated to 
the Virgin Mary. This hofpital flourilhed, raifed 
a large free-fchool, and built alms-houfes at the

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A« D, 5^ft end of the church for poor men. Amongft 
^ * pther accounts of this hofpital, Slow fays. That 
he could remember that the overfeers of the mar- 
J^ets in th|s city would take a ftarved pig from 
the market people, and having (lit its ear, would 
give it to this hofpital ; and that the proftors of 
St. Antbetrf^ having turned it out into the ftreets 
with a bell about its neck, the pig might range 
nbout the city without danger. If any perfon 
gave it bread or other feeding, the fubtle creature 
would watch him, and whine after him for more : 
from whf^nce arofe the proverb. ^ * That he fdlows 
5^ me like a^ TatUotPf or St. Antbenfs pig.'* But 
he adds, when any of thofe pigs became fit for 
(be fpit, the prod:or took it up for the ufe of the 
hofpical. 

The ruin of this hofpital is attributed to oq« 
Jobtupfn^ (a fchoplmafter) who becoming a pre- 
bendary of H^tndfcr^ firft diffolved the choir, then 
conveyed away the plate and ornaments, then the 
bells, and laftly turned the poor out of the alms* 
houfes; let out the premifes for rent, and the 
church for a place erf" worfhip to the French pro- 
teftants } who hol4 it to this day of the dean and 
chapter of JVindfor. They perform divine fcr- 
vice after the manner of the church of England^ 
in the French tongue. Sec Augujline -friars. 

This church, as it now (lands, was built after 
the (ire of London^ at the fole expence of the 
/t^^^ prp;eilants } and is^fm^ll, bgt pretty neat

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place of worfhip, with a convenient vcftry at the A. D. 
S. E. corner. They maintain their own poor, ^'^ 
and have almshoufes, containing appartments for 
45 poor men and women, who are allowed 2 s. 3d. 
and a bufhel of coals every week, and apparel 
f very other year. 

The government of this church is in a minifter, 
ciders and deacons. 

15. MerckanMaylor^S'ballj lituate near the S'**««^«>*- 
£. corner or Tbreaaneiakftreet^ is a fpacioushaii. 
building, and the great hall fo capadous, that it 
is beft adapted for the reception of numerous af- 
femblies of any other in the city, and mod em* 
ployed for fuch purpofes. In the front is an hand- 
fome large door-pafe, adorned with two demi- 
columns, whofe entablature and pediment are of 
the Ompofite order. The inlide }s furnifhed with 
tapeftry, containing the hiftory of their patron, 
^obn Baptift \ and though thefe hangings are old, 
they are very curious and valuable. 
. This is th^ 7th of the i a principal companies, Cpmpany. 
and was incprporated by king Edward IV. A. D. 
1 466, by the ftile and name of Baylors and Unen- 
armourers. 3ut this company being foon filled 
with merchants, and io highly honoured, as to 
have king Henry VII. become a member thereof^ 
his majefty reincorporated them in the year 1503, 
by the name of The majler and wardens of the Merr 
chant Taylors of the fraternity of St. John the Bap- 
fift \n th city ef London. Under which charter 

they 
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A. D. tfaty are governed by a tnafter, four wafdeos, and 
^ a court of afilftants. Their livery is very nume. 
rous^ and their eftates are very confiderabJe ; out 
of which they pay above 2ooaJ. per ann. for 
charitable ufes, purfuant to the wills of the re- 
fpe£live doners. 
«r. Mar- J 6. Si. Martini Ouimcby is a parochial church 
at the S« £• angle of TbreadneedU-ftreet^ and ftand* 
* ing partly in Bijhopfgatefirut: It is dedicated to 
£/• Martin^ bifhop of Tbifrj in France about the 
year 376. In the year 1325 John dtWatnn^ earl 
<tf Surrj^ prefented to the living. And that earl 
dying without ifTue, and leaving his eftates to the 
crown, the advowfon of this church was pur- 
chafed by John Churchman in 1387, for WitUam 
and John Oiewicby and thcfc two brothers, by li- 
cence of king Henry IV. in the 6th year ol his 
reign, gave the advowfon of this church, four 
incfluages, and 17 /hops, with the appurtenances, 
in the parifh of St. Martin Otefwicb^ &c. to the 
Riafter and wardens of the taylors and linen-ar- 
mourers, and to their fucceflbrs, in perpetual 
alms, to be employed for the help and relief of 
the poor brethren and fifters of the faid company. 
By virtue of which grant the merchant- taylors 
have the right of patronage to this church : and 
the addition of Otewicb or Outwicb has been made 
to diftinguifh this foundation from all others of the 
fame name. 

This church, which was rebuilt in 1540, or 
thereabout, is an old Gothic ftrudture, of the

meaner ftite, 66 feet long, and 4a broad ; the ^^^ 
height of the roof 3 1 feet, and the height of the 
(leeple 6$. The body of brickt ftrengthened at 
the corners with a mafly ruilic. The windows 
large and of a coarfe Gotbk kind. The top fur* 
rounded with plain iquare battlements : and, till 
lately damaged by tlic fire that began at the S. E. 
angle of BiJhtfjgaU'Jreet^ there rofe an open arched 
turret, fupported by four piers, from a tower that 
is extremely plain and fimple : and from the dome 
rofe a ball and fane« For though it had the good 
fortune to efcape the fire in 1666, it has been fo 
much damaged by the fire above-mentioned, and 
decayed with age, that it is thought the whole 
mud be pulled down and rebuilt. 

The inhabitants not having room in their own, 
did formerly bury their dead in a cemitcry conti- 
guous to the cathedral church of St. Paul. Butg 
in the year 1539, ^^^X* ^^^^ ^^^ confent of the 
dean and chapter of 5/, PauPs^ and of the rd&or 
of ^ll hallows on the wall^ lying along next Ijonddn^ < # 

wall^ in his parilb obtained a piece of ground, 
containing 5^ feet in length, and in breadth tt 
feet towards the £• and 18 feet towards the W, 
for a burial-place : which was confecrated by bi- 
(hop Stokejliy for that purpofe. 

The value of this living, including the parfon* 
age houfe, is not allowed to be more than ito\. 
per ann. except the fees. It is a re£lory. The 
veilry is general : and there are no parifh crfficers 
but two church-wardens.

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A. D. 17. Facing this church, in Tbreadneedle-ftreet^ 
^^ at the N. E. corner, (lands the South Sea-boufe. 

koufe. ' I'his houfe ftands upon a great deal of ground ; 
running backward as far as Old hroad-ftreit^ fac- 
ing St. Piter k Poor. Which back front was for* 
merly the Excife-office ; then the South Sea compa* 
ny's ofiice ; frdm which it is known by the name 
of the Old South Sea-houfe. As to the new build- 
ing, in which the company's affairs are now tranf- 
a&ed, it is a magnificent ftruAure of brick and 
ftone, about a quadrangle, fupported by done 
pillars of the Tufcan order, which form a fine 
piazza. The front in Threadneedle-Jlreet is beauti* 
ful, and of the Doric order. The walls are of a 
great thicknefs. The feveral offices are admira- 
bly difpofed : and the great hall for fates, the 
dining room, galleries and chambers, are hardly 
to be equalled. Under all are arched vaults to 
preferve every thing that is valuable from acciden- 
tal fire. 

Company. The South Sea company had the following ori- 
gin. Seamen's tickets in the reign of queen Jnne 
being fo badly paid, that the necefiitous were ob- 
liged to part with them at 40 1. and fometimes 
50I. per cent, a debt of 9,177,9671. 15s. 4d. 
accumulated in the hands of thofe avaricious 
ufurers, by this and other accounts ; unprovided 
for by parliament. Thefc men taking this debt 
into their hands, obtained an z6t of parliament, 
in 1 710, to make them a body politic. The year 

follow^ 
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following, the debt being difcharged, their com- A. D, 
pany was made perpetual ; and her majefty incor- 
porated them by the name of The governor and 
company of merchants of Great Britain trading to the 
South Sczs and other farts of America^ and for en- 
couraging thefifbery. And in 17 14, they lending 
the government an additional fum of 822,032 1. 
4S. 8d. the capital of the company was, by aft 
of parliament, inlarged to ten millions ; for which 
the members received fix per cent, intereft, or 
600,000 1. per ann. 

By an aft of parliament in 1720, this company 
was further favoured with the fole privilege of 
trading to the Stntth Seas^ within certain limits, 
and enabled to encreafe their capital, by redeem- 
ing feveral of the public debts. Which proved 
the ruin * of the fubfcribers. For by the arts ufed 
on this occafion by fome in power, the capital (lock 
of the company was foon raifcd to 33,543,263 1. 

However, this company was not diflblved : 
and in the year 1733, it was enafted by parlia- 
ment. That the capital ftock of the South Sea 
company, which then amounted to 14,651,103]. 
8s. id. and the (hares of the refpeftive proprie- 
tors, (hould be divided into four equal parts; 
three fourths of which (hould be converted into 
a joint ftock, attended with annuities after the 
race of four per cent, till redemption by parlia-

ment; 
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A. D. mcnt ; and fliould be called the New South Sei 
'^ annuities : and the other fourth part fhould re- 
main in the company as a trading capital dock, 
attended with the refidue of the annuities or funds, 
payable at the exchequer to the company till re- 
demption. 

Notwithftanding the terms of their charter, by 
which we are to look upon this company as mer- 
chants, it is obfervablc that they never carried on 
any confiderablQ trade. And now they have no 
trade. They only receive intereft for their capital, 
which is in the hands of the government ; and 
8000L perann. out of the treafury, towards the 
expence attending the management of their af- 
fairs % which is done by a governor, fub- gover- 
nor, deputy governor, and 2 1 directors, annually 
chofcn on the 6th of February^ by a majority <rf 
votes. Such members of the company as have 
loool. in the capital ftock in their own names, 
having one vote ; fuch as have 3000 1. two votes ; 
fuch as have 5000 U three votes; and fuch as 
have 1 0,000 1. or more ftock, four votes; and 
none above. 

No perfon is eligible to be governor, fub-govcr- 
nor, deputy governor, or direftor, while he is 
governor, deputy governor, or direftor of the. 
Bank of England. 
PfT>ny poft 18. The chief office for the Penny poft^ which

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improved buildings of the Bank^ and is remorcd A. D^ 
to the eaft fide of Fincb-lane^ in Tbrcadntedlejireet. 
This method of ferving letters in, and la miles 
round the metropolis, was a (H-ojefi: of one Bavid 
Mmrofj an upholder in Pater-nofter'^row \ who 
•communicated the fchemc to Mr. Tf^tlliam Dcci^ 
wra^ who carried it on with good fuccefs for fome 
time^ till the government laid hold of it as a 
royal prerogative. But the crown indulged himi 
with a penHon of 200 1. per ann. during his life. 

It was erected to carry any parcel of paper un- 
der one pound within a certain circuit for one 
penny, to be paid by the perfon that lent it. . . But 
in procefs of time it has been (b managed Bs to 
oblige the party to whom the letter or parcel is 
direfted or delivered, to pay one penny alfo, if 
that party happens to live out of the bounds of 
London^ fyejiminfter^ or their fuburbs and liber- 
ties, or out of the borough of Soutbwark. And by 
a late aA of parliament the weight of the parcels 
to be fent by penfis^ poft is reduced to four ounces. 

This office is under the direAion of the poft 
mafters general ; who appoint a comptroller, ac- 
comptant, receiver and comptroller's clerk and 
meflengers. There are fix forters, and eight fub- 
forters of the letters, 74 meflcngers, or letter 
carriers, and 334 houfes within the bills of mor- 
tality for receiving or taking in letters, which are 
divided amongft the fix offices following: i. The 
general office in Ftncb lane.
